Say They Will Not Recognize 
Union or Give Increase in 
Wages 



Philadelphia, March 13 — After Issuing 
a call for a tri. district convention at 
Scranton, Pa., on Tuesday March 23, 
to take up the question ci a new agree- 
ment between the anthracite mine 
workers and operators, the members of 
tho three executive boards of the 
United Mine Workers of America, loft 
for their homes today, and no import- 
ant developments are looked for by 
them until tho convention meets. 
Thomas L. Lewis, international presi- 
dent of the union, left tonight for In- 
dianapolis, where ho wll remain until 
tho evo of tho Scranton meeting. Mr. 
Lewis, before departing, said ho was 
still hopeful of reaching an agreement 
with the operators that will be satis- 
factory to both sides. 

There was little now in tho situa- 
Iton today. The coal presidents have 
left tho city, and there was nothing 
to bo learned here from them. The 
miners' (representatives devoted much 
of tho day to tho meeting which re- 
sulted in the Issuing of the call for 
tho convention. Tho sub-committee of 
tho miners which had been negotiat- 
ing with the operators in the offices 
of the Reading company In this city, 
made Its report, and there was some 
discussion. 

The mine workers declare that they 
do not know what action the Scranton 
convention will take. Tho delegates 
will bo elected next week, and It is 
Impossible to forecast whether tho 
radical eloment In 'the organization will 
bo in the majority, or whether the 
conservatives will dominate tho con- 
vention. The call for tho convention 
states that It Is called for the pur- 
pose "of hearing the report of the 
conference committee, also for the 
purpose of taking such action as will 
regulate wages and conditions of em- 
ployment after April 1st, 1909." 

President Lowls reiterated his form- 
er statomclitB to the effect that If any 
agreement Is reached It must bo with 
ho United Mine Workers of America, 
and not with the representatives of tho 
anthracite mine workers. 

Operators' Position 

New York, March 13. — A. statement 
of tho attitude of tho anthracite coal 
operators on the question of recogni- 
tion of the United Mine Workers of 
America was given out hero today by 
the operators' committee of seven. Tho 
statement sets forth that the operators 
will treat union and non-union men 
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alike, and that they will exercise no 
tliserimlnatlon against or In favor of 
any man because of nls membership 
or non-membership In any labor or- 
ganization. They will make an agree- 
ment only with the representatives of 
tho anthracite mine workers. 

Tho committee declares also, that it 
is absolutely Impossible to grant tho 
demands for increased wages and a 
shorter day, without increasing tho 
price of coal to tho consumer. 

"This tho operators will not consent 
to do," says tho statement, "nor will 
they oven consider It. Under a strict 
application of economic law, the pres- 
ent condition of business would com- 
pel a reduction Instead of an In- 
crease In wages, tho natural conse- 
quence being a fall in the price of 
coal. Among the operators there was 
a strong feeling that such a reduction 
of wages should be jjjit into effect, but, 
for tho salco of stability in tho anthra- 
cite industry, and from unwillingness 
to disturb an agreement which had 
brought peace, it was decided to offer 
a renewal of the present agreement." 

Australian Navy 

Melbourne, March 13.— Tho Com- 



monwealth government has ordered 
tho construction of two torpedo boat 
destroyers at a cost of $-112,500 each, 
Including armaments. 

Empire Riflo Match 
Wellington, N.Z.. March 13.— Pre- 
mier Ward, speaking at the riflo 
championship mooting, expressed the 
hope that as tho Now Zealand and 
Australian states would send teams to 
compete In the Empire rifle shooting 
meeting .in Australia next October, 
Canada and Great Britain would also 
bo represented. 



Trade Preference Beneficial 

London, March 13. — The council of 
the London chamber of commerce 
passed a resolution affirming that tho 
preferential treatment accorded by tho 
various self-governing colonies lias 
been a distinct advantage to British 
manufacturers, ,ai£c£ that the with- 
drawal of tho preference would be 
most detrimental t*o trade between the 
various parts bf tho empire. 



Food Adulteration 

Ottawa, MarclT'-13. — Major Currio 
(North Simcoe) has introduced a bill 
to amend tho adulteration act. It pro- 
poses to do away with tho deposit of 
money by a complainant to cover the 
cost of obtaining samples of goods 
thought to be adulterated. It also 
proposes to simplify prosecution pro- 
ceedings. The bill was rend the ilrst 
time. 



FLOOD THREATENING 




River Reaches High Stage and 
City May Be Left in 
Darkness 

Montgomery, Ala., March 13.— Mont- 
gomery is threatened with tho great- 
est flood in tho history of tho city. 
The Alabama river tonight is Hearing 
the fifty- foot stage, and tho weather 
bureau predicts tho 55-foot stage by 
tomorrow morning. There is danger 
tonight of tho city being thrown into 
darkness, tho waters threatening tho 
steamplants of both electric light com- 
panies and tho gas works. 

Residents of North Montgomery were 
warned today to move Immediately, 
and all day tho police aided families 
In getting to places of safety. Across 
the river from Montgomery is a sea 
of water extending as far as the eye 
can see. The tops of trees, which for- 
merly stood on the banks, aro barely 
discernible. So far no fatalities have 
occurred. A force of laborers has 
begun a barricade against the prob- 
ability of the gas plant being cripled, 
as a stago near sixty feet would cut 
off the gas service and a brick wall is 
being constructed to keep the waters 
out. The greatest alarm is felt hero 
over the fact that al! industries which 
uso motor power may have to sus- 
pend. 

From Elmore county vague reports 
aro being received about persons cut 
off by the high water on Isolated spots 
only a few feet above the floods. The 
United States government boat Twin- 
lug has left on a six mile trip up tho 
rlvtr to rescue a party reported ma- 
rooned on an Island, information 
reached tho city this afternoon that 
tho Tallapoosa river had overflowed its 
banks in lower Wotumpka, and sev- 
eral plantations were flooded. Tho 
slato convict farm is completely iso- 
lated, and It Is predicted that serious 
trouble will bo experienced there. 

Sticks of dynamite have been placed 
on the Dillingham street bridge, a 
wooden structure which spans tho 
Chattahoochee river, connecting Co- 
lumbia, Ga., und Glrard, Ala., and offi- 
cers aro awaiting tho signal to f .ouch 
them off. This will probably be done 
to save tho Central of Georgia rullroad 
trestle a few yards below It. 

Franco-Canadian Treaty 

Paris, March 13.— -Mr. Fletcher, 
chairman of the Canadian section of 
the British chamber of commerce, 
hones that the ratification of tho 
Franco-Canadian convention by the 
French senate will be an accomplished 
fact in a few days.

New York, March 13.— The Ottawas 
of Ottawa, champion hockey players 
of Canada, tonight won tho tw.o-duy 
meet here with their rivals, the Wan- 
derers, of Montreal, taking the 51,000 
prize which was offered for the two 
games; The game tonight was a tie, 
S to 8. Last night's score was G to •!, 
making the total score for the two 
games, Ottawa 14 .Wanderers 12. 



Death of Gener.il Palmer 
Colorado Springs, Colo.,' March 13. — 
General_Willlam J. Palmer, founder of 
Colorado Springs, died at his country 
seat, Qlen Eyrie, west of the city, late 
today. Death camo as a result of a 
fall from a horse In October, 1906, 
which resulted In breaking his back. 
General Palmer who was widely known 
In the oast, has often been Called tho 
foremost citizen of Colorado. Ho 
leaves an estate valued g.t $15,000,000. 



FALLS VICTIM 



Celebrated Italiarf Detective of 
New York Shot Down in 
Palermo 



HIS DEATH WAS DECREED 



Murder Will Cause Vigorous 
War on Criminal Secret 
Societies 



Palermo, Sicily, March 13.— Lieut. 
Joseph Petroslnl, head of the Italian 
Squad at the New York police head- 
quarters, was shot to death at nine 
o'clock last evening, under tho shadow 
of the trees of Marine square, In this 
city. Whether ho was lured there or 
not Is unknown, but it Is believed that 
Potroslnl, who, during his stay in 
Sicily has been indefatiglble in search- 
ing the records of Sicilian criminals, 
had gone to tho square in tho ho-po of 
securing information which ho consid- 
ered of the utmost importance. 

The identity of the assassins has 
not boon disclosed, for they made their 
escape after having made certain of 
the death of tho detective. Not the 
slightest trace of them has yet been 
discovered, but undoubtedly they aro 
men who had reason to dread Petro- 
Einl's presence In Italy either because 
ho was on their tracks, or on tho 
trucks of fellow members of some of 
the secret organizations from America. 
Petroslnl had managed to collect whllo 
hero very much evidence of tho crim- 
inality of a large number of Italians 
who have taken refuge in the United 
States, which havo given tho govern- 
ment tho power to deport them. In 
a number of cases Petronlni had 
traced murder to their hands. His 
work will be largely destroyed by his 
death, as ho had not time to place 
much of his work on record. 

His assassination was a most cold- 
blooded one. He was attacked in the 
darkness at tho corner of the deserted 
square by two men. who fired three 
shots at him. Petroslnl, though mor- 
tally wounded, clung desperately to 
lifo, and showed at the very last mo- 
ment extraordinary courage and cool- 
ness. Though the blood was stream- 
ing from him, and ho could feel that 
death was near, ho clung with ono 
hand to tho grating of a nearby win- 
dow. Ho managed to draw his revol- 
ver and fire one shot, and then fell 
to the ground. His bullet missed, its 
mark, but the noise of tho explosion 
attracted several persons. Tho first 
of these was a sailor from the war- 
ship Calabre, who as he ran up, saw

the detective dragging himself to his 
feet and grasping tho iron bar with 
nerveless hands, but as the sailor 
reached him, PctroJlnl fell again to 
the ground, covered with blood, which 
was flowing from a desperate wound 
in the face. His oyes were staring as 
In a last effort to defend himself, he 
turned, revolver In hand, to where his 
assailants had been. He was dead be- 
fore the sailor and others who camo 
to his assistance could raise his head. 

A maglstrato went immediately to 
tho spot and ordered the body searched 
and tho Identity of tho murdered man 
was at onco disclosed. From papers 
found on him, it appears that ho was 
gathering evidence with reference to 
Italian criminals in the United States. 
There were also notes concerning the 
Palermo members of tho Black Hand. 
Several postal cards were found ad- 
dressed to his wlfo, and a metal badge. 
From other papers found on the body 
It appears that Petroslnl had made a 
tour of Sicily and given attention to 
Tropanl. The maglstrato gave orders 
that the body bo transported to Rolalll 
cemetery, where a post mortem was 
held. 

Search for Assassins. 

Rome, March 13. — Tho United States 
ambassador hero lias submitted to the 
Italian foreign office tho report re- 
ceived from tho American consul at 
Palermo of the assassination of Lieut. 
Potrosini, and has urged that the great- 
est energy ho employed to discover tho 
murderers and to bring about their 
punishment. Tho general director of 
police at Rome has sent several tele- 
grams to tho prefect of Palermo to 
leave nothing undone to identify the 
murderers and arrest them. It is 
known that tho entire police force in 
Sicily has been set to this task. Pre- 
mier Gloliti has personally Interested 
himself in the measures undertaken 
by tho police to capture the assassins. 
Was Cor.demnod to Death. 

Naples, March 13.— Tho murder of 
Lieut. Petroslnl at Palermo has caused 
a sensation among tho members of tho 
Neapolitan Camorra, who say that the 
Black Ha'id condemned Potrosini to 
death In 190(>. This sentence was con- 
firmed when Petroslnl arrested tho 
generalissimo of the Camorra at Er- 
ricono, whero he took refuge. I-lo was 
a well known figure hero and his rival 
for the leadership of tho Camorra was 
Cuocolo. Alfonso declared that Cuo- 
colo was a spy, and tho Camorra con- 
demned both him and his wife to 
denth, and they were brutally mur- 
dered. 

Sensation in New York. 

Now York, March 13. — No crlmo in 
years lias so stirred the people gen- 



erally, and the police in particular, 
as has tho assassination of Lieut. Jos. 
Petroslnl, of tho New York police 
force, in Palermo, Sicllly. By many 
Petroslnl is c.onsldored a martyr. Ho 
had received numerous threats that 
unless he ceased his efforts against 
the Black Hand, tho Cammora, tho 
Mafia and other Italian conspirators 
and criminals, ho would moot his end. 
Petroslnl, however, was not deterred 
in tho work he believed he was called 
upon to d.o for civilization and human- 
ity, though ho often prophesied to his 
friends tho fata that came to him 
yesterday. 

A relentless warfare has already 
commenced hero, and in many other 
American cities, against the class of 
criminals who brought about Petro- 
sini's death. Instead ..of stopping in- 
vestigation and prosecution, as they 
had perhaps believed, tho murder will 
causo only added activity on tho part 
of the police all over tho country, and 
it is hoped that it will result in closer 
co-operation between tho Italian gov- 
ernment and the United States, and 
in deporting many that are n.ow here. 

Potrosini was 48 years old, and be- 
came a member of tho police depart- 
ment in 1SS3. Ho was the "ilnd" of 
Inspector Alexander Williams. Wil- 
liams was attracted by the active and 
bright young Italian, and conceived 
tho idea of using him in the Italian 
colonies, where crime was frequent 
and hard to trace. From tho first 
Potrosini was successful. His arrests 
havo run into the thousands, while 
his convictions havo been proportion- 
ately large. The Black Hand crimes 
had recently received much attention, 
and his trip to Italy was in further- 
ance of his Idea, of establishing t'ocret 
bureaus that would keep the polico 
Informed when criminals emigrated to 
this country, so thoy could bo kept 
out. Ho was also arranging means 
whereby known Italian criminals now 
here could be deported, especially men 
or women who had sentences 
or charges hanging over their heads 
in Italy. In this work Potrosini had 
the hearty co-operation of the immi- 
gration officers, of Polico Commis- 
sioner Bingham, and .of many Italian 
business men. Ho had been on his 
mission about two months, and was 
about to return when he was assas- 
sinated. Men who know tho meth- 
ods of tho Italian criminal organi- 
zations are certain that Petroslnl's 
death was decreed In New York city 
and accomplished with military-like 
obedience by tho Mafia, who aro in 
league with the Italian criminals here. 

Deputy Commissioner Wood late to- 
day sent a cablegram to the United 
States consul at Palermo, requesting 
him to take charge .of the body of the 
murdered detective until further ar- 
rangements aro made for bringing it 
to this country. 

PROPOSED COMBINE 
IN SHINGLE TRADE 



Washington State Manufac- 
turers Seek Means of 
; Keeping Up Prices 



Vancouver, March 13.— A proposal 
from the shingle manufacturers of the 
State of Washington to the shingle 
operators of British Columbia to en- 
ter into an agreement to control tho 
combined trade has been made. It was 
briefly discussed at a meeting yester- 
day when representatives were present 
from both British Columbia and Wash- 
ington. Another meeting will bo held 
next Friday. 

Unless tho output of Canadian mills 
as well as American plants is limited 
thero can bo no control of prices. 
Whero the community of Interest is 
said to lio between British Columbia 
and Washington mills Is said to bo in 
tho market price. Today the Vancou- 
ver mills nre getting from $1.80 to 
$1.00 for shingles, but such is the con- 
trol of tho American market on the 
Canadian output that were tho Wash- 
ington mills forced to sell in April 
for $1.50 tho prico In Vancouver would 
In a very short time fall to tho same 
figure. 

As the American market governs tho 
Canadian shingle trade, it is urged by 
the Washington shingle men that mills 
on both sides of the lino should com- 
bine to save themselves from financial 
ruin at tho hands of tho brokers, 
whom thoy accuse of playing one side 
against the other In order that they 
may buy In advance of the heavy 
spring demand, and pocket the profits 
of the rise themselves. 



DOMINION CROPS 

Statemont Issued Shows Proportion 
Left in Hands of Farmers at 
End of February 



Ottawa, March 13. — The census and 
statistics office has issued a statement 
of tho quantities of grain, hay and oats 
on hand In Canada at the end of Feb- 
ruary. The quantity of wheat then 
In farmers' hands in the whole of 
Canada was 20.22 per cent of the crop 
of last year, which means 22,747,000 
bushels left out of a total product of 
112,434,000 bushels. Of oats there was 
43.57 per cent, being 100,222,000 out of 
250,377,000 bushels. Of barley thero 
was 33. 5G per cent, being 15,092, 000 out 
of 40,702,000 bushels. Of buckwheat 
there was 29.05 per cent, being 2,071,- 
000 out of 7,153,000 bushels. Of pota- 
toes thero was 44.10 per cent, being 
32,542,000 out of 73,790,000 bushels. Of 
turnips and other roots thero was 
39.18 per cent, being 38, 071, 000 out of 
101,241,000. Of hay there was 34.51 
per cent, being 3,1)52,000 out of 11,450,- 
000 tons. Of fodder corn thero was 
3G.8G per cent, being 1,179,300 out of 
2,1)22,000 tons. The condition of live- 
stock In the Dominion at the end of 
February was 81.40 for Jerseys, 7S.70 
for milch cows, 73.79 for other horned 
cattle, 7S.32 for sheep, and 74.34 for 
swine, 100 being taken as the stand- 
ard for comparison.

LATEST SCHEME 
OF NICARAGUA 



Plans Laid to Involve Costa 
Rica in Central American 
Turmoil 



MEXICO MAY INTERVENE 



Reports of Hostilities Are De- 
nied By Presidents of 
Two Republics 



Mexico City, Mar. 13.— It is reported 
hero that unimpeachable evidence has 
been obtained that President Zelaya, 
of Nicaragua, is endeavoring to em- 
broil Costa Rica in the present Central 
American difficulty. To that end it 
is stated, he has built a number of 
forts and stockades along tho border 
to which ho has shipped largo stores 
of ammunition. His troops now oc- 
cupy strategic points along the San 
Juan river and the lake shoro at 
Fuerto and Naranja. President Ze- 
laya hopes to force tho federation of 
tho five republics. Costa Rica has 
hitherto held aloof from the federation, 
and has been left alone in all Central 
American Intrigues. 

Costa Rica's proximity to the canal 
zone is causing much Interest and 
speculation as to what action tho 
United States will take in tho event 
of Zelaya's provoking war. 

"Mexico will intervene in tho affairs 
of Central America If such action be- 
comes necessary to preserve tho peace 
of that region. This country will co- 
operate with tho United States in all 
that country does to maintain the 
peace pact entered into voluntarily by 
the Central American republics at the 
recent Washington conference. Minis- 
ter De La Barre was so instructed to 
act in a message sent him from here 
tonight." 

This statement of Mexico's attltudo 
toward the crisis in Salvador and 
Nicaragua was made to tho corrss- 
pondent of the Associated" Press by 
Assistant Secretary of State Gambon, 
who is acting mlnlstor of foreign af- 
fairs during the illness of Secretary 
Mlrascal. 

War Story Denied. 
.New York, Mar.. 13.— The presidents 
of both Nicaragua and Salvador dony 
that .thero has been any outbreak of 
hostilities between the two countries. 
Messages .were addressed by the As- 
sociated Press to General Zelaya, 
president of Nicaragua, and General 
Flgueroa, president of Salvador, con- 
corning the reports of warlike activity 
between the two republics and the fol- 
lowing replies have been received: 

"Managua, Mar. 13. — The reports of 
war between Nicaragua and Salvador 
are without foundation. Peace reigns 
in Nicaragua.— (Signed) Zelaya." 

"Salvador, Mar. 13. — There is no 
truth in the report that war has brok- 
en out between Salvador and Nicara- 
gua.— (Slgrned) Flgueroa." 



ON SERIOUS CHARGE 



Wm. H. McCormick, of Vancouver, Ar- 
rested on Accusation of Getting 
Money Wrongfully 



Vancouver, March 13. — Wm. Herbert 
McCormick, son • of Mrs. Emma -Mc- 
Cormick, widow of the late George 
McCormick, who was manager of the 
Canadian Pacific Lumber company 
plant at Port Moody when he died 
there on Oct. 13, 1D07, was arrested 
today by city detectives, on the charge 
of obtaining thousands of dollars by 
false pretences. The young man Is 
well known about town as a free 
spender, good entertainer, and gener- 
ally one of the diall-fellow-woll-met 
class. . 

Tho charge against the young man, 
who is 2 5 years of age, is laid by C. 
D. Rand, real estate broker, who Is 
alleged to havo been victimized to the 
tun'o of $6,000. 

McCor.mlck's father was a million- 
aire and former member of parlia- 
ment, once residing at Colllngwood. 
Tho young man's mother, wife and 
two sisters reside In Vancouver. At 
Christma.3 McCormick visited Mr. 
Rand, asking a loan of four thousand 
fivo hundred dollars. Tho security 
consisted of a certificate of indefeasi- 
blo title and deed bearing what pur- 
ported to be tho signature of Mrs. 
McCormick, and conveying to tho 
young man tho Robson street homo 
of Mrs. McCormick. Everything ap- 
peared to be in order with the docu- 
ments, and matters wore all right at 
tho land registry office. Tho loan was 
made, $4,500 being advanced .by a 
client of Rand's. Tho encumbrance 
was registered at tho land registry 
office. 

Recently it was discovered that tho 
transfer was a forgery, and that Mrs. 
McCormick never signed tho papers. 
A month ago, McCormick secured an 
additional fifteen hundred dollars 
from Rand on a note. 



Head of Lazaretto, Dead 
St. John, N.B., March 13. — Dr. Albert 
C. Smith, for many years head of tho 
medicaj department of tho leper 
lazaretto at Tracadlo, is dead, aged 
G8 years.

Col, Gordon Speaks Very High- 
ly of This Province— An 
Interesting Letter 



The following Is the first of a scries 
of letters written by Col. S. D. Gordon 
late of the 13th Duke of Connaught's 
Lancers, who bus recently returned to 
the old country after a visit to British 
Columbia ,and Is so enthusiastic In 
Ma praise of this province that he has 
prepared a series of letters on his trip 
which are being published In the Can- 
adian Gazette of London, England. 

Having recently returned from a 
visit to British Columbia during which 
I saw many of the most attractive 
places of that very attractive province, 
and further, enjoyed very special fa- 
cilities for gaining general Information 
and seeing for myself the conditions 
of life out there, I venture to think 
that a short account of my impres- 
sions and experiences may he interest- 
ing, and possibly useful to any ono 
'thinking of settling out there. 

I made a particular point of inquir- 
ing Into the various ways in which 
English people of limited means— such 
as retired army and navy officers or 
retired Anglo-Indian officials of till 
kinds — settling out there could find 
suitable residences, occupations and 
amusements, with or without reason- 
able prospects of adding something to 
their incomes by a certain amount of 
work or trouble, and it Is chiefly from 
that point of view that I speak. I may 
also say that my impressions are based 
on what I saw for myself, or what I 
gathered from actual settlers whom I 
met, and that I have done my best to 
make allowance for exaggerated or 
optimistic views, such as people 
pleased with their own surroundings 
sometimes express. 

First, as regards the journey nut. 
It is simple, easy, full of novelty and 
interest, and, considering the distance 
covered, not unreasonably expensive. 
A first class ticket from Liverpool to 
Montreal costs about £ IS by Empress 
steamer in winter season, and a Full- 
man car ticket, with sleeping ac- 
commodations from Montreal to Van- 
couver costs another £18 18s 9d. 
Food on the train costs about §2.50 
(10s) a day, and with various sundries 
and tips the total should not exceed 
£45. Those who would be content to 
travel second suloon by steamer and 
tourist car, with sleeper by train, could 
reduce the cost to £35, and would 
endure no serious hardships. 

Victoria, 

I first visited Vancouver Island, in- 
cluding Victoria and Its extensive 
suburbs, Saanich, Duncans, Cowlchan 
Bay, Qutunlchan, Nanaimo, Courtenay, 
Comox. Campbell River, Alberni and 
Little Qualicum. Leaving the island, 
I remained a short time at Vancouver, 
and then went on to see the famous 
fruit growing districts ill the Okano- 
gan and Kootenay valleys, staying for 
various periods at Vernon, Coldstream, 
Kelowna, Pentlcton, Okanagan Falls 
and Nelson. At all these places I 
made very careful inquiries into all 
that concerns the fruit growing and 
other Industries, and I believe I may 
fairly lay claim to having gained a 
fair general Impression of all that con- 
cerns a settler's life in this far-away 
portion of our empire. 

For those who wish to lead pleasant, 
easy lives It Is a splendid climate and 
lovely scenery, with a certain amount 
of congenial society and no serious 
work or worries, such places as Dun- 
cans (on Vancouver Island), Nelson, 
Vernon and Kelowna offer a very 
large choice, from which few could fail 
to find what they want. These are all 
practically English colonies. Clubs 
and tennis courts already exist or are 
in course of formation; all English 
games and amusements are kept up; 
sport of all kinds is good and easily 
obtained; the scenery Is magnificent 
and the climate almost ideal; yachting, 
rowing and bathing can bo had every- 
where in their seasons, and all at a 
very moderate cost; and at the same 
time many of the residents are al- 
ready making large profits from their 
orchards, and many more confidently 
expect to do so as soon as their fruit 
trees commence bearing. At all these 
places there are retired officers and 
Anglo-Indians already settled; and 
they are all enthusiastic about the life 
they lead out there. Naturally they 
are all very anxious for more of their 
own class to settle around them, and 
any such who go Inay be sure of a 
very warm welcome and all possible 
assistance. 

Nelson and Duncans arc the two 
largest of these colonies and, perhaps 
for this reason, offer the most attrac- 
tions. At Nelson there is a charming 
English club, or perhaps I should say 
a charming club run on English lines. 
There is always a lot going on there 
in a social way; people are friendly 
and genial. Sport of the very best, 
both fishing and shooting, is to be had 
all round about; excellent yachting 
and bathing in the lake. The climate 
is almost perfect, and no better fruit 
can be grown in the province, 
Duncans 

Almost the .^anie words cuuld be 
used in describing Duncan;*. 1 don't 
think there is yet a club there, but 
there surely will be soon. There an.' 
some excellent public grass tennis 
courts, where the people from the sur- 
rounding ranches meet weekly, or 
more often, a id there are frequent 
dances. At Duncans both salt and 
fresh water sport and amusements are 
to be had, lor Cowlciian bay. which is 
close at hand, Is really a long arm of 
the sea; and there are several lakes 
round about, on which sport ami 
yachting can be had. The fishing, 
both salmon and trout, round here is 
splendid. Splendid fruit, too, is grown. 
Victoria is about forty miles oil, and 
It is easily possible lo go in for a few 
hours' shopping and return the same 
evening. The chief difference between 
Nelson and Duncans is that, whereas 
the former is a large town, Duncans 
consists of numerous ranches located 
all round a small village; but both are 
essentially English colonies. The 
scenery around Duncans Is simply glo- 
rious and cannot be beaten. Kelowna 
(where there Is a small club) and Ver- 
non are miniature Nelsons, surround- 
ed by many thriving fruit gardens, the 
Coldstream ranch, near Vernon, ocing, 
1 believe, the. biggest and one of the 
most successful In the province. 

For those, again, who are willing 
and able to work seriously to add to 
their Incomes in any one of the various 
ways which the province offers, all 
those same places are equally avail- 
able, and In addition the extensive dis- 
tricts which surround each of them 
within a radius of ten or twelve miles 
— as well as outlying districts, which 
have only recently commenced to de- 
velop, such as l'entieton and Okanagan 
Falls. I have not visited Peuchland 
and Summerland, but I believe they 
are small but prosperous and thriving 
colonics, and that they arc mostly de- 
voted lo peach-growing.

In close proximity to both Nelson 
and Duncans, though not actually in- 
cluded in them, tliere are numerous 
largo holdings, admirably suited for 
new settlers, where land Is available 
at moderate rates; congenial neigh- 
bors live scattered all around, and the 
various attractions I have already 
enumerated are available. Mr. J. J. 
Campbell, of Duntulm, near Nelson 
has considerable areas of splendid 
land at Ban'nlngton and on the Slocan 
and Lardo rivers, as well as some 
near or adjoining his own residence at 
Duntulm; and I know he would offer 
specially favorable terms to any set- 
tlers of the right sort, for the double 
purpose of selling some of his land 
and obtaining congenial neighbors. 

The same can be said of Jir. James 
Johnstone, the president of the British 
Columbia Fruit Growing association, 
who lives quite close to Nelson. He 
has some excellent land for sale oil 
the lake shores, near Bosworth, where 
Lord Grey, the governor-general, has 
recently purchased land from him, and 
also ' in various other localities close 
around. lie, too, Is most anxious to 
obtain this class of settler, and would 
certainly offer them very favorable 
terms. In fact, there is no lack of 
charming and desirable sites, both 
residential and commercial, at any of 
the places I have mentioned, and 
everywhere a keen desire to attract 
this special class of settler. 

Okanagan 

Penticton and Okanagan Falls arc 
rather farther from the railway 
(though I understand that Is likely to 
bo remedied soon), and only in their 
infancy, so to speak, so they cannot, 
of course, offer the social attractions 
of the older and larger settlements; 
but, on the other hand, I am Inclined 
to think that they can claim some even 
greater natural advantages, which go 
far to equalize matters. Their climate 
is perhaps rather warmer and more 
equable; their crops ripen rather 
earlier — a great commercial advan- 
tage; land is just at present rather 
cheaper, though unsurpassed, I believe, 
for fruit growing, and the scenery and 
sports are at least as good as any to 
bo found elsewhere. They need not, 
therefore, fear any lack of purchasers 
when settlers come to look about. 

I have Omitted all mention of Vic- 
toria and Vancouver, as they come, 
under an altogether different category. 
They are, the two, the only two, cities 
of British Columbia. Vancouver is the 
largest and more busy. Victoria is the 
capital, and rather residential than 
commercial. Both are supremely 
beautiful in their situation and sur- 
roundings, but living there Is compar- 
atively expensive, and for this reason 
perhaps they might not attract the 
class of settler whom I am now con- 
sidering. For those, however, who can 
afford to live there, and for whom city 
llfo and society home special attrac- 
tions, I feel sure that both these places 
offer advantages in the way of scenery, 
climate, sport and amusements that 
should satisfy the most exacting. 

Speaking generally, it is' necessary 
in British Columbia to purchase land 
and build a habitation, as rentipg is 
almost Impossible except in the larger 
towns and cities, and even in such It 
may not bo easy to find what Is re- 
quired at any reasonable rate; but 
land for residential purposes abounds 
everywhere and at not unreasonable 
prices, while a house to suit individual 
tastes can be very quickly erected. For 
purely residential purposes two, or at 
most three, acres should suffice, and 
as to price, so much depends on the' 
site selected, its locality, surroundings, 
etc., that it is difficult to speak defin- 
itely. Lake or sea frontages — • 
cleared, and where necessary irrigated 
— and within reasonable reach of social 
centres, can usually be had for $,'100 to 
S100 per acre; but uncleared land, not 
fronting on sea or lake, and not quite 
close to a town, can be had us cheap 
as $10 to $15 per acre. It must, how- 
ever, be noted that clearing land of 
timber is generally a very expensive 
item, especially perhaps on Vancouver 
island, where the timber Is so heavy, 
and it is generally advisable for many 
reasons to buy cleared or at least par- 
tially cleared land. I should say $300 
per acre Is a fair average price to give 
for really good residential sites on lake 
or sea front. The cost of building a 
houso depends so entirely on the style 
of house required that I can give no 
estimate. A humble built quite habit- 
able "shack" 01' three or four rooms 
can he built for $200 to $300, and quite 
a good double storeyed house for $1,- 
.-,00 to $2,000. For fruit growing pur- 
poses the prices of land vary consid- 
erably, for much the same reasons, 
and in some districts it Is considerably 
cheaper than In others, though pos- 
sibly equally good for the purpose. Of 
this I will speak In my next article.

In a review of the work carried 
through at the session of the legisla- 
ture that has just come to an end, tho 
Water bill shows up as the most im- 
portant piece of legislation. As af- 
fecting a very large section of tho pro- 
vince, and a vast invested capital, this 
great measure stands out distinctly as 
the pleco do resistance of the session 
of 1U09. 

Tho work of drafting and collating 
tho hundreds of sections of tho bill 
was immense, and tho chief commis- 
sioner of lands Is certainly deserving 
of tho congratulations that were show- 
ered upon him when tho. measure pas- 
sed to become law. The chief ob- 
jection brought against tho bill by 
the Opposition was that a bill of such 
magnitude should be carefully studied 
and oven hold over another year in 
order that the people of tho province 
and especially those chiefly affected 
might havo an opportunity of familiar- 
izing themselves with it. But Mr. Ful- 
ton explained that the measure had 
already been well thought out, and 
that the most effective method of clear- 
ing up small Irregularities was to put 
the act in operation for a time. 

One feature of the Opposition .critic- 
Ism seems to commend itself, but this, 
too, is a matter that can be corrected 
next session. It was declared that a 
board of office members would take 
many months and even years to cover 
the parts of tho province affected by 
the act, and take up all the streams 
and records, und adjudlcato thereon. 
Mr. Macdonald (Rossland) suggested 
that the members of tho board make 
the rounds individually . at flrst, and 
settle 'uncontested claims, leaving con- 
tested claims to tho full board at later 
sittings. 

.•The action of the Opposition in 
withdrawing- their countenance and 
their suggestions seemed ungracious 
and ill-advised. The reason alleged 
for this action was that the bill wua 
being rushed through. 

Grand Trunk Pacific Bill. 
Of the larger legislation of tho ses- 
sion the Grand Trunk Pacific bill 
came second In importance. 

After entering into an arrangement 
with tho Orand Trunk Pacinc..ralhvny, 
with respect to the division of the wa- 
terfront at Prince Rupert, tho govern- 
ment camo to the legislature for rati- 
fication of tho order In council by 
which the agreement had been entered 
Into. A plan of tho. townslte as divid- 
ed was brought down, and a bill In- 
troduced for tho necessary ratlflcatitli. 

The Opposition attacked tho admin- 
istration hotly on this measure. It 
was claimed that the Information 
furnished the House was Insufficient, 
and that the plan as submitted was In- 
complete. The waterfront selections 
made by tho government wore at- 
tacked, and it was claimed that insuf- 
ficient provision had been made for 
streets leading through to the sea. Tho 
various ministers, Including tho pre- 
mier, put up a strong case for tho gov- 
ernment, but the Opposition attacked 
the bill as far- as third reading. 
Provincial Elections Act. 
The stormiest debates of the ses- 
sion hinged upon tho bill Introduced 
by the attorney-general to amend the 
Provincial Elections act. This bill wan 
aimed at clearing up the existing elec- 
toral lists, which have become padded 
with names of men who are dead or 
absentee, but it was regarded by tho 
Liberal Opposition and Socialists as a 
menace to the franchise of working- 
men. 

While the fears of the opponents to 
the bill wore somewhat aggravated, 
the attorney-general assented to a 
compromise and the bill was finally 
passed at tho last sitting 'of tho 
Hou3e. It had already led to one all- 
night sitting, and tho Opposition an- 
nounced that they would keep tho 
House in session for months unless 
some compromise arrangement was ar- 
rived at. 

The amendment supported by the 
Opposition was that introduced by 
Mr. Mclnnis (Grand Forks) to the ef- 
fect that no voter could have his name 
struck from the lists, unless on his 
own request, until he had been absent 
ono year from his electoral district. A 
six months' basis was finally agreed 
upon. 

Medical Bill. 

Karly In tho session the so-called 
Medical bill threatened to bring about 
some trouble. As introduced, this hill 
was very drastic In its terms, and 
would have brought about some sweep- 
ing changes In the regulations of the 
medical profession in the province. 
Finally, however, It was so amended as 
to leave legitimate enterprises unaf- 
fected, and Its course in tho House was 
fairly harmonious. 

One interesting point in connection 
with this bill was the struggle that 
took placo over the five year course 
for students of medicine. The attor- 
ney-general declared himself in favor 
of a four year course, while the pro- 
vincial secretary was strongly for tho 
longer term. The attorney-general 
was- finally voted down. 

Of lesser importance was the bill 
providing for the licensing of social 
clubs In the province. However, It 
caused a great deal of lobbying for 
some days. 

It would be impossible in a short re- 
view to touch on all tho bllis, slxty- 
Ix in -all. that passed the legislature 
during the. session. However, beforo 
leaving this purt of tho question, men- 
tion must be made of the bill Intro-' 
duccd by the minister of agriculture 
for the establishment of fruit-cooling 
depots in central parts of the pro- 
vince. This measure, which passed 
some days ago, will certainly prove 
of great value to the fruit-growing 
Industry of British Columbia. Men- 
tion must also be made of the now 
Game Protection act, which prohibits 
the uso of automatic guns, <rnd sets 
extremely high penalties for Infraction 
of the game laws, and of the amended 
Land act, which provides for llccnaes 
for huml-loggers.

Important Announcements. 

But the session is of as great Inter- 
est, and even greater interest, for 
what the government announced that 
for what it achieved. 

Quite early In the session tho pre- 
mier made his statement regarding tho 
establishment In the near future of a 
bureau of forestry, to take charge In 
a general way of tho timber situation. 

Then came the announcement with 
regard to local option, the premier 
stating that this matter would bo left 
to a plebiscite,. Later in tho session, 
however, a resolution moved by Mr. 
Hawthornthwalte (Xanalmo), and 
providing for the appointment of a 
royal commission to look Into the 
liquor traffic In all Its phases and in- 
vestigate? the Gothenburg system, was 
adopted by the House. This will have 
its effect in postponing the local op- 
tion experiment. 

Tho lobbies were full of rumors 
throughout the session as to the gov- 
ernment's policy wllh regard to the 
making of timber licenses perpetual. 
Tho session was almost at an end 
when tho premier made his official 
statement, which was to tho effect 
that the government had decided upon 
the advisability of perpetual licenses, 
but would hold over its llnal action 
until next session', pending the report 
of the bureau of forestry. 

The premier's announcement early 
in the session that the government was 
in communication with the Canadian 
Northern railway with regard to a 
line through the province was also 
looked upon as most significant. 

With regard to the budget, scarcely 
anything need be said. With a sur- 
plus of a million and a half dollars, 
and the province enjoying- a period of 
unbroken prosperity, the government 
seems to have bullded its financial 
edifice upon a sound basis, and when 
it next goes to the people will be ablo 
to show an enviable balance sheet.

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WATER SUPPLY 

The city of Victoria has a clear field 
before it in regard to water supply. 
It can now go where it will. The legis- 
lature has invested it With very largo 
powers Indeed. The next thing to ho 
considered is as to what ought to be 
done. We submit that there ought not 
to be any delay about taking action of 
.some Kind. The city Is growing Very 
rapidly. It is likely to grow more 
rapidly. If any one doubts this, let 
'him take a look around town and see 
'for himself what building has been 
done and what is now being carried on. 
Let him reflect that the great growth 
now in evidence is not the result of 
any boom, but is clue to normal causes, 
and then let him reflect upon what is 
likely to happen when Island develop- 
ment has fairly begun, and he will re- 
alize that we will have a big city here 
almost before we are ready to supply 
the people with the needs of an up- 
to-date town. Of these the chief Is 
water. Therefore we take the position 
that the city authorities ought to be- 
gin forthwith to make their plans for 
the future. 

We suggest that before any action 
is taken the citizens should be put in 
possession of all the facts, which ought 
to be known before a decision is 
reached. Among these facts are tho 
following: 1 

The cost of a supply from Sooke 
Lake up to the capacity of the Esqui- 
mau watershed. 

The cost of a supply from Sooke 
Lake in units of 5,000,000 gallons each. 

The cost of the Esquimalt Water 
Works. 

The cost of bringing the Coldstream 
water to the city in units of 5,000,000 
gallons each'. 

Tile amount of power that can be 
developed from Sooke. 

The amount of power that can be 
•developed from Coldstream. 

The probable revenue from each of 
theso sources. 

With these facts before them the 
municipal authorities would be able 
to place before the citizens a definite 
proposition showing the relative ad- 
vantages of tile two sources of sup- 
ply, and would be In a position to 
recommend that plan which is found to 
be the best from a business point of 
view. ... . 

The attitude of the Colonist on this 
subject is what It always has been. 
We- would like to see the city in con- 
trol of the water supply of the wliolo 
districts In which It is situated; but 
at the same time we, desire to see the 
best possible business arrangement be- 
ing reached. We hope the City Coun- 
cil will see Its way clear to make the 
investigation suggested above, and 
pending action in that regard, we feel 
that further discussion of the question 
might as well be left In abeyance, un- 
less there is what we regard as un- 
reasonable delay. 



MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT. 

The St. John Telegraph says that if 
there is not a revolution in the City 
Hall of that city there will be a re- 
vival of the demand for the govern- 
ment of the municipality by a com- 
mission, and that "it will undoubtedly 
command formidable support." Gov- 
ernment by commission lias been tried 
in Des .Moines and Galveston, ami ex- 
President Eliot, of Harvard, who lias 
. investigated conditions in those cities, 
nays their business -is run as a pri- 
vate business would be run." We quote 
from our contemporary: 

And what Galveston has done the 
people of northern cities are compet- 
' out to do if they will. The city of 
Houston, starting to apply business 
principles to city affairs three years 
later than Galveston, already is con- 
templating notable results. In four 
years of business administration a 
floating debt of $400,000 has been paid, 
a sinking fund has been created for 
the bonded debt of the city, $7,000,000 
out of current revenues has been in- 
vested in permanent Improvements, 
the waterworks ' system has been 
bought by the municipality and placed 
on a paying basis, and tho city has 
been made more attractive and pro- 
lltublo for business enterprise. Deo 
Moines (Iowa) has a similar record 
of business success. In two months 
the Massachusetts city of Haverhill 
has found business methods in muni- 
cipal affairs possible and profitable. 

In Galveston President Eliot found a 
representative type of business men 
serving tho city. The other cities re- 
ferred to have found it possible to 
secure the services of their most re- 
presentative citizens for tho adminis- 
tration of municipal business. Tho 
characteristic complaint of cities un- 
der tho old political system of admin- 
istration, tin; Boston Herald' says, in 
discussing Dr. Eliot's report, is that 
desirable men will not beoomo can- 
didates for public office. "The con- 
trasting experience of Galveston, 
Houston, Des Moines nnd Haverhill 
suggests that Hie fault Is not with men 
Who shrink from public service, but 
with the environment of public; aervicu 



which forces self-respecting men to 
avoid it. British and European cltle9 
find the best administrative talent 
responsive to their call for public 
service, In tho earlier history of Am- 
erican cities municipal service was re- 
garded as an honor for any citizen. 
The presence of the political boss and 
the service of desirable citizens are 
incompatible. In admitting the boss 
American cities have driven desirable 
citizens out of public service. Calves- 
ton has found a way to call them back. 
And in so doing she has, as President 
Eliot says, given to the country a most 
valuable lesson In municipal science, 



A VERY POOR REASON 

Sir Wilfrid Laurler lias set right a 
mistake into which his colleague Mr, 
Murphy fell a few days ago. Mr. J. 
D: Taylor asked If any action had been 
taken on a resolution forwarded from 
the Legislature of tho province on tho 
subject of immigration from the Or- 
ient,' and was, told that no such reso- 
lution had been received. Inquiry from 
tile provincial government showed that 
it had been sent through the regular 
channel and that Its receipt had been 
acknowledged. Here was a clear issue 
in fact, although wo suppose that every 
ono expected some reasonable explan- 
ation would be forthcoming. Sir Wil- 
frid Laurler has made one, and it is to 
the effect that tile resolution was re- 
ceived before Mr. Murphy entered the 
government. This is an explanation 
which does not explain anything, al- 
though no one would bo so absurd as 
to suggest that Mr. Murphy would 
have intended wilfully to mislead Mr. 
Taylor and tho House. Surprise can 
hardly be suppressed that the Depart- 
ment of State should not have known 
what was upon its own files. No one 
would expect that, when a new minis- 
ter takes ofllce, he forthwith auto- 
matically becomes Informed of every- 
thing which transpired in the time of 
his predecessor; but It would not be 
unreasonable to think that the per- 
manent heads of a Department would 
keep track of things. That Mr. Mur- 
phy should have been put in the hu- 
miliating position of having made an 
incorrect statement to Parliament is 
to be regretted. We suppose It is be- 
cause there is an official element at 
Ottawa which looks upon British Co- 
lumbia as more or less of a nuisance 
anyhow. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurler said that tho 
resolution had been received, that 
nothing had been done about it and 
nothing Is going to be done about it. 
This statement has the merit of defi- 
nlteness. The reasons for it are not so 
satisfactory. The Prime Minister said 
that nothing would be done because 
the subject matter of the resolution Is 
one within the powers of Parliament. 
This seems like a very extraordin- 
ary reason to give. The resolution 
was sent to the government for 
other reason than because tho subject 
mutter of it was within the jurisdic- 
tion of the federal government and 
not within that of the local authori- 
ties. Tho Prime Minister's first reason 
is not different in substance from toll- 
ing the provincial legislature to mind 
its own business. AVe arc not con- 
cerned with the other reasons given, 
which were to the effect that efficient 
action had already been taken before 
tho resolution was received, but we 
are much concerned that the Prime 
Minister of Canada should in his place 
in the House of Commons give out 
such a statement as that above com- 
mented upon. Are we to understand 
that the provincial legislatures have 
no right to ask the Dominion govern- 
ment to take action upon any question 
with which they may think their pro- 
vince is specially concerned? One of 
the fundamental principles of the 
British Constitution is that the right 
of petition shall never be taken away; 
but now we aro told by the Prime 
Minister, referring to the resolution of 
the legislature, which was in the form 
of a petition: "Xo action has been 
taken upon this petition and none will 
be taken. The reasons for this course 
are: First, because this is a matter 
with which this parliament has power 
to deal." It would have heeii useful if 
the Prime Minister, for future refer- 
ence, had been kind enough to tell the 
House upon what classes of subjects 
the provincial legislature may approach 
the Dominion government. If they may 
not approach that august body on 
questions within tho jurisdiction of 
Parliament, why should they do so at 
all V To do so upon questions within 
the Jurisdiction of the local legisla- 
tures would clearly be absurd. The 
only other class of subjects that we 
can think of arc academic propositions 
In ethics, arithmetic or natural sci- 
ence. Speaking witli the utmost ser- 
iousness, we can only regard this 
statement of the Prime Minister as 
one that never ought to have been 
made, and as wholly out of keeping 
with bis refutation as a statesman. 

ASTROLOGY 

An esteemed correspondent is much 
worried over the prognostlgatlons of 
the local astrologer, which occasional- 
ly appear in this paper. It Is some- 
what surprising that any one should 
take these' things seriously. We sup- 
pose, if astronomers have figured out 
the make-up of the solar system ac- 
curately, that tho position of the moon 
and the planets may have a measure- 
able effect upon the world; but there 
are so many tilings that no one knows 
anything about that any attempt to 
make deductions from the so-called 
position of planets must of necessity 
be the veriest absurdity. It is quite 
true that sometimes these astrologers 
hit the mark; but so do others, who 
make even wilder guesses than they. 
There was once an almanac which had 
an enormous vogue In England, It 
gained its reputation by what is called 
In these 'days "a fluke." A boy. was 
setting up the type for the page of the 
month of Juno, and there was a day 
loft blank. He told the "boss" about 
it, and the latter told him to fill the 



blank' with anything he chose. The 
boy took a shy at weather predictions 
and inserted the words, "Hall, snow 
and rain." As things turned out on 
that June day there was a fall of hall, 
snow and rain, and the fame of the 
almanac was established for a genera- 
tion. This Is a tale which seems to 
he authentic. The following we can 
vouch for. Brayley's Almanac was a 
publication printed In the Maritime 
Province about thirty years ago. The 
compiler left the weather column to 
bo filled up according to the discre- 
tion of the type-setter, and the num- 
ber of lucky guesses was so great that 
many people pinned their faith to the 
predictions in it, although they de- 
pended wholly upon the length of tho 
line to be filled up.

The predictions of the average astrolo- 
ger are on a par with such tomfoolery, 
and tho person, who gives them , a 
second thought, Is only borrowing 
trouble. But there are always somo 
people who like to deal with what 
seems mysterious, and hence "astro- 
logical" predictions have their vogue, 
as they. always have had and probably 
always will have.

From a return tabled in the Com- 
mons at Ottawa it appears that the 
Manitoba Frco Press, the government 
organ, received nearly $90,000 for 
printing and advertising since 190G. 
Now that we have this information 
before us we are not surprised that 
the Free Press has been insisting that 
the Laurler government is the best 
administration that Canada ever had 
—indeed, our surprise is that that ex- 
cellent newspaper has not declared 
that it is the best that the world has 
ever seen. 



One of the things which the com- 
mittee of the city council who visited 
Portland found out was that in con- 
nection with the fire department there 
a rigid examination of applicants for 
positions on the force is insisted up- 
on. If our information is correct no 
such system is followed in Victoria. 
That there ought to be, there can 
hardly be two opinions. A firemnn 
is called upon to render most Impor- 
tant services to the city, and only 
such men as have special qualifica- 
tions should bo employed in that ca- 
pacity. 

From the Canadian standpoint, 
there Is an unpleasant and unsatisfac- 
tory labor situation among the coal 
miners of Nova Scotia! According to 
press dispatches of yesterday, an ef- 
fort is being made by the United Mine 
Workers, an organization with head- 
quarters In the United States, to 
break up tho provincial union, and a 
strike is threatened. The operators 
have decided to stand, by tho Can- 
adian organization. It is hard to be- 
lieve that tho laboring classes in tho 
Dominion are serving their own best 
interests by affiliating with organiza- 
tions on the other side of the line. 




We learn that tho project for the 
erection of a commodious home for 
tlve Y.M.C.A. in this city is making 
satisfactory progress and that very 
shortly a general appeal for funds for 
this purpose will be issued.

BRITISH OPINION 



Referring to. the' debate In the- 
House of Lords, the Daily Telegraph 
says: It was clear that the Prime 
Minister did not like the task forced 
. upon him. and It was also clear that 
he did not carry with him the sym- 
pathy of his advanced friends, who, if 
their fear of a dissolution was not 
greater than their conventional dislike 
or" the Upper House, might have given' 
him a nasty fall. Except when he 
indulged in a few purplu patches, Mr. 
Asquith received little encouragement 
from his own side. At the siuno timo 
the Prime Minister's failure was 
creditable to him' as a man. He is too 
honest to make a really convincing 
speech in defence of a hopelessly bad 
case, and Mr. Balfour took very few 
minutes in showing how unspeakably 
bad the ministerial ca.se is. bogie was 
on the side of the supporters of the 
amendment, and that is about all that 
can be said for them and it. When 
Mr. Asquith was Induced to declare, 
after the rejection of the Licensing bill 
last year, that the relations between 
the two Houses of Parliament consti- 
tuted tho "dominating; issue" of the 
day, ho furnished Mr. Ponsonby and 
Mr. Lelimann with tho promises on 
which they built tho conclusion sub- 
mitted In yesterday's amefridtWKht. 
"When," It may bo asked, following the 
precedent of Sir Heiiry Campboll- 
Bannorman, "does a dominating Issue 
not dominate?" The answer Is simple. 
"When those In whoso power it lies to 
take the Judgment of the country 
thereon decline the opportunity and 
the risk." » 

Tho Doily Express sympathizes with 
Mr. Arthur Ponsonby and the other 
Radical-Socialist stalwarts who, be- 
lieving that their lenders meant what 
they said, are bitterly aggrieved at 
the postponement, of the light against 
the House or Lords until tho latest 
possible date. The "dominant issue" 
is not for today or tomorrow or for 
the day after tomorrow, and Mr. Pon- 
sonby w rings his hands and sheds bit- 
ter tears at the "Inaction," "compla- 
cency," and "apathy" of the govern- 
ment.

The fisheries of Vancouver Island do 
not play any very direct part in con- 
nection with railway development for 
obvious reasons, and yet the fact that 
the coast waters teem with herring, 
halibut, salmon, codfish and other 
varieties has an Important bearing 
upon the general question, because tho 
greater the number and variety of in- 
dustries that can be built up here, tho 
greater will be the aggregate of trade, 
and hence the larger will be the traffic 
which railways can secure. Fishery, 
except the taking of salmon, has not 
attained anything like the, proportions 
in the Pacific Northwest that It may he 
expected to assume. Its expansion Is 
likely to bo much more rapid hi tho 
future, than In the past. The recent 
growth of tho herring fishery at 
Xanaimo. is an indication full of pro- 
mise, but It has not' reached anything 
like the magnitude possible. The 
markets of the. Prairie Provinces may 
be expected to take a great many her- 
ring, fresh or salted, as well qs< other 
varieties. . 

Tho Sconio Attractions.- 
The part which the scenic attractions 
of Vancouver Island will play In build- 
ing up tourist travel over tho trans- 
continental railways will be very great 
indeed. Needless to say that this is a 
very proiltable line of business for tho 
transportation companies. It is dif- 
ficult to mention any part of the Is- 
land, which has not very much to com- 
mend it in this regard. In u newspaper 
interview, published several years ago, 
Rear Admiral' PSllssor, R.N., who in 
his long years of service had visited 
-many parts of tho world expressed his 
hearty appreciation of the coastwise 
scenery, which lie said was unsur- 
passed by anything that had come un- 
der his observation. VIco-Admlral 
Sir Lewis A. Beaumont, who cruised 
along the AVest Coast for a short time, 
when in command of tho North Pacific 
Squadron, described the scenery as un- 
paralleled and as certain . at no dis- 
tant day to attract thousands of tour- 
ists. * A littlo north of Barlcloy Sound 
Is what, is marked on the map as 
Long Bay, but is more Commonly 
spoken of as Long Beach. Between it 
and Amphitrite Point, which Is at tho 
northern side of the entrance to Bark- 
ley Sound, is Wreck Bay, practically 
a prolongation of it, but somewhat 
shorter. Tho two bays together form 
one of the most remarkable sea 
beaches In the world and are without 
rivals on the whole Pacific coast. The 
sand has been hammered by the Ocean 
waves through countless centuries, 
until it Is almost like a pavement 
Here is certain to be one of the great- 
est summer resorts. Tho people from 
the Inland parts of Canada and the 
United States will come to this match- 
less spot in great numbers when once 
hotel accommodation and suitable 
means of travel have been provided. 
This beach can be reached from Al- 
berni by way of Sproat and Kennedy 
lakes, through a country of an ex- 
ceedingly beautiful character. , From 
the information at my 'command I 
am led to believe that there is no part 
of the country that will prove more 
attractive to tourists than this. Ken- 
nedy Lake Is a beautiful sheet of water 
with fine sandy beaches and consider- 
able arable land on Its shores. Several 
streams flow into It and tho fishing is 
good. Albcrni Is the central point of 
a large and wonderfully beautiful 
country. Great Central Lake, a splen- 
did body of water in the very heart 
of the Island, enn be reached by Wagon 
road. It Is ideal as a plaqe of summer 
resort, and If something more rugged 
Is needed, It can be found p.t Puttie's 
Lake, not many miles further on. Hero 
are rugged peaks, which adventurous 
climbers can scale, great glaciers to 
be explored, an abundance of game 
and fish, in fact everything to delight 
the eye and refresh the jaded nerves 
of the dwellers in cities. From tho 
point of scenic attractions alono this 
Central part of the Island will repay 
railway construction at an early day.

BERNARD SHAW AS 



ill Advocate Adoption By La- 
bor Party of Definite Pro-' 
gramme 



London, March 13.— -When the Labor 
party holds its annual conference In 
Portsmouth shortly. Mr. Bernard Shaw, 
as one of three delegates' of the Fa- 
bian Societv, will advocate the adop- 
tion pf a specific political programme. 

This programme will be one of prac- 
tical measures, Mr. Shaw told a repre- 
sentative of the pruss the other day. 
"There will be. a division In this 
movement," ho said, "and some of 
the malcontents will try to force, the 
Labor Party to declare definitely for 
Socialism. Others will want It to 
commit Itself to a definite programme 
of legislation. The latter will be the 
reallv effective and advance men; the 
others, the hopelessly backward, 
academic and futile people. ' 

"There Is not tho .slightest reason 
nowadays why even - the Unionist 
Party should not make a profession 
of Socialism. Socialism Is now pre- 
cisely like Christianity; it means noth- 
ing at all. If a man says he Is a 
Liberal or a Unionist you know how 
be will vote on certain questions. If 
he calls hlmsolf a Socialist or ti 
Christian' you have no guidance what- 
ever. . , 

"There is not a' single political ques- 
tion before tile country, or even under 
discussion in Socialistic societies, on 
which there Is :my unanimity among 
the Socialists. The Irreconcilable an- 
tagonism is to be found all through 
the party. The practical Socialist will 
never bo satisfied with a mere declar- 
ation of Socialism. He will ask what 
measures the Labor party are pre- 
pared to introduce or support, and 
on those measures will depend his 
verdict. I am for a programme, and 
if I speak at Portsmouth it will bo to 
say so." 

Recently the Fabian Society de- 
bated a motion by S. G. Hobson. "re- 
questing the. executive to withdraw the 
society from affiliation with tho Labor 
party, so that, in conformity with pre- 
vious declarations, the political en- 
ergies of the society may bo devoted 
to the upbuilding of a definite and 
avowed Socialist party." 

An amendment to refer the matter 
to a committee- Wuh moved by Bernard 
Shaw. Will Crooks, M.P., spoke in 
opposition to Mr. Ilobson's resolution, 
ami on a division only (12 voted for 
Mr. Ilobson's motion, and the re- 
mainder of the meeting of r,0Q to 600 
In favor of Mr. Shaw's proposal. 

The executive of the United Textile 
Workers' Association hMd a long sit- 
ting In Manchester to discuss the 
agenda for the Portsmouth Conference. 
Tho votes of the Cotton Workers will 
be cast against sweeping Socialistic 
•resolutions, and with one exception, 
the Labor party's executive proposals 
will he supported. The Dock. Wharf, 
Riverside, and General Workers' 
Union will propose that "all incomes 
over be oonllscated to the State." 

Whether the Labor Party will consent 
to shoulder the hopeless harden be- 
ing prepared for It remains to he seen. 
If they do, they Will be preparing a 
sweeping disaster for themselves at 
tho next general election — Which, pre- 
sumably, would not be altogether dis- 
tasteful to the Fabian Society. There 
seems to be some doubt as to Whether 
Mr. Shaw will go to the. Portsmouth 
Conference. He may prefer to leave 
tho task of making an impracticable 
proposal to his two colleagues. There 
Is largo saving element of discretion 
In Mr. Shaw when It comes to any- 
thing more serious than firing off 
paradoxes. 

JEFFRIES TALKS 



Promoter Mcintosh's Proposal of 
$50,000 Purno Does Not Seem 
Attractive 



New York, March 12. — "Why only 
S50,aoo'.'" asked, James J. Jeffries to- 
day when told of Hugh Mcintosh's 
proposal to give a $50,000 purse for a 
Jeffries-Johnson battle. Jeffries took 
exception to the Australian promoter's 
suggestion that the fight take place in 
England. 

"This offer of a. $HO,000 purse does 
not look very attractive," he said. 
'•'How about the $200,000 which Was 
talked of in Seattle. From responsible 
purtles, I had a. bona fide offer of a 
purse .of $150,000 for a contest at the 
Seattle exposition, But It is not a 
matter of money with me. All tho 
money would not drag me Into the 
ring if I thought I was going to bo 
licked. If I get Into shape and thought 
I could beat Johnson, I'd fight him, 

"I will never enter the ring again 
unless I fell sure I have got into light- 
ing form. I shall not fight anyone un- 
less I think I can do myself justice."

Disgraceful Scenes at Execu- 
tion Gives Rise to Strong 
Expressions 



Paris, Mar. 13.— The violent and al- 
most hysterical demonstrations and 
the cheers which greeted the heads- 
man at the public execution of tho 
four members of tho Pollet sang of 
brigands at Bethuno, near Lille, have 
given rise to a variety of reflections 
in the Press. Condemnation of tho 
behavior of the crowd 1.-, universal, 
but in several quarters It is pointed 
out that the local population, simple 
folk of primitive passions, had Special 
reasons for hailing with relief the 
extermination of the murderous brig- 
ands, whose hands for two years had 
lain so heavy on the region. Notwith- 
standing the. bloodthirsty characters of 
the execution by the guillotine the op- 
ponents of capital punishment can 
scarcely pretend to have derived from 
the proceedings any serious. argument 
in favor of the case. Tho abolition- 
ists themselves seem to recognize this 
fact. One of their organs in the Press 
for example, observes: "If you must 
keep the headsman, the least you can 
do is to keep him out of sight." All 
responsible journals concur In this 
view, and demand that steps should 
lie taken to abolish, not the death 
penalty, but all publicity in connection 
with its execution. In the words of 
tho Temps tho execution of the sen- 
tence of 'the law must be made an Act. 
"not only terrible, but decent." Presi- 
dent Falllores lias signed reprieves 
for six murderers who have been lying 
under sentence of death for several 
months. The sentence upon five of 
these was commuted to penal servitude 
for life, while the Sixth was condemned 
to 20 years' penal servitude. Thero 
•still remain 12 criminals under sen- 
tence of death, whose fate has not 
yet boon decided. 

Abel Pollet, leader of the gang who 
was. executed at Bcthune, had been 
found guilty of three murders and 
three attempts at murder; Augustc 
Pollet, of one murder and one attempt; 
Vromant, Of a triple murder; and 
Beroo, of two murders and seven at- 
tempts. One day, however, Abe Pollet 
exclaimed. "All Unit I have dohe Is 
not known. What I confessed at tile 
assizes was nothing. 1 alone have 
committed more than 2!>0 crimes and 
offences." 'The executions, therefore, 
were .lust. The gang was known as 
Less Bandits du Nord, and was th 
terror of that part of tho country. 



SAYS U. S. NEEDS 

MERC HANT STEAMERS 

Representative Humphrey Points Out 
How Helpless Country Would 
Bo in Event of War 

The lack of United Stales shipping 
for transport and other service in war 
time was the text of a speech at Wash- 
ington by Representative Humphrey, 
of Seattle, He said In part! "It is 
not my purpose to criticise, but It is 
especially fitting at tills time to call 
to Uio attention of the American peo- 
ple some facts and to ask them thin 
question: Of what real value is tills 
great navy, of- which we are so proud 
and which has cost us ho much? What 
would it accomplish in time of war? 
Uehind and before and with this great 
battleship Meet on Its trip around the 
world was a great, squadron of mer- 
chant vessels furnishing it with Its 
vital force — coal. 

"In this collection of vessels, was 
soon the flag of every navul power 
Upon earth, that pretends to be a 
first-class power except the one re- 
presented by the Stars and Stripes. 
Without tho use of these foreign skips 
to carry the coal, tho trip of our bat-y 
tleshlp licet could never have boon 
nutde. We talk, of this trip of our 



navy as showing our power. It only 
demonstrated our weakness. 

"I do not believe that we are threa- 
tened with war from Japan. Kvcryono 
on tho Pacific coast recognizes the 
fact that tho coming of Japanese into 
this country must be regulated, con- 
trolled, and restricted. Wc' believe 
that tho number of Japanese in this 
country is less than it was a year ago. 
While I can see no indication of war, 
yet if. unhappily, it should come, then 
I want my country to be prepared. 

"In what condition would we be to- 
day In case of war on the Pacific, with 
our battleship fleet on the Atlantic? 
If that war was with Japan, she could 
within thirty days place JuO.OuO troops 
in tho Philippines, 100,000 In Hawaii. 
In that time we. could not get 10,000 
troops ready to be embarked on the 
Pacific coast. If wo had tho troops, 
wo have no transports to carry them. 
If we had the transports to carry them 
we would not dare attempt to take 
them to our Island possessions, hav- 
ing nothing hut cruisers to meet the 
battle-ships of tho Japanese. Japan 
has 5G0 vessels fit for transports. Wc 
have only six merchant vessels run- 
ning on the Pacific and four or five 
old, antiquated government transports. 
Japan has under construction more 
than fifty ocean-going vessels. In all 
the United States thero Is not one, 
and has 'not been for more than six 
years. Japan can easily carry "00,000 
troops at ono time. On the Pacific 
WY; could not carry more than 100,000. 
Wo could not carry more than 10,000. 
We could not place 50,000 troops in 
the Philippines in two years. After 
seizing the Philippines and Hawaii, 
Japan could strike the Pacific coast. 
Shi' could convoy with her entire 
squadron of battleships a fleet of 
transports carrying soldiers and sup- 
plies to the very wharves of Belllng- 
ham without coming within fifteen 
miles of one of our guns. She could 
then seize the great transcontinental 
railway lines, the cities of Bellingham, 
Evorett, Seattle, Tacoma and Portland. 
She would then possess the entirn 
Northwest, an empire in extent and 
one of the most productive portions of 
tho earth upon which to live. 

"After doing all this Japan would 
still have at least two months in which 
to ravage tho Pacific coast and to pre- 
pare to meet our battleship fleet from 
the Atlantic before it could arrive. 
That our army would be utterly use- 
less in such a conflict is admitted by 
all, except possibly to repel an attack 
on our Pacific coast. In such a war 
our only hope would be our navy now 
on the Atlantic. Could this squadron 
of battleships como to our relief? If 
so. how? In timo of peace It had to 
employ foreign ships to carry the coal 
before It could come from the Atlantic. 
In timo of war this could not be done. 
We could not secure foreign ships for 
this purpose: — international law and 
the rules of war do not permit it. A 
sufficient number of American ships 
do not exist. How is our fleet to bo 
supplied with coal? 

"So t ask again this question: If 
war was declared today on the Pacific, 
of what real value would our navy he? 
Vet, it would not cost annually half 
the sum sufliclent to build a modern 
buttleship to supply us with an efll- 
clent auxiliary for our navy. How can 
we, the representatives of the Ameri- 
can people, explain to the country our 
stupidity, our criminal negligence, in 
this matter? Ask those gentlemen 
who are willing to spend more than 
$130,000,000 annually for a navy yard 
and yet refuse to give anything for 
an auxiliary, the lack of which ren- 
ders our magnificent navy utterly use- 
less. 

"Kussla and the United States are 
the only nations on the earth that 
littVO committed the colossal folly of 
building a great navy without at the 
same time building a merchant mar- 
ine as mi auxiliary from which col- 
liers could bo had and crews for tho 
naval vessels furnished. Tlie sunken 
and captured vessels of Russia tell in 
graphic story her irretrievable mis- 
take. Shall it. take the terrible ex- 
perience of war to teach us tho same 
lesson?"

There Is one department at least to 
which the close of tho session means 
a largo amount of most important, 
pressing executive work. This Is tho 
department of lands to which such a 
largo proportion of the business of tho 
province -v.nds Its way. The extra rush 
of work is caused by tho legislation 
just passed and It has to be done at 
once. 

First of all, tho necessary machin- 
ery for tho carrying into effect of the 
Water Act has to bo provided. In this 
connection thcro will be a number of 
appointments to bo made as well as 
Important regulations to bo drawn up. 
This has to be done at once, in order 
that the board of investigation may bo 
able to start work as soon as possible. 
Tho same applies to the survey situ- 
ation. Tho appropriation for surveys 
this year is a largo one, and the work 
has to be allocated with little delay 
so that in all cases advantage may bo 
taken of a full season's work. Addi- 
tional game wardens have to bo ap- 
pointed and their duties and districts 
mapped out, and in other respects 
much work lies ahead of Hon. Mr. Ful- 
ton in the immediate future in order 
to get the work of tho government in 
train for the active portions of the 
year.

Tho city council appreciates the 
good work done by H. B. Thomson, 
M.P.P., In connection with his labors 
in the legislature In putting' through 
the Waterworks Bill. At tomorrow 
night's council meeting formal ac- 
knowledgment of tho member's services 
will be made when a resolution to that 
effect will be passed. At Friday night's 
meeting of the streets, bridges and 
sewers committee Mayor Hall, when 
announcing the passing of the 
bill In the house, took occasion to 
refer to tho untiring efforts of Mr. 
Thomson, who ever since the bill was 
Introduced has spared no pains to 
further tho interests of tho city. Mayor 
Hall was loud in ills praises of Mr. 
Thomson's work and suggested that 
the city council should place on record 
its appreciation of his labors. This 
step will be taken tomorrow night. The 
members of t^io committee also con- 
gratulated Mayor Hall on Ills labors on 
behalf of the city and extended to the 
city's chief magistrate their heartiest 
thanks. 

In all likelihood tho much discussed 
gravel contract will also come up for 
further consideration. At Friday night's 
meeting Superintendent Warwick re- 
ported that the quality of the gravel 
being delivered on tho city works was 
such that he had had to refuse de- 
livery. The quantity of sand and dirt 
In the gravel being delivered under tho 
Haggerty contract was such that the 
material failed to come up to specifi- 
cations. He had been instructed by 
the city engineer to accept no material 
unless it came up to the requirements. 
The first loads had been refused and 
those later delivered, while showing 
some improvement, did not, in his esti- 
mation, equal the standard of quality. 
The city engineer had informed Mr. 
Warwick that he wouhl be responsible 
for the matter but Mr. Warwick point- 
ed out that by reason of tho Inferior 
quality of the material being delivered 
work on sidewalk construction will 
have to cease unless the proper gravel 
is received. Tho contract calls tor 
washed gravel if so required by the 
engineer or at least tho material must 
be to tho satisfaction of tho engineer. 
Mr. Warwick wanted to know what he 
should do. 

Stands by Statement. 
Alderman Humber, referring to tho 
exception taken by the Lineham Scott 
Sand & Gravel company to his (Alder- 
man Humber's) recent remark that the 
contract with Mr. Haggerty had been 
sublet to the company declared that 
he was quite ready to stand by hie 
statement. He insisted that the com- 
pany has'a contract with Mr. Haggerty 
to supply gravel. 

Superintendent Warwick stated that 
the material which has been delivered 
to tho city under the Haggerty con- 
tract is such that it will* require, one- 
fifth more cement while the concrete 
made from It is very much more slow- 
setting. The contract calls for the de- 
livery of seventy yards peri day. and 
no greater amount' can be called for 
unless forty-eight hours' notice is 
given. The city when work is under 
full way can uso very much more than 
that amount per diem. Tho contract 
calls for a penalty of $25 'for each 
twelvo hours' delay In. delivery and the 
contractor is supposed to put up a bond 
of $500 for the faithful performance of 
the contract. 

Alderman Fullerton stated that there 
was one thing certain, the contract as 
prepared by the city solicitor was cer- 
tainly not what the council had been 
led to suppose It would be. 

Will Got Explanation. 
It was finally decided that Alderman 
Turner should confer with the city en- 
gineer and ascertain just what tho 
trouble really is. As City Engineer 
Topp was not at Friday night's meet- 
ing his explanation could not then be 
obtained but It will likely be forthcom- 
ing at tomorrow night's meeting of the 
council. 

The council will take action against 
premises situated on Lot 1, Block 28, 
Fairfield estate, and on Lot 17 adjoin- 
ing. A resolution will be Introduced 
urging that the council hold an In- 
quiry as provided for in the Municipal 
Clauses Act and if It is found that a 
nuisance exists on the above property, 
dangerous to the public health, the 
owner bo ordered within five days after 
published notice to pull down and re- 
move the stable on Lot 17 and move 
the occupants from, and close up, tho 
house on Lot -1 and In default of so 
doing the sanitary inspector be ordered 
to do the work at the cost of the 
owner. 

A by-law to authorize local Improve- 
ment work on positions of Pino street, 
Garbally road, Queen's avenue, Pem- 
broke street, Johns street, Pembroke 
road, will be Introduced.

Hie secretary of the Board of Trade 
yesterday received a letter from Thos. 
Richardson, Portland's publicity man 
stating that he would not bo able to 
be In this city on Friday next, and on 
the day following, Saturday, proceed 
to Nanalmo, but ho would arrange to 
come north at the earliest possible 
moment. The programme, which must 
accordingly be abandoned for the time 
being, was as follows: 

Mr. Richardson, who Is now said to 
ihave been offered by and to have ac- 
cepted $100,000 for 3 years' work, from 
the Canadian government— although it 
is more probable that the city of Win- 
nipeg is meant— was to have arrived 
In this city upon Friday next and ad- 
dressed a mass meeting in the Vic- 
toria theatre on that evening, and to 
have gone up to Nanalmo on Satur- 
day to attend a Vancouver Island De- 
velopment League delegates' conven- 
tion during the afternoon, and to have 
addressed in tho evening a mass meet- 
ing in the Nanalmo theatre. 

Winnipeg Ambitious 
Concerning the offer said to have 
been made to Mr. Richardson the Ore- 
gonlan, of Portland, says: 

"Tom Richardson will sever his re- 
lations with the Portland Commercial 
club as manager of Its publicity de- 
partment December 31 next. His con- 
tract with the local organization does 
not expire until that date, when, the 
same reliable report has It, he will go 
to Winnipeg, Canada, to enter tho ser- 
vice of the Canadian government and 
direct its publicity work. It is under- 
stood that Mr. Richardson lias con- 
tracted ids services to the Canadian 
government for a period of three years 
for which he Is to receive, the com- 
pensation of $100,000. It is tho Inten- 
tion of Mr. Richardson to remain in 
Portland and direct the work in which 
ho Is engaged until the end of the 
year, according to his contract. A 
member of the Commercial club said: 
"Coming to Oregon and taking up 
this important work with the local 
commercial body shortly before the 
Lewis and Clark fair, Mr. Richardson 
has been a potent ractor In the un- 
precedented development of this state. 
As a booster who accomplishes sub- 
stantial results he has gained an en- 
viable reputation. His contemplated 
departure from Portland will be an 
occasion for sincere regret by the re- 
presentative men of the city. Who have 
been associated with Mr. Richardson 
through the Commercial club. 

"This organization recently outlined 
plans for continuing Its publicity work 
on an enlarged scale and It may he ex- 
pected that steps soon will lie taken 
looking to the selection of a man cap- 
able of taking up the work whore Mr. 
Richardson leaves off." 

Mr. Richardson would not admit 
yesterday that he had contracted his 
services with the Canadian authorities 
beginning January 1 next and would 
not discuss the Bubpect other than to 
say that he would remain in Portland 
and continue his present work until 
next January In fulfillment of his con- 
tract with the Commercial club man- 
agement. The presence in Portland 
yesterday, of representatives of the 
Canadian government and their en- 
tertainment by Mr. Richardson served 
only to revive rumors that have been 
current for several days to tho effect 
that Mr. Richardson would not remain 
with the Commercial club longer than 
the end of the year. This fact, coupled 
with other leaks from an entlrelv au- 
thoritative source, is believed fully to 
confirm the facts as they aro here re- 
lated." 



Charles B. Prldo, of Apploton, Wis., 
the :well .known' pulp and paper mill 
architect, has just completed the plans 
and specifications for the ^one hundred 
ton pulp mill of tho Western' Canada 
Wood Pulp & Paper company now 
under course of .erection at Quatsino 
Sound, near the. northern end of Van- 
couver Island. . . V. 

The capacity of the first unit i.frt 
shown by tho plans Is based on lUi> 
tons of dry pulp per week. A general 
outline of .tho ground floor arrange- 
ments is shown on pages six and seven 
of today's Colonist's magazine section 
and affords a splendid Idea of tho 
magnitude and general arrangement of 
the big plant. 

Tho company contemplates tho in- 
stallation of a Duplex drying machine, 
capable of reducing- the pulp to 90 per 
cent, of dryness so as to .permit of 
shipment to Great Britain and the 
Orient. 

The plans have been drawn so as 
to enable the paper division to be 
added to the present mill without In 
any way disturbing tho general ar- 
rangement of the wood pulp plant. 

The company Is confident that they 
will have the wood pulp plant In oper- 
ation by December 1 of this year. A 
large force of men Is now at work at 
Quatsino Sound erecting the saw mill 
and preparing the ground for the pulp 
mill. After tho latter Is completed, the 
company will then begin the Immedi- 
ate erection of the paper mill. The ob- 
ject of concentrating work upon tho 
pulp mill is to enable tho company to 
enjoy a source of profit from tho sale 
of the pulp while tho paper mill Is un- 
der course of erection. 

The company have applied for a 
railroad charter from Hardy Bay to 
Coal Harbor, a distance of ten miles, 
so as to enable all of their product to 
bo handled via the east coast of Van- 
couver Island instead of around tho 
west coast and It is understood that 
work is to be rushed on the railroad 
at once so aa to enablo the completion 
of tho work prior to tho rainy season. 
The railroad has been a matter of dis- 
cussion for a number of years, and In 
itself will prove a big revenue earner 
as it will open up a very fertile coun- 
try, rich in mineral, lumber and agri- 
culture. The railway will shorten tho 
distance from Quatsino Sound to Van- 
couver and Victoria almost 100 miles 
and will dispense with tho ocean trip 
around Cape Scott or Capo Bealo. The 
harbor at Hardy Bay Is well protected 
and the course of tho road Is through 
a level country necessitating very little 
bridge work and grading.

MUCH IN DEMAND 

Porcher Island Quickly Pre- 
Empted With Americans 
. and Canadians

One of the most astonishing features 
of the Opening up of tho lands along 
the northern coast, has been the rap- 
idity with which Porcher Island, nine 
miles from the mouth of the Skeena 
river, has been, pre-empted and pur- 
chased by settlers. In this connection 
the Vancouver World says: 

An island 20 miles square, was prac- 
tically taken up in six months' time, 
and although there are some good 
lands left, back of tho low range c 
hills, which divides tho island, ther 
are but few claims on tho east side, at 
any rate, while the west side is said 
to be quite as good, but less explored 
and more timbered. 

One of this year's r-.cttlers is Mr. 
Leonard Bentley, who, with his part- 
ner, took up half a section of tho shore 
line, having' a mile and a quarter of 
waterfront. They have a- fair sample 
of the claims available for pre-emp- 
tion six months ago, but the Ameri- 
cans and eastern Canadians learned of 
this little favored land and are going 
In as rapidly as they can get there. 

Mr. Bentley dispelled a few errone- 
ous ideas prevalent In the public mind 
about these upper coast islands witli 
regard , to rain. Porcher island had 
less than half the rain-fall of Prince 
Rupert this winter. While the snow 
fall at Swanson bay was seven feet, 
and on the upper Skeena more than 
that. Porcher island had only a two- 
foot fall on the northern end and sleet 
falls on the other sections. 

Contrary to the general idea that 
apples will not grow there, tho settlers 
are satisfied that they will. The rain- 
fall is about the same average as Vic- 
toria, In comparison with tho main- 
land, and tho sunshine is greater than 
any other part of the northern coast. 
Every section of lands has a small 
stream coursing through it and most 
of the land is two feet loam, with a 
clay subsoil. There Is a fair quantity 
of timber, but for the most part the 
lands on the entire Island below the 
range of hills is undulating. 

Claxton cannery is directly cast of 
the Bentloy form, and Just nine miles 
distant, with a steamboat call every 
week. The cannery people have been 
particularly kind to the settlors on 
Porcher Island, and afforded them 
every convenience and fncility possible. 

Of the other islands along tho coast, ' 
few of them possess as desirable flat 
land as Porcher, and tho wonder is 
that this little gem was overlooked ho 
long. There are possibly many desir- 
able locations left, said Mr. Bentley, 
but the best thing to do it to go to the 
land ofllce at Prlnco Rupert, only 20 
miles from Porcher, and then go over 
the island, nil parts ■ of which al- 
readlly accessible.

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HERE AMD THERE 

On Monday, the Friendly Help so- 
ciety will hold its fourteenth annual 
meeting. It would bo very Interesting 
to know the history of tills society and 
of the many people who huve been 
helped by its members. How many 
pitiful tales the district visitors could 
tell. Yes, and how many stories of 
lives uplifted , by words of sympathy 
and kindly deeds. There are men and 
women In the city and many parts of 
(the province living happy, prosperous 
1 lives who might have given up in 
despair if they had not received tem- 
porary assistance in their hour of dis- 
tress. Hut the stories sad or hopeful 
will never he told. The officers and 
district visitors carefully conceal, as 
far as they are .concerned, tho iden- 
tity of tho families or the individuals 
Ihey assist. No charity was ever con- 
ducted more in the spirit which is in- 
dicated in the precept, "Let not thy 
left hand know what thy right hand 
doeth." 

Women of all creeds work side by 
side. The only claim that is recog- 
nized Is that of need. Hitherto no one 
In want lias been refused aid. But it 
Is recognized that with the growth of 
the city, the demands both on the 
funds of the society and on the efforts 
of its members will be greater. Women 
could not engage in more womanly 
work than In that of bringing not only 
material aid hut sympathy and help 
to thoso who through misfortune are 
in need. It is to be hoped that many 
will attend this annual meeting and 
that those who have leisure will Join 
the working ranks of the society. 

Not enough is thought of the im- 
portance of the work done by Victoria 
college. It is too much the habit of 
Victorians to believe that no good 
thing can come out of Victoria. If of 
some distant city it were told that the 
graduates of the high school were 
among the first In Canada to obtain 
matriculation Into a university the fact 
would be noted. That this is true of 
our own boys and girls scarcely causes 
comment. 

Do all the parents In Victoria know 
that in our own branch of Hie royal 
institution of learning young men and 
women can pursue their studies In the 
first and second year in arts and can 
take a standing that will allow thorn 
to enter the third year of McGlll uni- 
versity with an honorable record? The 
faculty of Victoria college is a very 
modest body but It is not for that rea- 
son the less efficient. There has been 
so much talk of the provincial univer- 
sity that we are in danger of over- 
looking the fact that there is much 
university work being done among us by 
men and women whose learning is 
sound, whose college record has been 
brilliant and who have proved them- 
selves excellent teachers. 

» * » 

The movement to found two scholar- 
ships in memory of Dr. Eaton is one 
which should receive the support of 
.many people in tho community, The 
bestowal of scholarships has always 
been looked upon as one of the very 
best ways of encouraging learning. 
Great talents are not by any means 
confined to those who possess an 
abundance of this world's goods. Many 
a time a lad has been obliged to leave 
school at the very time when he felt 
that lie was capable of accomplishing 
jtho very best work. A scholarship 
would have enabled him to continue 
his work not only to his own advan- 
tage but to that of the community. 
I While a scholarship is of value to the 
winner it Is perhaps of not less bene- 
fit to the whole class. The competi- 
tion, while It may be confined to the 
more brilliant students, affects the 
tone of all the pupils. 

The giving of sucli scholarships Is 
usually the privilege of the rich. Both 
in the old country and in Eastern Can- 
ada men of wealth have given liberal- 
ly towards the endowment of chairs 
and the founding of scholarships. They 
have felt that in no other way could 
they do their country, their own ago 
and posterity better service. 

In the present case it Is hoped that 
all who looked upon the late superin- 
tendent as a friend, all who appre- 
ciated the. work he did for education, 
and the many who have an interest In 
the students who now or in the future 
will attend Victoria! college will con- 
tribute towards this fund. The object 
Is a good one in Itself and he whose 
name the scholarship will bear was 
worthy of tho honor. 

Dr. Hodglns, of the education de- 
partment of Ontario, lias written a 
sketch of the history of the pioneer 
teachers of that province. Tho very 
mention of such a book calls up the 
picture of the little log scltdol.houso in 
the rude clearing .'it the crossroads. 
Tho scent of pine fills the air. Inside | 
on tho long forms made of rough hewn 
timber with legs that looked far too 
small for their support lads In patched 
garments and girls in homespun 
dresses In winter sat studying their 
old fashioned readers or "doing sums" 
on slates often cracked or frameless. 
In the centre was a rude stove through 
the cracks of Which the blazing fire 
could be seen. The walls were guilt- . 
less of maps and the blackboard, rude- j 
ly made, scarcely showed the figures | 
as the master worked out the question 
in arithmetic for the class or the lines j 
of construction of the problem In 
geometry which one of the older hoys 1 
was demonstrating. I 

Few If any of the big boys and girls 
who came for miles to school in the j 
winter were present in the summer and I 
their places ware taken by their little | 
barefoot brothers and sisters, while | 
Ihey worked on the farm. The master's 
desk was as rude as the rest of the 
furniture of the man worthy of his 
office. 

With appliances winch in those days 
would be considered utterly Inadequate, 
an education was often received In 
these backwoods schoolhouses such as 
many graduates of our finest schools 
might envy, In the few short months 
of a single winter a young man often 
gained a love of learning which would 
keep him night after night studying 
by the light of the log fire and send 
him to borrow books from every house 
In the settlement where they were to 
be found. When he returned to school 
the next year lie would be ready to 
make progress so rapid as often to 
surprise even his teacher. A few of 
these students clad in homespun found 
their wuy to tho newly established col- 
leges of Canada, or even crossed the 
(iccan to study In Edinburgh or Aber- 
deen. More returned to their farms, 
to be heard of afterwards during the 
struggle for responsible government 
and to win places for themselves in 
the legislatures of tho various colonies. 
Others; less robust but perhaps more 
shrewd, went to the city and became 
liuccessful business men. The "master" 



i himself who could thus awaken the 
'intellects of ids pupils and inspire 
'them with honest ambition was a, 
power in the community. His advice 
was sought by his neighbors and ho 
was not afraid to discuss theology with 
the minister or politics with the mem- 
ber of the legislature. Indeed, many 
of them played a prominent part in 
the political history of the time. Of 
some of these this historian speaks. 
An exchange says: 

"Dr. Hodglns deals more particularly 
with the educational activities of tho 
loyalists who settled on the north 
shore of the St. Lawrence and lth« 
margins of Laketi Eric and Ontario. 
Tile settlers on the Bay of Qulntu peti- 
tioned Sir Guy CarJctori to establish 
a seminary of learning at Frontenac 
(Kingston). Kingston was much 
favored by early teachers. Dr. George 
Okill Stuart opened a classical school 
there in 1785, and Dr. John Strachan, 
then just out from Scotland, opened 
a private school in the same place in 
1S00. He removed four years later 
to Cornwall. This school at Cornwall 
and Dr. Slrachun's school at York are 
perhaps the best known among early 
Ontario schools. Among the most dis- 
tinguished of the pioneer teachers Dr. 
Hodglns places Dr. Strachan, Dr. Stu- 
art; the Rev. Robert Addison, who 
taught school at Niagara In 1792; the 
Rev. John Burns, Niagara, 1874; Dr. 
William Warren Baldwin, classical 
school at York, 1802; Mr. Barnabas 
Bidwell; and the Rev. George Ryerson."

TRIED _RECIPES 

Chile Con Came 

Another tropical entree — which is 
seldom sorved properly outside cf 
Mexico, is easily prepared. ' Cut ribs 
of beef or round steak into small pieces 
and put them in water to simmer un- 
til tender. Strain and fry in red lard. 
Cover with chile Colorado sauce and 
let simmer for fifteen minutes. 

To make the red lard beat one pound 
of lard until It stojys fizzing, and then 
drop in three large dried red peppers 
and cook until crisp. Take them out, 
crush well, and add to the tomatoes 
which have heen cooking in a little 
water. Stir this mixture into the lard 
and boil, then strain into a glass' jar. 
Keep tightly covered. Tills red lard is 
sometimes called color. A spoonful of 
if will color and flavor a stew or 
gravy or sauce and add a rich and pi- 
quant tang. 

The chile Colorado sauce is an ap- 
petizing addition to any cold meat. 
To make a roaflt about fifteen red 
chile peppers, fresh or dried, In a hot 
oven until they blister. Drop them in- 
to boiling water until the thin outer 
skin can bo peeled off, then rub to 
puli> with a potato masher, nddlng a 
very little water. Strain through a 
colander, add salt, a tablespoon of 
vinegar, and an onion chopped fine. 
Fry all in a large heaping tablespoon- 
ful of lard for a few minutes. Add a 
cup or a little more of water, and sim- 
mer for twenty minutes.

The Victoria Golf club scored two 
distinct and notable triumphs yester- 
day. In the lr.lor-clty match between 
(earns composed of twenty of' the 
Choice players of this city and of 
Seattle, for the Calcutta cup, an ex- 
ceptionally handsome specimen of the 
silversmith's art, the visitors were de- 
feated by the overwhelming score o£ 
3D to 17. But this wasn't all. Among 
those who journeyed from the Sound 
to meet the home golfists was C. P. 
Newton, ono of the most prominent 
and for long deemed the most skilful 
player of the Pacific coast. While he- 
has been a member of the Seattle club 
for some time, he has been a resident 
of San Francisco and wa3 visiting the 
former city when the aggregation that 
was going to come to British Colum- 
bia to compete for the Calcutta trophy 
was in the process of organization. 
He consented to aid In the endeavor 
and, on suggestion, agreed also to meet 
Victoria's crack, Harvey Combe, in a 
match game. Naturally the event 
was one of the features of the after- 
noon and Mr. Combe's victory, after 
a splendid and even contest, by a score 
of 3 up and 2 to play, was hailed ,vlth 
delight by all the Canadians on the 
links. 

Conditions Changed. 

It was a beautiful day for play. It 
was just cool enough for comfort and 
tho light was as clear as possible. At 
the last minute the original conditions 
of tho Victoria-Seattle match were 
changed. Instead of playing; eighteen 
holes here and a similar number in 
Soattlo it was decided that, as there 
was plenty of time, thirty-six holes 
should bo played in both cities, mak- 
ing a total of seventy-two. These 
rules will bo adhered to In all future 
competitions for the Calcutta cup, the 
alterations of the plans, in this in- 
stance, being rendered possible owing 
to tho fact that it was the first of 



the international series. It was impos- 
sible to toll just how the match was 
going until well on in tho afternoon.

He Brought Captured Sealers 
Home in the Schooner 
Rosie Olsen 



To settle up the distribution of tho 
award or over ?23,0OO from the Kus 
slan government in settlement for the 
claim for illegal seizure of the schoon- 
er Vancouver Belle off the Command- 
erofskl islands in tlie summer of 1S92, 
for which tlie St. Petersburg govern- 
ment made payment as well as for the 
Oarmolito while the claims of tho Rosie 
Olsen and Maria were sacrificed by 
W. IT. Little, Canada's representative, 
in order to obtain this . settlement. 
Capt. AV. H. Copp, once, a well known 
local sealer, now master of the British 
steamer Katharine Parke of the Parke 
Steamship company, returned to Vic- 
toria yesterday morning after an ab- 
sence of thirteen years. As master of 
the steamers Mary Parke and Kathar- 
ine Parke, Capt. Copp has been troop- 
ing in various wars, carrying fighting 
men, horses and supplies, and was also 
in the coolie-carrying trade from 
Chingwantao and carried supplies for 
tlie Japanese and Russians and for the 
allied armies in the previous Boxer 
war. He also carried troops to South 
Africa during the Boer war. At Ching- 
wantao while in the coolie trade, 
carrying shiploads of indentured mine 
laborers from North China to South 
Africa, he lost his mate and six men 
in a boat accident. "While a sea was 
being kicked up, a seaman fell over- 
board off Chingwantao, where the 
Katherine Park was anchored. A boat 
was lowered with the mate and six 
men. It capsized and the bodies of 
the seven were washed ashore next 
day. 

An Old Incident. 

Capt. Copp was in consultation with 
H. D. Helmckcn, K.C., yesterday morn- 
ing regarding the distribution of the 
award made by Russia for the seizure 
of the schooner Vancouver Belle, of 
which he was part owner. Capt. Copp 
became very unpopular with Victoria 
sealers before he left here thirteen 
years ago over the effort he made to 
maintain possession of tho schooner 
Kosie Olsen, given him at \Petropav- 
lovski by the Russian governor to 
bring part of the complement of cap- 
tured sealers back to Victoria. The 
Rosie Olsen, Carmollte, Maria and.Van- 
couver Belle had been engaged In 1892. 
in sealing near tho Copper islands, 
('apt. Balcom, manager of the Pacific 
Whaling company, being in charge of 
the Maria; Capt. W. O. Hughes, master 
of the C.P.R. steamer Princess Bea- 
trice, in command of the Carmolite; 
the late Capt. O'Keefo in command of 
tho Rosie Olsen, and Capt. Copp in 
command of tho Vancouver Belle. The 
Carmolite was seized by tho Russian 
cruiser Vetioz, August 2S, 1S92. when 
25 miles southwest of Copper islands, 
with 608 skins, tho Maria was seized 
a week before by the Kotick with 027 
.skins, and with the crews of the Rosie 
Olsen and Vancouver Belle they were 
all landed at Petrppavlovskl. The Za- 
biaka, which seized tlie Vancouver 
Belle and Rosie Olson, was in com- 
mand of Capt. de Leveron, who was 
found to have been insane at the time. 

After the Russians had held tho 
captured sealers for some time, giving 
7% cents per day for food, all the 
schooners were confiscated, except the 
Rosie Olsen. Capt. W. H. Copp, of tho 
Vancouver Belle, was then sent for by 
the Russia.n governor and the schooner 
Rosie Olsen, for which no purchaser 
could bo found, was given to him on 
condition that he would take as many 
sealers as could be crowded on board 
back homo. He brought 36, made up 
of men taken from the schooners E. 
B. Marvin, Annie C. Moore (burned In 
Lynn canal during the Klondike rush), 
Sayward and Vancouver Belle. The 
"Prize," as Capt. Copp rechrlstened thu 
Rosie Olsen, was poorly found, having 
scant provisions, and tho ship's com- 
pany had a miserable voyage. Capt. 
Copp did not bring the schooner into. 
Victoria but proceeded to Vancouver 
and laid claim to the Rosto Olsen, 
which was ownod by Spratt and Gray 
and Mr. Munroo of tlie Victoria Book 
& Stationery company, and associates 
of this 'city. .' 

Tho owners of the schooner took up 
the matter with the government and 
orders wore sent from Ottawa to Capt. 
Copp instructing him to turn over 
the schooner to her ownors. He wns) 
unwilling to do so, claiming that she 
had been given him by the Russians' 
who had seized and confiscated her 
with the other seized vessels. Capt. 
Copp oventually claimed ?i,500 for 
•'salvage" services rendered in bringing 
the schooner back from Petropavlovski. 
Tho officials ultimately took charge, of 
her and returned her to her owners. 

Soon nfter the return from the Rus- 
sian port Capt. Copp abandoned the 
sealing Industry and thirteen years 
ago he went to England and became 
an officer on the steamer Mary Parko 
of tho Parko Steamship company, of 
which he afterward was given com- 
mand and for many years has been 
trading and trooping and carrying 
coolies In this steamer and the Kather- 
ine Parke. He has had many adven- 
tures since, not the least thrilling be- 
ing In dodging the Russian mines dur- 
ing the recent Rus.so-.lapanosc war, 
On one occasion, when engaged In 
carrying coolies from Chingwantao to 
South Africa, lie sighted a floating 
mine, which an hour after ho passed 
caused the destruction of a steamer.

NEW ATLANTIC LINERS 
THE C. P. R. 



Report From Quebec That the 
Keels Are Laid For Two 
. . '. Vessels 1 



• 

It is stated that the keels of tho 
two new Atlantic liners for the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway are being laid at 
Govan on the Clyde, says a despatch 
from Quebec. Plans were prepared 
months ago, but It was understood 
that nothing would be done until trade 
conditions Improved and the money 
market was easier. Tho new liners 
will murk a great advance on the Em- 
presses in size and speed, cliielly the 
latter. One of the conditions which 
the British government insisted on at 
the renewal of the mall contract with 
the Canadian Pacific railway last 
year, was that the company should 
put on faster steamers. Even with 
this, a reduction was made upon tho 
original rates — a reduction amounting 
to many thousands of dollars, which 
was, however, to a considerable extent 
made good by an increase granted by 
the Dominion government. There was, 
In fact, difficulty in haying tlie new 
arrangement go through at all, but It 
is understood that Lord Strathconn 
lent a helpful hand to tho cause of the 
company. The new steamers will bavo 
a speed of at least 21 knots per hour. 

No confirmation can be obtained of 
this report locally, although It has been 
current for some time. No reference 
has been made, however, in the British 
press up to date of any contracts hav- 
ing been awarded for the construction 
of new steamers which would most 
likely be given to the builders of the 
Empresses of Britain and Ireland and 
the Princess Charlotte, the Fairfield 
j Shipbuilding and Engineering com- 
pany, of Govan, Scotland. 

Nothing further has been learned 
here regarding the reported coming of 
the steamer Montrose and probably 
also the Montfort to join the trans- 
Pacific service, but it is generally 
considered that the additions will be 
made as steamers are urgently needed 
to augment tlie freight carrying capa- 
city of the C.P.R. trans-Paclflc fleet.

A number of steamers are expected 
in port during the coming week. _The 
steamer Georgia of the "Canadian 
Mexican line is due from Salina Cruz 
and way ports. The Lonsdale, of the 
same line is expected in port south- 
bound, with a cargo of wheat from 
Vancouver, after completing repairs 
to her boilers. Many new tubes arc 
being put In, repairs' being urgently 
needed. It is expected the work will 
be complete during the coming week 
and the steamer will sail for southern 
ports. 

Several trans-Pacific liners are ex- 
pected in port during the week. The 
steamer Aki Maru, outbound from Se- 
attle to the far east, Is expected here 
on Tuesday bound to Hongkong by 
way of the usual ports of call, and the 
steamer Iyo Maru, inbound from Yo- 
kohama, is expected on her thirteenth 
voyage to this port on Wednesday or 
Thursday. The French steamer Ad- 
miral Duperre, of the Chargeurs Rc- 
unes is expected from Yokohama, com- 
pleting her voyage from Havre via 
many ports. Arrangements have been 
made to dock the steamer at Esqui- 
mau. 

The steamer Oanfa and Monteagle 
are also on the way from Yokohama. 
The Blue Funnel liner, which has a 
large cargo on board, is a week out 
from Yokohama today and is due 
about the end of the coming week, 
and the Monteagle, which sailed on 
Friday for this port, being due on the 
2Gth. She has 50 saloon and SO steer- 
age passengers.

RATES FOR FREIGHTERS 
HAVE BEEN ADVANCED 



While Steamers Are Being Operated 
More Profitably, Business For 
Sailers is Bad

Reported That Elevators May Be Built 
at Salina Cruz to Handle the

A report is current that elevators 
for tho transfer of grain on the Te- 
huantepec Railway are to be erected 
at Salina Cruz and Pureto, Mexico, 
says tlie, News-Advertiser. This will 
be taken advantage of by the Kosmos 
steamship line, which, the report fur- 
ther states, intends to make regular 
calls ' at this port and will take Alber- 
tari grain from there to be trans- 
shipped at the Tehuantepec Isthmus 
for Europe. 

At the present moment an agent of 
the promoting. interests' is on the way 
to.Tohuantepet! to. look into local con- 
ditions there, and report on. the pos- 
sibility of tlie erection of transfer 
elevators at each end of the Isthmian 
railway. His findings will be avail 
able In a few weeks' time, and should 
they be favorable there Is every jjox- 
slbillty of the building of the elevators, 
which would not have to bo large ow- 
ing to tho fact that they would not 
require to have storage capacity. 

In the opinion of grain men the 
breaking of grain cargoes at Tehuan- 
tepec, Involving two handlings, would 
be possible at small cost, and the 
grain being in bulk, It coulc; be handl- 
ed with tlie greatest despatch. Tin? 
turning over of the grain, consequent 
upon removal from ship to cars and 
vice versa would,, if anything, be 
beneficial, because of the aeration in- 
volved. 

Present Indications are that the 
Kosmos line of steamships, which op- 
erate down the east coast of South 
America and up the west coast and as 
far as Puget Sound, will In any event 
shortly make calls at Vancouver for 
the purpose of handling grain. These 
steamships could either take the grain 
to Tehuantepec for transshipment, or 
they could carry It through the Straits 
of Magellan to destination,

The steamer Transit, chartered by 
Mackenzie Steamship company for tho 
Alaska trade. Is to get S3,f.0O a month. 
Last summer and fall the steamer was 
under a like charter to the same firm, 
at which time •'she Was receiving 
$3,250 a month. It Is said that wero 
the charter negotiated today the ves- 
sel could easily command $4,000, 
which Indicates the advance in rates 
for tramp steamers. 

While tramp tonnage was lying idlo 
in great quantities on this coast sev- 
eral months ago, there is not a dis- 
engaged tramp on the coast at tho 
present time. All the foreign steamers 
are engaged, a majority of them on 
time. Recent time engagements have 
relieved tlie market of some of the 
surplus, while the exodus of foreign 
steamers from the Pacific has been 
very heavy since November and De- 
cember. Consequently there are now 
only three or four Norwegian steamers 
remaining on the west coast, and all 
of them are busy. The recent fixing 
of four Norwegians on a three-year 
basis out of Portland helped to stimu- 
late tho market and. rates have risen 
In consequence. 

No tramp steamers are now bound 
to Puget Sound. Two or three steam- 
ers are headed this way. but they are 
all under charter. 

"There is a great lack of steamers 
on this coast today," said a well-in- 
formed Seattle agent for foreign 
vessels yesterday. "The condition is 
in marked contrast to that obtaining 
In the early winter, when tonnage 
could not get business. Rates for 
tramps have one up so high that it is 
impossible to do business, considering 
the prices offering for cargo. 

"One reason why owners have sent 
so many of their vessels from this 
coast Is that they are afraid of the 
Pacific. I mean that charterers havo 
treated foreign vessels badly, taking 
full advantage of certain technicali- 
ties In the charter parties whereby the 
shipper profited at tho expense of the 
owners. Of course, if ;i demand con- 
tinues for tramps on this coast, there 
will he no lack of tonnage In a few 
months, for hundreds of steamers are 
still Idle in homo ports. However, for 
tho next three or four months, there 
arc practically no tramps available." 

Tho departure of the Norwegian 
steamer Cecil from Seattle a few days 
ago marked the disappearance of the 
Inst disengaged tramp bri this' side. 
Those who watch conditions believe 
that the owner of this vessel madu a 
mistake In sending the Cecil away in 
ballast at this time. 

Several months ago, as an example, 
steamers were willing to accept as low 
as 28s for lumber to Sydney. Were a 
steamer available at • present, it In 
doubtful If 35s would tempt her own- 
ers for a charter of this kind. 

Strange to say, the advance in tramp 
rates has not stimulated the demand 



Holding that tho American schooner 
Willis A. Holden is liable for salvage 
In tho sum of $3,102 and her cargo of 
lumber In the sum of $1,748; Judge C. 
Hi Himford, of Seattle, decided a 
maritime legal contest that has been 
In tho courts for sonio time. The case 
Is one of great importance and the 
ruling will be learned with more than 
ordinary interest. The plaintiff in the 
ease was the Charles Nelson Company, 
of ISnn Francisco, whose steam schoon- 
er, Charles Nelson, took, tho Holden In 
tow, when the hitter had distress sig- 
nals Hying and appeared to be In im- 
minent danger of going on the rocks of 
Waaddah Island. 

To the owners of the Charles Nelson, 
Judge Hanfprd awards $3,500 of the 
total sum assessed against the schoon- 
er and cargo. Capt. J. Raniseilius, of 
tho Nelson, la to receive $300, the 
mate of the Nelson ' $100, the second 
and third mates $50 each, and the two 
assistant engineers $50 each.' The 
chief engineer made no claim. The 
findings of the court Include tho state- 
ment that tlie value of the Holden, 
when she was picked up, was $27,500, 
and the cargo of lumber was worth 
$15,500. 

This decision means much to ship- 
ping men, for the court takes tlie 
stand that although the master of the 
Holden stated that lie would pay only 
for towage, and not for salvage, the 
Nelson is entitled to salvage, all cir- 
cumstances considered. Judge Han- 
ford comments on this, stating that 
the master of the Nelson was too bus- 
ily engaged In saving the Holden to 
either understand or to argue the 
matter. Tlie court adds that Capt. 
Ramsellus had all he could do to 
supervise saving the schooner without 
taking time to come to a definite 
agreement. 

With lumber from Wltlapa Harbor 
for Shanghai, the Willis A. Holden 
put to sea November 27, 1907, her 
cargo consisting of 1,294,000 feet. Two 
days out she encountered bad weather, 
lost her rudder and listed. A jury 
rudder was rigged up and part of the 
cargo was jettisoned. Finally she 
made the Straits of Fuca, December 
12, after a hard struggle. 

The Charles Nelson, bound from 
San Francisco to Seattle, saw the 
plight of the schooner and went to 
her assistance. The court, in review- 
ing the evidence, states that the wind 
on that day was variable, ranging 
from twenty-nine to fifty miles an 
hour. The Holden had had distress 
signals flying all clay. When picked 
up by the Nelson, the schooner was in 
forty fathoms of water and drifting 
towards the rocks on Waaddah Island, 
from which at the time she was less 
than a mile and in danger, of being 
wrecked. 

Tho master of the Holden states 
that he asked Capt. Ramsellus how 
much he would charge to tow to Port 
Townsend, but he revolved no reply, 
the Nelson sending a hawser aboard 
Instead. The. captain of the schooner 
also testified that he was not in peril, 
had offered $1,000 for towing but as- 
sorted he would not pay salvage. It 
was claimed that the Nelson in tow- 
ing the schooner " had damaged tho 
latter's head geawa»-» S 

In reviewing tho,-. .testimony, Judge 
Manford comments .on the attitude of 
the master of the schooner, stating 
that his conduct on tho witness stand 
displayed more bravado than when ho 
was in distress. 

In awarding salvage to the Nelson 
and her owners, the court takes Into 
..consideration the fact that tho 
schooner had been flying distress sig- 
nals for hours, that it took twenty 
hours to tow the Holden to safety at 
Port Angeles, that the ten-inch haw- 
ser broke three times, that tho wea- 
ther was rough with considerable high 
wind, and that the Nelson Is not a 
tug. Consequently his decision means 
that he considers the master and crew 
of tho steamer performed a hazardous 
deed and are entitled to remuneration. 

Tho Willis A. Holden Is a wooden 
four-mast schooner of 1,040 tons reg- 
ister. She was built at Ballard In 1902.

THO'ROUGTuBREDS - needed 



Authority Points Out Necessity of En- 
couraging Breeding . Good 
Horses 



"What provision does tho state make 
for a duo supply of horses for military 
purposces? The war in South Africa 
shows us how the state's duty in that 
respect has been neglected, tho matter 
of breeding horses for army purposes 
having been fostered only to the ex- 
tent that the royal cammlssion on 
horse breeding is allowed to expend 
annually in the shape of King's pre- 
miums tho sum of £4,200, which pro- 
vides exactly twenty-eight premiums 
of ISO sovereigns each. The owners of 
the twclty-elght thoroughbred stal- 
lions which obtain these premiums 
have to allow the stallions to servo 
at a stipulated fee in tho districts to 
whlcJi they are assigned. Further 
than this tho government, interest goes 
very little, with the result that during 
the war. In South Africa we had to 
ransack the world for remounts and 
transport and artillery horses, buying 
them in South America, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Australia and other countries, 
and In many ca«es paying exorbitant 
prices for animals that were found to 
be almost worthless." 

A Contrast. 

In sharp contrast to the callous In- 
difference of Imperial Britain Is the at- 
titude of most continental countries 
In regard to their supply of horesos for 
military purposes. All our state dot.d 
is to pay £150 a year to the owners 
of twenty-eight thoroughbreds on con- 
dition that their services are devoted 
to covering half-bred mares In their 
districts at a low fee. All else is 
practically left to individual enter- 
prise. How different these things are 
managed In France is shown by the 
fact that the state stud commission 
has under it seventeen stallion de- 
pots, containing no fewer than 231 
stallions, the property of the state, 
which are at the service of breeders. 
Germany, although not as well equip- 
ped In this respect as her neighbor, 
has at all events no fewer than 101 
stato-owned thoroughbred stallions 
distributed among the five chief royal 
studs and the various royal studs in 
the different districts. 

Regardless of Cost, 

A number of these stallions, espe- 
cially those at tho chief studs, wero 
bought practically regardless of cost, 
notably Ard Patrick, aiud Gnltee Mors. 
For Ard Patrick the German govern- 
ment paid no less than £21,000, and 
Galtec More, who lias been acquired 
for a similar sum by Russia, was af- 
ter three or four yesirs sold to Ger- 
many for, I believe, about £16,000. 
German si>ortsmen and breeders of 
half-breds apparently view with ap- 
prehension the fact that the French 
state commission has more than twice 
as many government stallions as Ger- 
many, and In an article on the sub- 
ject, Deutscher Sport deplores tho fact, 
and strongly presses tho German au- 



thorities to safeguard tho Interests of 
Germany and the security of the coun- 
try by means of state gifts of increas- 
ed prizes for horse races, bigger 
breeding premiums and ' additional 
funds for tho importation (and resale 
to tho highest bidder) of bloodstock 
than have hitherto been granted. — 
London Exchange. 



FISHERIES DISPUTE 
TAKES NEW ASPECT 

• , — ■. ■ 

Provincial Government Sub- 
mits Series of Questions 
.to Supreme Court 



Vancouver, March 13. — Tho question 
of the right of tho province of British 
Columbia to regulate salmon fisheries 
In tidal and non- tidal waters, author- 
ity which Is disputed by the Dominion 
government, Is to be carried before 
the privy council In June for ultimate 
decision. A series of questions will be 
submitted by the attorney-general to 
the full court, and appeal will be taken 
whichever way the tlrst decision goes. 

That such action has been deter- 
mined on by the provincial govern- 
ment Is made manifest by the receipt 
by A. B. Pottenger, supreme court re- 
gistrar, of a series of questions pro- 
pounded by Hon. W. J. Bowser, at- 
torney-general, and to be presented to 
the full court for decision. 

Last fall test cases of the legality of 
the provincial regulations wero made 
in New Westminster In tho two cases 
of Kendall vs. North, the crown win- 
ning at the trial, losing on appeal of 
Kendall to Judge Howay and the crown 
losing its appeal to the full court on 
Judge Howay's decision. The crown 
asked the full court for leave to ap- 
peal to the privy council but was de- 
nied that privilege. It could have ap- 
pealed to the privy council for leave to 
carry its appeal before the judicial 
committee of the privy council and 
such action was for some time dis- 
cussed. 

The government has now concluded 
to abandon tho contemplated appeals 
In tho Kendall vw. North cases and 
confine Its case to the broader Issues 
Involved in the very comprehensive 
list of questions on which the judg- 
ment of the full court is being sought. 

The copy of tho approved minute of 
council filed in the olllce of the regis- 
trar of the supreme court in Vancou- 
ver, is dated at Victoria March 10, 
1909, and provides that' the questions 
it sets forth relating to the fisheries 
of British Columbia shall be referred 
to tho full court for hearing and con- 
sideration. The questions are: 

"1. Whenever a regulation is made 
toy the lieutenant-governor in council, 
under the powers conferred by section 
9 of the British Columbia Fisheries 
act, 1901, and amendments forbidding 
Ilshing within any waters within the 
province except under authority of a 
(ishing lease, permit or license, ia not 
the right of the public, and of every 
individual to take fish in such waters, 
as defined by said act, taken away to 
the extent of such prohibition, and 
are not then the fisheries so dealt 
with the property of the crown in the 
right of the province of British Co- 
lumbia, or In the alternative Is not 
the sole power to authorize the use-by 



any person of such fisheries in tho 
crown as aforesaid? 

2". Is it not competent, for the 
crown in the right of the Province of 
British Columbia in the exorcise of Its 
rights of property in, or of its rights 
to authorize the use of such fisheries, 
howsoever acquired, to prescribe tho 
time, place and mode, at and by 
which leases or licenses of the crown 
shall take fish, provided such terms 
are not made illegal by laws or regu- 
lations enacted or made by or under 
the authority of the parliament of 
Canada? 

"3 Did the grant of land by British 
Columbia to Canada, made by section 
2 of chapter 14 of the Statutes of 
British Columbia fo r tho year 1884, 
convey to Canada: 

"a. Any right or title to fisheries in 
the tidal waters embraced in said 
grant, or any right or title to such 
fisheries whenever by competent au- 
thority the public right of fishing In 
such waters should be taken away? 

"b. Any right or title to fisheries in 
non-tidal but navigable ; waters em- 
braced In said grant? 

"1. Is it competent for the lieu- 
tenant-governor In council legally to 
make all or any of the following fish- 
ery regulations set out in schedule A, 
hereto, assuming that at the time said 
regulations are made the regulations 
made by the Dominion authorities in 
the premises are those set out in sche- 
dule B hereto?" 

The schedules A and B referred to 
are respectively those setting out tho 
provincial salmon fishery regulations, 
and the federal salmon fishery regu- 
lations in existence at tho time the 
province authorities enacted those 
contained in schedule A. 

The minute of council is signed by 
Hon. W. J. Bowser, attorney-general, 
and by Hon. F. Carter-Cotton, presid- 
ing member of the executive councuil. 

The origin of the expression "Sub- 
lime. Porte" is thus explained 'by a 
Paris contemporary. Xenophon, we are 
told, relates in his "Retreat of the Ten 
Thousand" that the Persian kings had 
their Ministers and Court "near the 
gates of the kings." Here it was that 
all formal business was transacted, es- 
pecially audiences of the King. The 
first Turkish rulers, after taking Con- 
stantinople, followed the same rule, 
and before la Porte in the second 
court of the Palace tents were pitched, 
and here State business was transact- 
ed. It thus became the custom to call 
the Government when tnus assembled 
la Porte, and, as It represented the 
highest authority in later times, was • 
known as the Sublime Porte. 



In connection with tho announce- 
ment that the Prince of Wales -was 
elected, an honorary fellow of the Royal 
College of Surgeons of England on 
the day of the Hunterlaxi festival it 
may be of interest, says the British 
Medical Journal, to reca.ll that tho 
King had the honorary fellowship con- 
ferred upon him on June 11, 1900, 
when His Majesty was still Prince 
of Wales. Tho Earl of Rosebery ia 
Sin honorary fellow of the coliege, 
having been elected on the same day 
as the late Marquis of Salisbury, July 
12, 1900. King Edward tho Seventh 
Is also an honorary fellow of tho 
Royal College of Physicians of Lon- 
don. It may be added that His Ma- 
jesty Is patron of tho British Medical 
association, of which the Prince of 
Wales Is an honorary member. Ho 
was elected an honorary fellow r tho 
Royal Society of Medicine some time 
ago.

farmer as well as the mart with capital. The soil, as a rule, I find 
exceptionally good, though I havo not been over all of it yet. I 
have seen corn in all stages, perhaps, from Inches high to corn 
In the roasting ear, and that done without any cultivation other 
than that given with the lioe. I do not find the soil as dry as I 
expected at this time, as it Is now three months since tho close of 
the rainy season, and tho ground Is moist in some localities yet. 
We enjoy tho climate so far, nights being pleasant." 

One owner last year, with irrigation, raised seven crops o£ 
alfalfa and this yielded $250 per acre.

OUTLINE OF LACROSSE 
SITUATION IN WEST 



Victoria Club Must Encourage 
; Youngsters — About Pro- 
fessionalism 



Victoria wants a good lacrosse team 
for 1909. That is tho opinion of all 
interested in tho Canadian national 
game. To ensure that result the .ma- 
jority think that a sane policy should 
bo adopted at tho outset; in other 
words a course should bo mapped out 
that- will, If carried ■ through Inr.thq 
proper spirit, be most likely to place 
tho home, club on an even footing 
with Vancouver and New Westminster 
if it is decided that this city shall 
venture into senior company. There 
is a possibility that tho club will not 
take such a step. The statement "that 
Victoria wants a good lacrosse team" 
docs not mean, or necessity, that It bo 
ono capablo of entering and winning 
in the first class. It means that what- 
ever the governing organization es- 
says it shall see Its way clearly to- 
wards accomplishing or, at any rate, 
of making such a showing as will re- 
flect credit and not ignoble discredit 
on the Capital. 

Turn Over New Loaf. 

Lacrosse is talked a good deal in 
Victoria right now. Those who aro tho 
mainstays of tho homo club are, for 
tho most part, men who have figured 
on the island team that held the Brit- 
ish Columbia championship, admitted- 
ly a considerable number of years 
back. These veterans have had their 
"Irish" roused over the manner in 
Which the question of establishing a 
winning lacrosse team here has been 
tackled during the past few years. 
"It has been rushed Into a bull-headed, 
unintelligent way," was the blunt ex- 
pression of one of the aforementioned 
enthusiasts yesterday. And that sen- 
timent appears to be general. The 
feellpg is that now Is the time to turn 
over a new leaf, and, judging from in- 
dications, it is probable that those 
who are tho leaders In tho movement 
will be backed up by the majority In 
their efforts. That their ideas will 
bo crystallized into a policy, definite 
and tangible, reasonable and adapted 
to the circumstances that confront tho 
athletic bodies at the present time, Is 
the hope of tho majority and It is pro- 
bable that an endeavor will bo made 
in that direction at Monday night's 
meeting of the club. 

Encouraae the Youngsters. 

That Victoria should not be too am- 
bitious many think, and among them 
are those whoso voices carry weight 
in tho counsels of the management 
Some say that this year should ho de- 
voted to the encouragement of junior 
and intermediate lacrosse. By this 
the inference Is that local leagues of 
these classes bo formed in which tho 
competing teams would be representa- 
tlco of the several districts into which 
the city is and always has been divid- 
ed from an athletic standpoint. These 
schedules brought to a successful con- 
clusion, it is thought that from tho 
best of the juniors and from tho 
strongest of the Intermediates there 
could be chosen two twelveS that 
might enter for the provincial cham- 
pionships in their respective divisions 
with rosy chances of grasping tho Brit- 
ish Columbia honors. Those who 
have this scheme in mind don't figuro 
on a senior team at all. They opine 
that Victoria can do without a so- 
called first class twelve for a year, 
especially if thero isn't a prospect of 
assembling ono that may more rea- 
sonably compete with the best of eith- 
er Vancouver of Westminster than 
could those whq wore tho local colors 
last year. 

In making this comment none wish 
to reflect on the youths who took the 
field against tho mainland champions 
in 1908. They nrgeu that the Victor- 
Inns were properly intermediates, and 
that they could not have been ex- 
pected to lower the colors of tho Mlnto 
cup holders, and as a matterr of fact, 
should not havo been dragged from 
tho second division into the first .mere- 
ly in order that it might be said that 
Victoria was the happy (?) possessor 
of a bunch of seniors. Tho showing 
this team made, they contend, hurt tho 
national pastime here Immeasurably, 
and care should be exercised to pre- 
vent another such mistake. And tho 
way to circumvent It was t-. go to bed- 
rock, rejuvenate lucrosse by training 
the juniors and the intermediates and 
by allowing them to play in their own 
class throughout without distressing 
and weakening them by taking away 
tho sap of their organizations In a fu- 
tile attempt to make a showing against 
the world's champions and tho team 
that represents Vancouver. 

Professionalism * 

There is yet another point of view 
under discussion, Generally the opin- 
ion is unanimous that, if lacrosse is 
going to flourish in Victoria the young- 
sters must bo given facility for prac- 
ticing and encouraged in every way. 
That is admitted. But It is thought 
that there may be sufficient interest 
in the game among its supporters here 
to warrant another attempt, along 
reasonable lines, to put a senior team 
in the Held. If this is found to bo 
true, what policy should be adopted? 
That is the query, and it is one which, 
when the conditions aro considered, is 
open to much contentious debate. Hero 
the possibility of introducing profes- 
sionalism crops up, and thero Is no 
getting away from the fact that, if the 
necessity for such a thing does not 
appear imperative now, the tide is 
moving so strongly in that direction 
that It must be recognized within ono 
or two years. Tho present outlook 
seems to indicate that, If Victoria seri- 
ously contemplates entering sonlor 
company, the local team must be ready 
to cast aside its amateur garments 
and don thoso of the pro. In Van- 
couver it has been decided that Con 
Jones shall manage the llrst team on 
a professional basis. Tho C. A. A. U., 
with which the B. C. A. A. U. is affili- 
ated, and by which the British Colum- 
bia Amateur Lacrosse association must 
bo guided in Its definition of tho term 
"amateur," has decreed that Westmin- 
ster will be professionalized if they 
play with the Tecumsehs or any of tho 
other leading eastern teams in defence 
of the Mlnto cup. Assuredly it ap- 
pears inevitable that before long both 
tho principal clubs of tho mainland 
Will have stepped from under tho guise 
of amateurism, which they have clev- 
erly worn for many seasons, and stand 
before the public in their true colors. 
Now, what Is Victoria going to do? 
If tho club Is determined to take part 
in the struggle for British Columbia 
iionors this season It .must bo pre- 
pared to adapt itself to tho conditions; 
in a. word it must be ready, immediate- 
ly on playing Vancouver or Westmin- 
ster, to be banished from the shelter- 
ing wing of the Canadian Amateur 
Athletic union or rather that body's 



provincial representative— tho B. C. A. 
A. U. 

One Solution 
This "being a true summing up of 
the facts— and In this light they are 
viewed by thoso who havo been fol- 
lowing recent events — would it not be 
better for .Victoria's 1909 team .to be 
mado professional from tho outset? 
That Is tho question which a consid- 
eration of tho situation leans to, and, 
although therG are some who have 
balked at tho mere suggestion, those 
same individuals, aftor maturo delib- 
eration, have come to think that It 
really is tho only solution of the dif- 
ficulty. They argue that tho inter- 
mediates should not bo weakened. 
They should be allowed to run their 
leagues on "their own"— without in- 
terference. To ensure that, If Victoria 
Is going to have a senior team, it must, 
it is explained, bo assembled from the 
material available and that which may. 
bo obtained from outside between now 
and tho opening of the season. Such' 
a thing, It Is said, would not bo as 
expensive as might too thought, by 
those who give the .matter but hasty 
consideration. Tho offer of employ- 
ment and so much for every gamo 
played would Induco some of the finest 
men in tho cast to come west. Then 
thero should bo formed a really fine 
twelve, one that might take the field 
against Vancouver and Westminster 
with somo hope of success; a team of 
which Victorians could be proud. 

Local Grounds 
■ With the Royal Athletic park, a 
ground situated in the central part of 
tho city, improved and equipped in 
modern style, there is no reason why 
junior, intermediate and senior la- 
crosse should not flourish If the prob- 
lem is dealt with intelligently and tho 
club Is backed by all the district as- 
sociations. In order that any game 
may bo a success it is essential that 
the players train. Hereafter they will 
havo no excuse If they don't. Their 
new quarters will be as fine as any on 
tho coast and, as stated, they will bo 
convenient to all, no matter In what 
part of the city they reside. 

The Minto Cup 
Tho Minto cup, a picture of which 
appears in this issue, is on the coast. 
It is in the hands of the New West- 
minster club. Vancouver is going to 
mako a strong effort to take that sil- 
verware away from tho hanks of the 
Fraser. Reglna, it is said, is prepar- 
ing a snowball .that will descend from 
the peaks of the roekies and like an 
avalanche sweep everything before it. 
Now, what part is Victoria going to 
play in this conflict? That is tho 
question in the mouths of most local 
enthusiasts and It is for the club to 
answer. There is a notion among In- 
fluential citizens, who in times past 
have wielded tho webbed stick witty 
no little skill, that Victoria has as go>d 
a show as any 'of capturing that cup. 
The suggestion doubtless will seem 
preposterous to some, but, while AVest- 
mlnster has a strong twelve, it isn't 
invincible and the accomplishment of 
the task hinted- at is by no means 
outside the bounds of reason. Said

A very poignant example of this argu- 
ment is drtered by Miss Marie Hall, 
the young English violinist, who will 
appear at the Victoria theatre, March 
2J, whose achievements as artist reach 
a standard usually held by her coun- 
try-people to bo unattainable, or ' at 
any rate only to be reached in an In- 
definitely distant, almost improbable, 
future. 

But to genius all things are possible, 
and Marie Hal] at the ago of twonty- 
one sails triumphantly over dllliculties 
which have wrecked many a less gen- 
erously enclpwed player, and proceeds 
to fresh encounters with absolutely 
unruffled calm. As a little child she 
commenced to study tho violin under 
her father's tuition, her determination 
to excel was extraordinarily marked 
and her progress correspondingly ra-" 
pld. Tho opportunity to try her 
strength in competition with other 
ambitious students of the violin offer- 
ed itself just after she had entered 
her teens, in the creation of the AVesse- 
ley Scholarship at the Royal Academy 
of Music. Marie Hall competed and 
won. But not being able to afford 
residence in London in order to bene- 
tlt by her victory in claiming Instruc- 
tion at the academy, she was obliged 
to return to Bristol, and to use her 
talent for the furnishing of tho dally 
needs of life. But even then her play- 
ing was so remarkable that It attract- 
ed the attention of her fellow-citizens, 
some of whom generously made it pos- 
sible for her to havo lessons from 
Johann Kruso in London, and after- 
wards to go to Prague and put herself 
into the hands of the world-renowned 
Sevclk. 

Harie Hall's debut was made In 
Queen's Hall, London, in 1903, in asso- 
ciation with the Symphony Orchestra, 
under the baton of Mr. Henry J. AVood. 
How well Sevcik's faith In his enthus- 
iastic pupil was justified is a matter 
fresh in the memory of concert-goers. 
London at once realized her worth, for 
nothing so brilliant as her execution, 
pure as her tone, nor so perfect as her 
phrasing, had yet been presented to 
Its notice.

If they will not permit a boxer to pad 
his gloves with horseshoes, why do 
they permit the artificial lung expan- 
der and heart stimulator? If fighters 
must be reinforced by oxygen, what 
Is the use or sending them into the 
ring? Why not use dummies? There 
would bo as much satisfaction In 
watching tho latter as there would bo 
In watching an artificially rejuvenat- 
ed pugilist. The oxygen habit is so 
manifestly 'unfair that the practice Is 
certain not to become general. We 
want to see . men pit their skill, 
strength and endurance ag-ainst each 
other, but, we don't want to see oxy- 
gen-fed men perform on artificial 
strength.

There are, says the Manchester 
Guardian, two reasons why roadside 
tree-planting In France and other con- 
tinental countries does not damage 
the roadttays. In tho first place there 
are rarely any hedges beneath the 
trees, and consequently wind and sun 
dry up the road after rain more 
speedily. Secondly, the government 
foresters see to it that the trees make 
trunk rather than low-spreading 
branches. By judicious lopping ail the 
trees in countries where there Is gov- 
ernment oversight- are forced to lift 
their heads very high, and the foliage 
growth around the trunk is very slight. 
By tills means more solid timber Is 
secured, and incidentally the area of 
"dropping" on the roadways Is reduc- 
ed. Then, again, the French road na- 
tionale is generally very broad, and on 
either side of it are broad turf strips; 
it is In the centre of these that the 
trees are planted. One rarely sees a 
finely-spreading tree on the roadside 
in France, and never an old tree. All 
this is due to departmental oversight. 
In England of course the roadside 
trees are of niggledy- plggledy plant- 
ing and of natural growth.

With regard to the name of the tune, 
"In Memoria.m," it en me to be so des- 
ignated In connection with the death 
of Sir John Stalner's brother. Freder- 
ick Henry Stabler, who died at the age 
of three on December 30, 1874. In 
1889, when President of the Royal 
College of Organists. Sir John Stabler, 
in the course of an address to bis 
brother organists, said: "One Sunday 
afternoon, during a walk at some sea- 
side place, on turning a corner I heard 
a number of children singing a tune i 
had composed. I thought to myself, 
"I want no higher reward than this 
for all my work.' I can only tell you 
that I would not exchange It for the 
very finest monument in Westminster 
Abbey." In all probability tho hymn 
was "There's a Friend for Little Chil- 
dren." sung to the tune "In Memor- 
lam." 



Loud.on, March 13. — Thekla Hultin, 
member of the Finnish Diet and the 
first woman M.P. who has ever visited 
London, has given some Interesting de- 
tails of the manner In which the voto 
was won for women In Finland and 
the way In which it is used. 

There is nothing of an aggressive 
nature about the appearance of Dr. 
Hultin, such as many people associato 
with a woman politician. She is gen- 
tle and subdued In manner, but the 
strong, Saxon features are indicative 
of enthusiasm and will power. The 
party to which Dr. Hultin belongs is 
the Young Finns, and besides being 
a member of the Diet she holds an 
appointment under the State at the 
Statistical Bureau. During the par- 
liamentary session, which lasts three 
months, her work at the bureau Is al- 
lowed to be carried on by another of- 
ticial. 

"The women's movement In Fin- 
land," said Dr. Hultin, "began in tho 
eighties. It was greatly helped by the 
fact that most of the schools are mix- 
ed — boys and girls working together, 
and thus acquiring a common respect 
for each other's abilities, and sym- 
pathies for their alms. 

"At first the question of suffrage was 
In the background. The women were 
working to help the men towards the 
emancipation of the country from tho 
tyranny of autocratic Russian rule. 
The crisis was reached during the 
years from 1899 to 1U0G when the laws 
of Finland were openly set at defi- 
ance by the authorities, and the coun- 
try was ruled with a rod of iron. 
Scores of people were sent Into exile 
for no Just reason, the police made 
domiciliary visits and broke up homes. 
The people were reduced, In fact, al- 
most to a state of servility. 

"At last the position became Intoler- 
able. The entire people combined to 
free themselves from this terrible 
yoke. An attempt was made to crush 
the movement by force of arms. But 
the Russian force which was marched 
on Helslngfors were in sympathy with 
the people, and the authorities stood 
helpless before an organised strike of 
every Industry and at every Institution 
in the country. Railways, schools, 
shops, banks — everything stopped sim- 
ultaneously, and the great upheavel of 
1905 led ultimately to Finland's free- 
dom. 

"Deputies wore sent to St. Peters- 
burg, and on July 20, 190G, the Guar, 
who is Grand Duke of Finland, grant- 
ed adult suffrage for men and women 
over twenty-four years of age. Only 
those are disqualified who are crimin- 
als or paupers, or have not paid their 
taxes for two years. 

"The result of granting adult suf- 
frage was to demonstrate in a remark- 
able manner the strength of the wo- 
men. The numbers of those who had 
a right to voto were as follows: — 

Men : u6c,S02 

Women G6CU71 

"Out bt these totals 899,347. or 70 
per cent; of the whole, used tho vote. 

"At present there are twenty-five 
women members uf the Diet out of 
a total of 200. The 200 Include three 
married couples, who take their scats 
In the Diet together, 

Twelve women are married. One is 
a Baroness, while another was a cook 
and now represents the Finnish ser- 
vants in the Diet. The cook's name is 
Mine. Miina Sillanpaa. She has done 
wonderful work In organizing the ser- 
vant movement In Finland and now 
edits .a paper in their Interests. 

"Several women representatives are 
teachers. One is an inspector of fac- 
tories, and others are peasant women. 
Curiously enough, there urc no doctors 
or artists. 

We are paid $290 for each session, 
which lasts three months, and gener- 
ally meets on February 1. We do not 
find that active political work inter- 
feres with our domestic work any 
more than dinner parties, golf, or ten- 
nis does with the work of women in 
this country. The married women 
members with children leave them at 
home, of course, with a nurse while 
they are in the Diet, just as they 
would do if they were ensaged in 
social festivities. 

"Then? are no special seats in the 
Diet for the women. They mix in 
tile ordinary way with the men. and 
the men show 110 resentment at their 
presence. As a rule, the women con- 
line themselves to social matters and 
leave high politics to the men. 

"This is not always the case." add- 
ed Dr. Hultin. "I have mysedf advo- 
cated tho construction of a State rail- 
way line to a certain district, and have 
been successful In obtaining it." 

The advancement of the women's 
movement in Finland has made such 
progress of late that two policewomen 
have been appointed at Helslngfors 
during Hie Inst few weeks. They par- 
ade the streets just like other police- 
men but their special duty is to look 
after women malefactors.

NEW YORK STOCK MAKKET. 

(Furnished by F. AV. Stevenson & Co.) 

New York, March 13. — Hesitation con- 
tinued to be the dominant feature In 
the stock market during the past week 
with dullness in trading pronounced. 
General business Interests seem to be 
traklng a part interest particularly In 
conditions connected with tho metal in- 
dustries, ft.. Is not known, however, 
that the bank clearings are of a vol- 
ume which makes a satisfactory com- 
parison and the dry goods are enjoy- 
ing a period of activity greater than 
last year. However, the generality of 
business men are Inclined to look to the 
steel Industry as a barometer of trade 
conditions and the reduction from tinio 
to time in the various steel products 
have not up to this time had the effect 
of creating large buying by consumers, 
although in time the effect should 'be 
beneficial. The failure of the govern- 
ment's case against the Standard Oil 
company was regarded as a favorable 
factor in. affairs. Governmental action 
has served to hold a great many com- 
binations . in check. The situation In 
the near future is likely to be compli- 
cated by reductions In wages, particu- 
larly among the steel companies and 
also by the coal companies. In fact the 
employees of the latter have assumed 
a rather antagonistic attitude and per- 
haps sonio difficulty in this respect may 
be noted. The action ot the president 
and of - congress in special session is 
awaited witli interest in regard to the 
tariff revision but it seems to be the 
general Impression that the duties will 
be adjusted in a satisfactory manner 
although it will, perhaps, take two 
months before the schedules are defi- 
nitely determined. The affairs of the 
Erie railway are again brought to tho 
front. It is thought that considerable 
difficulty will bo witnessed In tho ma- 
tter of receiving the bondholders assent 
to the new issue but In this connection 
the company have until October to per- 
fect arrangements In spite of the 
gold exports on a good scale, money 
rates continue easy, and the foreign po- 
litical situation presents a much calmer 
aspect. The action of the stock mar- 
ket is indicative of support around pre- 
vailing levels but efforts to create i\ 
broad and higher market will perhaps 
be discouraged until the outlook Is 
more assuring.

Toronto unionists are getting ready 
for the American Federation of La- 
bor's 1909 convention .in the Queen 
city. One hundred ' delegates i were 
present at a recent convention of rep- 
resentatives of various Toronto local 
unions, who formed themselves Into a 
general committee to devise ways and 
mfeaens to entertain the delegates to 
the twenty-ninth annual convention 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
which will be held in November of 
this year. David A. Carey, of the 
Musicians' and James Simpson, of the 
Typographical union, were elected 
chairman and secretary-treasurer re- 
spectively. 

At the last meeting of the Trades 
and Labor Council of Moose Jaw sev- 
eral matters of Importance were 
brought forward. A communication 
was read from the Reglna Trades and 
Labor Council regarding the formation 
of a Provincial federation council, con- 
sisting of tho councils of Moose Jaw, 
Reglna, and Saskatoon for the purpose I 
of appointing delegates to attend the 
Trades Congress of Canada to be held 
at Quebec. Tho local council directed 
the secretary to write Reglna for fur- 
ther Information. It is expected that 
next year's Labor . Day celebration 
will take place either at Reglna or 
Saskatoon. 

Word was received in Chicago that 
the Attorney General of the United 
States would be appealed to \ty a New 
York mail order house to stop the use 
of the "little stickers" of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union on the 
ground that they nre a secondary boy- 
cott and in restraint of trade between 
the states. The "stickers" are placed 
on printed matter received by union 
men that does not bear the union la- 
bel. Recently a New York company 
sent out 20,000 catalogues to all parts 
of the United States. Many were re- 
turned bearing the "little sticker," 
upon which Is printed "Returned be- 
cause of absence of union label." 



tornatlonal Association of Machinists, 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Engineers, Bricklayers, Masons 
and Plasterers, and United Brother- 
hood of Carpenters. The following re- 
solution was adopted unanimously: 
"That tho meeting endorse tho idea of 
forming a trades and labor council in 
Saskatchewan, and that tho represent- 
atives present report back to their lo- 
cal unions the substanco of this meet- 
ing, and that the local unions be re- 
quested to send delegates to the next 
meeting."

B. Boniface, a workman, got a ver- 
dict of $1035 In his suit against the 
B. C. Marine Railway for damages for 
the loss of his forefinger last spring. 
He was injured while working at a cir- 
cular saw In the defendants' joiner 
shop, and the defense assorted that he 
was trying U. cut a piece of hardwood 
for a screwdriver handle at tho time. 
Boniface on tho other hand said that 
he was engaged In n piece of work for 
the company. A preliminary question 
was put to the jury as to whether or 
no Boniface was doing work for the 
defendants or for Himself at the time. 
The jury unanimously decided that lie 
was engaged on company work. On 
the general question the jury brought 
In a verdict for $1035, stating that In 
their opinion the accident was caused 
through lack of proper system In the 
shop and through the company not 
having a man to superintend matters 
and look' after the filing of the saws. 
Tho plaintiff claimed that tho fact that 
the saw was in bad shape contributed 
to his accident. 

* • » 

Tho eight-hour day will soon become 
universal In the Dominion. During the 
past three years it has been conceded 
to a large number of trades — some had 
to fight for It, others had It granted — 
but It Is uow safe to sny that two- 
thirds of the organized trades arc 
working under the eight-hour day reg- 
ulation in Canada. It was thought 
that when the agitation was first made 
for such an outrageous reform as the 
eight-hour day that the commerce and 
commercial industry of the country 
would be paralyzed and business would 
be driven from the country. But ac- 
cording to the recent statements made 
by the managers of the banks and 
great trust and loan companies, pros- 
perity has most singularly shone on 
all commercial and Industrial pursuits 
in the country. The prosperity can 
safely bo attributed to the foresight 
of the organized trades In demanding 
such nn economic reform among labor- 
ers and mechanics. The latest to make 
application for the eight-hour day Is 
Alphonso Verville, the labor member 
of parliament and president of the 
Trades and Labor Congress of Canada. 
Ho has Introduced a bill into the Do- 
minion house of commons to establish 
by statute an eight-hour day for labor 
on all Dominion public works.

Montreal, March 13.— What practi- 
cally amounts to a trado consular ser- 
vice of Great Britain in Canada has 
just been established with heudquar- 
ters In Montreal, through the agency 
of Robert Grigg, i who llus been ap- 
pointed His Majesty's trade commis- 
sioner for the Dominion of Canada. 

Mr. Grigg has been in Canada for 
the past couple of years looking into 
trade conditions in the Dominion, and 
especially studying our foreign trado 
relations, with a view to discovering 
why Canada Is one. of the younger 
countries of the British Empire which 
does not do much of its foreign trade 
with tho mother country. Mr. Grigg 
some time ago sent a report on this 
subject to the Imperial board of trade 
which was very largely commented 
upon both In England and Canada. Ho 
then recommended the establishment 
of it consular service, and his appoint- 
ment as trade commlslonesr for Can- 
ada with Instructions to organize his 
own corps of correspondents through- 
out the Dominion, Is the result. 

"We are getting into shape for work 
In Canada," said Mr. Grigg, "and It Is 
uor hope that the establishment of this 
bureau will lead to a better knowledge 
of each other's trade conditions be- 
tween" Canada and the mother coun- 
try, which should be reflected In In- 
creasing trade between the two."

T is more than nine years since Dr. 
Robertson, -now of Macdonald Col- 
lege, visited Victoria, and in an en- 
thusiastic address convinced his 
audience, of the benefits that would 
follow a thorough training of the 
hand and eye. As a result of his visit the 
Board of School Trustees accepted the offer 
of Sir William Macdonald to establish a manu- 
al training centre as an experiment — the 
school board only giving it a home. 

The annex to the Central School was 
taken for the purpose. Mr. Henry Dunnell 
and Mr. Binns come out from England and 
the experiment began. Soon the sounds of 
saw and plane and hammer were to be heard 
all day long as class after class of boys took 
their places at the benches, and the parents 
of the lads soon recognized that Manual 
Training had come to stay. 

No teachers ever worked harder or with 
more enthusiasm, and no classes were ever 
more popular than those held in this shabby 
building. It was not long, however, before 
the school authorities became convinced that 
if the best results were to be gained by the 
boys of the Manual Training School, they 
should before they began the work know 
something of drawing. The girls, too, would 
be benefited by learning drawing, design and 
color work. 

Great was the dismay among the teachers 
when they learned that they would some day 
be expected to teach, subjects of which they 
had not the most elementary knowledge. 
However, the trustees engaged to provide in- 
struction, and soon on Saturday mornings 
teachers from all parts of the city were to 
be seen wending their way to the Central 
School, where Mr. Dunnell and Mr. Binns, 
with infinite patience and courtesy, taught 
their willing, but often unapt, pupils brush 
work, drawing and, in some cases, sloyd and 
clay modelling Drawing was put upon the 
course of study; a drawing teacher, Mr. Blair, 
was appointed to the Normal School, and 
placed upon the Board of Examiners for En- 
trance to the High School, and a series of 
drawing books was placed in the hands of the 
pupils. 

The primary teachers were quick to recog- 
nize the brightness and variety that the color 
work, drawing, clay modelling and weaving 
and other forms of handiwork would lend to 
the .work of the little ones. Very soon the 
schoolrooms became places of delight. Nor 
did the lessons suffer. Reading, writing and 
number work were never more quickly learned 
than in the transformed schools. No effort at 
uniformity was made, and the pupils worked 



as the enthusiasm and the taste of each 
teacher directed. 

It was different in the case of the older 
pupils. Their course was set, and many of 
the teachers were hampered by their own 
want of the skill and deftness so hard to ac- 
quire after youth is left behind. However, 
goodwill made up for many defects. Some 
teachers had exceptional taste and talent, and 
they, with, great disinterestedness, lent their 
aid to the weaker brethren and sisters. Fair 
progress in drawing was made everywhere, 
and in a few instances excellent work was ac- 
complished both in that study and in color 
work. 

It was, however, seen that a greater uni- 
formity was desirable, and that the time had 
come when color work should be universally 
taught. Miss. L. M. Mills, Associate of the 
Royal Drawing Society and Art "Mistress of 
the Royal College of Art, London, was three 
years ago appointed supervisor of drawing. 
By this time there were many Normal School 
graduates in the schools, who had learned 
drawing. Miss Mills formed classes of the 
teachers, and with her assistance and en- 
couragement both the line and brush work 
drawing have greatly improved. The burden 
of the workTias necessarily fallen on the regu- 
lar teachers, and their painstaking care can- 
not be sufficiently admired. 

The aim of Miss Mills is to train the chil- 
dren to see things truly and to reproduce faith- 
fully what they see. The dullest and most 
awkward pupil need fear no censure from the 
Art Mistress, and every honest effort gains 
more than its meed of praise. 

On teachers and pupils alike Miss Mills 
strives in her gentle way to impress the lesson 
taught by Keats, that 



Beauty Is truth) truth 
Ye know on earth, and 



beauty, — that Is all 
yo need to know. 



Not long after the manual training centres 
for the boys had been established, the 
Woman's Council began to advocate Domestic 
Science classes for the girls. But the Board 
of Trustees, who had taken upon themselves 
that burden of sustaining the boys' classes and 
had established a new centre, were averse to 
incurring further expen.se. Finally, the ladies 
engaged to buy the apparatus needed, if the 
teacher was paid by the board and a room 
provided. One adjoining the Manual Train- 
ing was furnished, and Miss McKeand, who 
had received her training in Domestic Science 
in Boston, came to teach the girls cooking. 

A few of the teachers had long recognized 
that no girl's education was complete who did 
not know how to make and mend her own and 
her children's garments. Needlework was 
taught by some of the women teachers to their 
girls when the boys went to manual training, 
and a short course in plain sewing was given 



in the three classes in the intermediate grade 
of the Girls' School. This did not meet the 
needs of all, and through the efforts and in- 
fluence of Mrs. Jenkins, Miss Boorman was 
appointed to teach all the girls in the com- 
mon schools the. art of plain needlework. This 
work has been hitherto done with very little 
assistance from the regular teachers, and but 
few can form any idea of the arduous labor 
required of the teacher who takes full control 
during five days in the week of more than a 
thousand girls ranging from the tiny tot, who 
does not know the finger upon which the thim- 
ble should be placed, to the girl in the senior 
class, who can cut, fit and finish a garment. 

The manual work, with the except ion of 
drawing, is confined to the common schools. 
There are many who believe that in the. High 
School there should be an extension both of 
the Domestic Science and the Manual Train- 
ing work. That great good has resulted from 
the introduction of the work no one can doubt 
who has had any opportunity of watching its 
effect upon the children. A short visit to 
some of the classes showed what was actually 
going on in this second week of March, 1909. 
(Continued on Page Two) 
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Spring had come in Miss Russell's pretty 
schoolroom at Spring Ridge, where the 
teachers take pains that the effect of the some- 
what unattractive surroundings shall be coun- 
teracted as soon as the children enter the 
building. 

More than forty tiny tots of six summers 
were seated on little chairs behind small tables. 
Before them was a sand taole, on which they, 
under their teacher's direction, had laid out a 
miniature farm. The house had been con- 
structed of paper, and the small fingers had 
been busied with the making, by the aid of 
scissors, of a number of cows and horses. 
These had been placed on the table and were, 
in the imagination of the children, feeding in 
the green fields. To these city children a 
farm is one of the hardest things to explain, 
and the calves and foals, the frisking lambs 
and little pigs in which country children de- 
light, would be later additions to the farmer's 
stock. Preparations had been made for the 
barn, to the raising of which the little people 
were looking forward. On a screen were 
flocks of paper birds and butterflies of many 
sizes and shapes. The farm house was 
shaded with trees made of pussy willow 
branches gathered from a neighboring grove. 

A lesson on a farm, written on the black- 
board, was nicely read by a bonny boy, and a 
golden-haired girl, with perfect enunciation 
and intelligent expression, read a pretty verse 
about the wind, taken from a book for older 
pupils. The pictures drawn with crayon on 
the board and the bright colored chalks with 
which the little ones arc beguiled to study 
the mysteries of number, showed that the 
hand and eye arc used to suggest the ideas to 
the busy brains as well as to represent what 
has already been conceived. The manual 
work of this school is used to illustrate the 
nature and reading lessons. Another primary 
class would have been engaged in clay model- 
ing, while in others busy fingers were weav- 
ing the threads of rafia into birds' nests or 
bonnets or mats, or strips of bright paper are 
fashioned in various ways. 

Much older are the girls ot the class in 
the North Ward School who, on the morning 
of the visit, were engaged in making button- 
holes. The instruction was given by the 
teacher with the aid of a frame, on which, that 
despair of all but the most expert of needle- 
women, the rounded end of the button hole 
was worked. The bright eyes of the girls 
soon caught the secret, and their skilful fin- 
gers executed the difficult task. 

For these girls are skilful. Step by step 
they have been taught to hem. to sew, to 
stitch and to gather. Then their knowledge 
has been applied and they have carefully fash- 
ioned the placket hole, which never by any 
chance will spring open, and the band is 
put on the neatly-gathered skirt. It is for 
this that the button-hole is being prepared. 
All the work is done at first in colored cot- 
tons. But these girls are now ready not 
only to make the finest cotton or cambric 
skirt, but they know how to trim it, or a flan- 
nel one, with herringbone stitch, and to sew 
on a patch which none but the sharpest eyes 
could discover; and then its neatness would 
make it not a reproach, but something to be 
admired. This course will be completed by the 
darning, which Miss Boorman considers the 
most difficult operation of all. 

Who can doubt that these girls will make 
better wives and mothers than if they had 
been left to learn by chance an art so neces- 
sary to every housewife? 

A class of little lads in the Central School 
had, under Miss Tuck's direction, mixed their 
colors, and when the visitor entered, the boys, 
with a spray of delicate green beside each, 
were waiting for the signal to begin work. On 
the desk was a large vase full of what is one 
of the most common of our wayside plants, 
the snowberrv, or waxberry, as the children 
call it. 

Not a boy had been able to find a branch 
where the green had burst through the en- 
folding bud. But the teacher had been more 
successful. She told the lads her secret, and, 
in words that betrayed the lover of nature, 
took the boys to the path in the park that 
leads to the bear-pit, and showed the beauty 
and told of the scent that could be seen and 
felt in the bursting buds of the trees and 
shrubs that bordered it. After showing that 

There Simmer first unfolds her robes, 
Miss Tuck proceeded to examine the spray, 
and to point out its fairy-like delicacy of 
form. The children were led to see its differ- 
ence from the sprays of red currant which 
they had painted the day before — the color of 
the bark, the tint and shape of the bursting 
leaves, the way they grew from the stem, 
each supported by a tiny shoulder. Then, 
with a caution about using the points of their 
brushes, the lads went to work. Eager inter- 
est had been shown during the little talk, and 
now every pupil went to work with a will. The 
result showed varying degrees of skill, but 
not one failed to appreciate the points of 
what, in the nature of things, must have been 
a new lesson. How much that is purifying 
and elevating these boys will have learned 
before the term closes! If never, in after 
years, they should take up brush or pencil, 
they will still retain their love of nature, their 
appreciation of beauty and refinement of taste. 

A peep at the work of a senior class (Miss 
Barron's, of the Girls' Central) showed that 
the children at that stage can draw such 
models as bats, tennis racquets, balls, books 
and many other familiar objects used at home 
and at school, and arrange them in groups. 
Some of the work of these pupils showed a 



skill in design and a taste in color that was 
the result of much practice and careful ob- 
servation. A knowledge of geometrical 
drawing is required of pupils in this class, 
and of the one succeeding it, which many of 
the teachers feel might be deferred till the 
boys and girls had entered the High School. 

Crossing to the Manual Training School, a 
class of South Park boys were seen at work 
under the direction of Messrs. Binns and 
Leonard Campbell. This is a double centre, 
where 40 boys can attend at once. There is an- 
other centre under the charge of Mr. Wad- 
dington at the North Ward School, and it is 
proposed to place another in one of the new 
schools. 

In the cabinets and around the walls of 
this room arc the models finished by the most 
proficient of the pupils of former classes. To 
make a model worthy of a place in the cabinet 
is the ambition of every boy who takes his 
place at the bench. 

The boys of the class of an age to under- 
take this work, usually from eleven up to fif- 
teen, attend the school once a week and the 
session lasts for two hours. 

The young carpenters proceed first of all, 
to draw plans and elevations of models before 
them. After the sketch is finished to the satis- 
faction of the master, the boy takes his tools 
and fashions the wood to the desired shape, 
putting it together, if necessary, and finish- 
ing it as neatly as may be. The completed 
model is his own property, unless, as has been 
said, it is of such peculiar excellence as to be 
kept for exhibition. This it requires an ex- 
pert to determine, for an examination of the 
work on the benches of the boys would lead 
the ordinary observer to pronounce them all 
very good. 

From the flower stick of the little fellow 
who for the first time essays to shape the 
wood to the desired shape, to the knife box 
or ink-stand which the lad in the Entrance 
• class carries. proudly home at the close of his 
three-years' course, everything has been made 
without haste and with great care. 

But the boys are not confined to copying 
models. The work is varied by allowing 
each to make one of his very own, and very 
happy is he who has succeeded in making a 
good "'original model." By the lime the 
course, is finished the scholar can grind and 
sharpen his tools and has a knowledge of the 
manner of growth of the trees from which 
timber is made and of the texture of the wood 
of each. In this way the manual training 
work' can be co-related in a very interesting 
way to the Nature work of the schools. 

There are few boys wdio are not pleased 
when the day comes when they can, lay aside 
their books, don their aprons, take' their 
places at the benches and proceed to make 
something, and there are many who, when 
they have received their Entrance Certificate, 
wish that they might still go on with work 
that they have pursued for three years with 
such enjoyment. 

A few steps brings the visitor to the Do- 
mestic Science class, where the girls, covered 
with spotless aprons and wearing large but 
dainty caps to protect their hair, learn lo pre- 
pare the meals for the household. 

The first impression of one who opens the 
door of this room is of immaculate cleanliness. 
Tables, stoves, ledges, cooking utensils, not 
to say anything of teacher and pupils, all look 
as if they never had been, and never could 
be, dirty. A number of gas stoves and a large 



range allow of the girls boiling, broiling, fry- 
ing or baking any dish in common use in the 
family. The girls have an opportunity of test- 
ing, in the very best way, the success of their 
work, for the meal is served and eaten at the 
close of the session. 

The girls are carefully taught the value 
of the different foods, and the why and the 
wherefore of their various combinations. In 
illustration of this, Miss McKeand gave a 
lesson on milk to a bright and intelligent 
class of girls on Tuesday afternoon. By a 
series of simple but interesting experiments, 
the milk was resolved into its food principles 
and the girls learned why it was nourishing 
and why, too, it would not serve as a suffi- 
cient food to those who lived an active life. 
They were shown that there was danger of 
contamination from its exposure to the. air. It 
was easy to see that this was one of a scries 
of lessons intended to give the girls a knowl- 
edge of the various articles used for food, and 
of why they should be combined in certain 
ways to make a nourishing meal. The girls 
■were then set to wash the utensils they had 
previously been using. The neatness and 
despatch with which knives were scoured, 
tables scrubbed, dishes washed, the sink 
cleaned and caps and aprons laid away, 
showed not the least valuable aspect of the 
training received. It is such work that in 
many a home is spoken of as intolerable 
drudgery; but no sign of a frown marred the 
faces of these busy maidens. Obedience and 
willingness to receive instruction were not 
the least pleasant characteristics of the after- 
noon's work. Such lessons as Miss McKeand 
gives cannot fail to make happier housewives 
and more pleasant and comfortable homes. 

Effective work of any kind, but, perhaps, 
especially manual work, depends on the 
health of the body. Victoria was among the 
first of the cities of Canada to recognize this. 

In Mr. Ian St. Clair the trustees found an 
instructor whose whole heart was in the 
work of developing the muscles and strength- 
ening the bodies of the children. By the 
beneficence of one of Victoria's old-timers, 
J. D. Pembcrton, a gymnasium was provided 
for the school children. There the boys and 
girls are put through a course of training in 
gymnastics. But it is on the outdoor drill 
that Mr. St. Clair depends for the training of 
the majority of the children. By a system of 
carefully planned drills and other physical 
exercises every muscle is brought into play, 
while the lungs arc filled with fresh air. The 
illustration was taken while the primary 
classes at Kingston Street School were drill- 
ing on Wednesday morning. The children 
show by their whole demeanor that drill day 
is one of the happiest in their calendar. Strong 
bodies are not the only result of Mr. St. Clair's 
work among the children. His scorn of mean- 
ness, his self-sacrifice, and his interest in the 
welfare of the pupils are not without their in- 
fluence on the boys and girls of Victoria. 

No one can watch the children at the 
manual work of the schools without feeling 
that it has brought into them a variety and a 
brightness no less than a preparation for life 
too often wanting in those of former days. 

It would not be right to close this sketch 
without a tribute of hearty praise to each of 
the special teachers whose services Victoria 
has been fortunate enough to secure, and to 
the efficiency and enthusiasm of Mr. Harry 
Ditnnell, the superintendent of manual training 
for the province.

On February 14, 1779, Captain Cook* 
•Britain's great sailor, was speared to death 
on the Sandwich Islands. . . . His unique 
sea life, his mighty service to his nation, 
seemed to need such a death that it might be 
stamped for ever upon the imagination of the 
world. Walter Besant, in his admirable 
"Captain Cook," (English Men of Action 
series), says "that the successful prosecution 
of Cook's second voyage raised him to a po- 
sition of the highest respect in his own coun- 
try, where a man so seldom becomes a pro- 
phet. In other countries— at least in France, 
Holland, Spain and Russia — he was regarded 
as the greatest navigator of all time." . . . 
Looking at our British navies today, both 
types of sailor so conspicuously personified 
and illustrated in Nelson and Cook are still 
necessary. . . . 

It is curious that London, from which he 
sailed and in which he lived, has no monu- 
ment to one of its greatest sailors. Trafalgar 
square has been mentioned as a suitable spot 
for one. But wherever the monument is 
placed, it need not be overshadowed by Nel- 
son, for Cook has a glory peculiarly his own, 
which can never be diminished by another. 
The monument must be worthy, central, 
characteristic, and inspiring. . . . 

This year this society's subject for com- 
petition among the schools of the British Em- 
pire is "Captain James Cook: His Voyages 
and Discoveries, and their Value to the Nation, 
Commerce, and Christianity." The British 
and Foreign Sailors' Society has set aside 
23 handsome copper plaques, to be awarded 
to a successful competitor in each province 
of Canada, Australia, South Africa, and the 
two islands of New Zealand. These will be 
given through their respective Ministers of 
Education. As a matter of course, England, 
Scotland, Wales, and Ireland are included. 
For the minds of the young to be impreg- 
nated with lofty ideals of great sailors and 
their deeds, which not only won the Empire, 
but discovered and defended it, must be of 
the utmost value. . . . 

Perhaps, with all the marvellous changes 
(contrasting Cook's day with this day) in the 
ship, the prime factor is still the sailor. Cook 
was renowned for the care he took of his 
men. Anything done for the men, whether 
under the white or red ensigns, is a contribu- 
tion which will bring in a great return. Facts 
such as the following are constantly coming 
to our notice. Sir Percy Scott, Vicc-Admiral, 
commanding the Second Cruiser Squadron, 
writes from the Good Hope, at sea, to the 
secretary, saying: "It affords me great pleas- 
ure to be able to inform you that during the 
visit of the squadron under my command to 
Montevideo, which has just been concluded, 
the local organization of the British and For- 
eign Sailors' Society has been of the greatest 
assistance to the men while ashore on leave, 
working with others the time which they sacri- 
ficed and the trouble which they took were 
very much' appreciated by our hands." Our

EAR REFLEX: Can you tell me what 
is the matter with enclosed Vclox 
■e^^ra prints? The image comes up in the 
developer in about ten seconds, and 
goes dark all over. If I give less ex- 
posure the whites seem to fog be- 
fore it is finished developing. I am using the 
Vclox developer powders. — Tyro. 

Answer. — The prints enclosed with your en- 
quiry are undoubtedly overexposed. Try half 
or one-fourth the exposure. The cause of the 
highlights fogging is either unsafe light or too 
strong a developer. For special Vclox paper 
use one powder and 8 ounces of water. With 
regular Velox use one powder and 4 ounces 
of water. Test y'oiir light by doubling a piece 
of unexposed paper and exposing one-half to 
your dark-room light, at a distance of about 
18 inches, for 3 minutes; then develop the 
whole piece and cover up the dish whilst de- 
veloping. If the exposed half goes gray, the 
light is not safe. 



Dear Reflex: Is there any special devel- 
oper for flashlight photos? 

Answer. — No. Use the developer you arc 
used to, but it is just as well to dilute to 
about half strength, as it enables you to con- 
trol development, better, and to prevent ex- 
cessive deposit on the highlights, the usual 
fault in flashlights. 



II. Anderson. — The photo you enclose for 
advice upon is underexposed and over- 
developed in the negative, and a little un- 
derexposed in the print. That is the reason 
of the excessive contrast. In developing, you 
were no doubt over anxious to get as much 
detail as possible out of the negative, and con- 



tinued development after all the detail was 
out. Consequently you were adding density 
to the highlights, which, when printed, had 
to receive so much exposure, that* the detail 
that was there in the shadows was eaten up. 
The composition is fairly good, except, per- 
haps, the tree on the left, which is a little too 
prominent. 

Last week we made an exposure, so our 
next step is the dark room, as it is here where 
' we carry on our developing and a lot of our 
printing. It is always advisable, whenever 
possible, to set aside a small room solely to 
this purpose; but if this is not possible, the 
next best thing is the bathroom, as here you 
have water, which is a great advantage, 

Having decided on the room, t lie first 
thing to do is to construct four shelves, or 
more if possible, about 5 feet long and 6 inches 
wide; on these we keep all our chemicals. On 
the top shelf put all the chemicals that are 
not very often used, and lower down the 
chemicals that are continuously in use. Un- 
der these shelves we must have a bench or 
table to do our developing and printing. The 
next item is the light, and here we can either 
use oil or electric, there being several good 
and cheap lamps on the market of both kinds. 
The only advice I can offer in this direction 
is to get a good large light, one that has ruby 
or canary glass or fabric. By using a small 
lamp the different processes cannot be proper- 
ly watched, and the results are always un- 
certain. If the room has a window, it may 
be used as the source of illumination, the 
upper half being blacked out with some opaque 
material, such as black paper pasted on the 
glass, whilst the lower half can be glazed 
with two thicknesses of. orange glass. Over 
this there should always be a red blind to pull 
down over the orange, when the light is too 
bright; when the sun shines directly into the 



window it is almost impossible to make it 
quite safe 

The intensity of the light should be such 
that it is possible to read the directions on a 
box (jf plates at least 18 inches. To test 
the safety of the light, take a dark-slide and 
load a plate in it, then pull the shutter halt- 
way and allow the dark room light to fall upon 
the exposed part of the plate at a distance 
of 1 j inches for 2 minutes. Then put the 
plate in the developing dish, pour on the de- 
veloper and cover the dish up. If the light 
is not safe, the half that has been exposed 
will be grey or black and the other half will 
remain white. If your light is not safe, add 
an extra thickness of ruby glass or ruby fabric, 
and test again, until you get a safe light. 

The most essential point to remember in 
the dark room is cleanliness. 1 know of a 
great number of instances where negatives 
have been spoilt simply through being in a 
dirty, untidy dark room. If chemicals arc 
spilt, they dry. Then when the door is 
opened, or the floor swept, they, having dried 
on to all the surrounding objects, and if they 
on to all the surrounding obects, and if they 
settle on a negative, a chemical reaction takes 
place, and the owner finds some of his nega- 
tives covered with holes and spots and he 
either thinks that the plates were faulty or 
that be could not have washed them enough. 

Another great point to be remembered is 
to a)ways plainly label all bottles and boxes 
containing chemicals. It helps when looking 
for a certain chemical, and it prevents anyone 
taking clown the wrong bottle. Again, always 
keep all chemicals well out of reach, as the 
consequences are terrible should children get 
them, or even adults taking down a bottle in 
mistake for something else So plainly label 
and keep out of reach. REFLEX.

Admiral Lord Charles Bercsford, on the eve 
of leaving for his short cruise, writes to the 
secretary and pleads for the completion of one 
of these buildings (Weymouth Sailors' Rest), 
and says : "I am well aware what a benefit 
the. rests of your society are to the men of the 
Royal Navy and sailors in general, and the 
immense good they do in the maritime com- 
munity. . . . May all good luck attend 
you." May this word "luck," of which the 
Prayer-book speaks, take practical form.

BRITISH COLUMBIA APPLES 

The following reference to the Spokane 
apple show, and to the part played therein 
by British Columbia fruit, have been sent in 
by Hon. H. J. Turner, agent-general for 
British Columbia at. London: , 

Spokane's apple show, referred to else- 
where, seems to have maintained the States" 
reputation for big things; but there is one 
aspect of it that has not been unduly labored 
on American soil. The following letter, from 
the secretary of the Kelowna Board of Trade, 
to the Hon. J. H. Turner, the English agent- 
general for British Columbia, puts the matter 
in a nutshell : 

"Sir — I do no.t know whether you arc yet 
aware that a few weeks ago, at the Internation- 
al Apple show at Spokane, Kelowna soundly 
beat every important apple-producing point in 
the United States. We entered in fourteen 
competitions, and gained thirteen first prizes 
and a minor prize. These included nearly all 
the best prizes at the show. We got the first 
prizes for the best display, best packed box, 
best district exhibit, and so on. We got the 
$2,000 prize for the best ten boxes of Jonathan 
Apples, although that is the favorite apple of 
the United States, and every good American 
producer was in the contest. AVe got the 
$1,250 prize for the best ten boxes of Northern 
Spy apples. The only thing of any account 
that we did not get was the prize for the best 
carload of apples, and the only reason why we 
did net get it, was that we did not compete for 
it, as the distance from Kelowna to Spokane 
round by Seattle is so great as to prohibit our 
entering for that prize. With that exception, 
we swept everything before us in what many 
consider the greatest apple show ever held. 
Our prizes came to $4,370, besides medals, 
cups, spray pumps, etc." 

Kelowna, of course, is British territory, so 
that, in a well-known advertising phrase, 
"there's a reason !" — Market Growers' Gazette 

The enterprising citizens of Spokane, 
Wash., are certainly to be congratulated upon 
the success of their great apple show. It was 
not only great, but the greatest exhibition of 
its kind the world has ever seen. No less than 
5,000,000 apples, representing every variety 
grown on this planet, were gathered there. 
Thirty-seven States were represented, and 
there were apples from Canada, England, Ger- 
many, France, Scotland, Wales, Denmark and 
Japan. Several European orchardists of note 
attended the show and pronounced it "the 
greatest ever." 

The people of Spokane deserve a great deal 
of credit for the manner in which they pre- 
pared and gathered the exhibit. Thirty-five 
thousand dollars was given in premiums, the 
prizes ranging from $1,500 for the best car- 
load of standard commercial winter apples, to 
$5 for a plate of as many apples. 

There were also individual prizes of $1,000 
and $500, and fourteen orchard tracts of from 
two to ten acres of land, valued at from $750 
to $2,500. with apple trees and perpetual water 
rights. The judges were men of wide reputa- 
tion in the United States and Canada. The ex- 
hibit was a splendid success. — American Fruits. 
o

the church in the vast and unknown colony of itself, and anxiety for the. future must have 
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British Columbia, says the Church Times. ,By 
.the time of his consecration, which, took place 
in Westminster Abbey on February 24th, 1S59, 
the expansion of the Church of England, had 
commenced in full earnest. The lion-hearted 
Bishop Gray had already been at work for 
twelve years building up the church in South 
Africa. Bishop George Augustus Selwyn had 
long succeeded in impressing his forceful and 
lovable personality upon our possessions in 
the South Pacific ocean, while very nearly half 
■a century had come and gone since the day 
when Bishop Middlcton was consecrated in 
Lambeth Palace Chapel to the new Bishopric 
of Calcutta. 

A New Colony 

None the less, public enthusiasm was 
aroused to a remarkable extent by this new- 
development of the organization of the church 
abroad, which will ever be associated with the 
name, of George Hills. For many long years 
the .fair land of British Columbia, today so 
lull of abundant promise for the future, had 
remained entirely untouched by the approach 
of civilization. A few forts belonging to the 
great Hudson Bay company were the sole 
tokens of British power to be found anywhere 
on the Pacific verge of our North American 
possessions. Then, when the nineteenth cen- 
tury had about half run its course, wondrous 
tales came to the>motherland of the marvelous 
mineral wealth lying hidden away in British 
Columbia's bosom. Needless to say, in a very 
short time the -whole colony, from the Straits 
of Haro to the northern districts of lonely 
Cariboo, came to be overrun by adventurers 
. of every sort and kind. The troubles experienc- 
ed not so very far away down South in Cali- 
fornia were not by any means ancient history, 
and it was felt on all sides that a time had 
come when the old church must make a. de- 
termined forward move, and, side by side with 
a civil administration conducted with mag- 
nificent integrity by men of the type of the 
late Sir Matthew Begbic, set on foot a vigor- 
ous effort to rescue British Columbia from the 
moral, social and spiritual dangers which .were 
evidently threatening her; 

To that good and great lady, Miss- Bur- 
dett-Coutts, "the first step was due. With 
splendid generosity she came forward', and 
though she had already bestowed one bish- 
opric upon South Africa and a second upon' 
Australia, she added that of British Columbia 
was provided, Which was sufficient to endow 
was provided, which was suficient to endow 
both the new bishopric and also two arch- 
deaconries, the value of which latter to the 
Church in British Columbia, not only in its 
early beginnings, but stilfmore at the present 
day, cannot be overestimated. 

Thus the money was provided, and before 
so very long the man was forthcoming also. 
He 'was found among that splendid band' of 
clergy trained by Hook, of Leeds. He had 
undergone, a first-rate apprenticeship in the 
great northern manufacturing town, while for 
the nine years immediately preceding he had 
lived and worked among the hardy fisher-folk 
of our East Anglian coast. Under the firm 
and vigorous rule of George Hills, the parish 
of Great Yarmouth had become renowned 
throughout the length and breadth of England. 
In days when training grounds for clergy were 
few and far between, he had succeeded in car- 
rying on a work in his Norfolk parish which 
placed it almost on a level with Leeds and 
Kidderminster. 'How much the Church in 
later times owed to his inspiring leadership 
and kindly tact may be gauged from the fact 
that it was here that such men as Bishop 
Gptt of Truro and Canon Garry of Reading, to 
mention two names only, spent the early por- 
tion of their ministry. 

Bishop Hills Chosen 
So then the choice of the Church fell upon 
George Hills. He spent a few months in 
England after his consecration, during which 
he made a vigorous effort to secure men and 
-funds, being backed up with a hearty goodwill 
by Bishop Tait of London and Bishop Wil- 
berforcc of Oxford. Nor must it be forgotten 
that among those young men to whom the 
call of God came at this particular moment 
was another Leeds curate, John Sheepshanks 
by name, who followed George Hills out, to the 
distant West; and after nine years of unremit- 
ting toil at New Westminster on the banks of 
the Fraser river, returned to England, leaving 
behind him a name and a reputation in Brit- 
ish Columbia second only to that of his great 
chief. 

The obstacles which Bishop Hills had to 
encounter were truly tmormous. Over and 
above those caused by the huge distances 
which he had to traverse in an area as large 
as France and Ireland put together, at a time • 
when the railway 'was a wild dream of the 
future, there were «other special difficulties 
calculated to appal the stoutest-hearted. For 
a time everything went smoothly. The new 
Bishop's fearless faith, his great powers of 



strained the faith and the courage of the chief 
pastor almost to the breaking point. Then, 
once more, internal troubles sprang up in the 
shape of a schism in Victoria itself. Still, in 
spite of all these difficulties, the good work 
grew and prospered. On commencing 'oper- 
ations, Hills' found only one solitary clergy- 
man at work, but in twenty years' time he 
had' succeeded in dividing up his great dio- 
cese into three, portions, and when, in the 
evening of his life, he felt that the hour for 
his resignation had arrived, he departed for 
his motherland once more, to the same East 
Anglia where, he had undergone his own early 
training, leaving behind him the vast terri- 
tory-Sever which he had been placed as spirit- 
ual leader and guide well-nigh thirty-four 
years previously, manned by no fewer than 
eighty-four clergy. - 

Three years longer remained to him of 
life, though the veteran liishop was stricken, 
and his strength reduced to a mere fragment 
of what it once had been. The young Leeds 
curate to whom hejiad given his first pastoral 
charge in 1859 had by this time become Bishop 



Passing across the Gulf of Georgia to 
the mainland of British. Columbia, we reach 
that mighty hive of industry, Vancouver City, 
the most important centre, though not the ec- 
clesiastical capital, of . the diocese of New 
Westminster. In speaking of this diocese, it 
is impossible to forget the wonderful mission- 
ary career of the beloved Bishop Silllloe, who, 
commencing work when Bishop Hills divided 
tlie original diocese in 1879, labored here for 
sixteen years, leaving behind him memories 
which will never be forgotten. Vancouver 
now numbers something like 80,000 souls, and 
like its smaller neighbor, New Westminster, 
"t he Royal City," where stands I he Cathedral 
Church of the Holy Trinity, is simply throb- 
bing with vigorous commercial life. There is 
every likelihood that before so very long Van- 
couver City will become one of the strongest 
church centres to be found in the entire Do- 
minion of Canada. But apart from these two 
places, the church life in this diocese will need 
to be strengthened from outside for many 
years to come. There are no large agricultural 
areas, while a considerable portion of the soil 
is covered with dense forests, which can only 
be cleared by slow degrees. The rich mines, 
which have rendered British Columbia so fa- 
mous in the eyes of the world generally, lie 
outside its borders. Valuable and self-denying 
work has gone 011 for long years in this dio- 
cese among the pioneer settlers, while the de- 
voted labors, up in the interior, among the 



diocese of the quartz mines. It comprises an 
immense amount of gorgeous scenery, of dark 
forests and wild mountainous districts. The 
character of the diocese is wholly different _ 
from that of New Westminster. The people 
are not scattered in small settlements over 
the face of the land, but to a great extent they 
live in close proximity to one another. Hence 
Kootcnay is characterized by a large number 
of small but compact communities. Combin- 
ation is possible to a far greater extent than 
is the case in many other Canadian dioceses, 
and though the difficulties even here' are great, 
yet the people in these small townships are 
placed in a far better position for the organiza- 
tion of church life. Kootcnay, although quite 
one of the newest 'portions of the great Can- 
adian mission field, is, nevertheless, one of the 
most self-sufficing, for of eighteen clergy, no 
less than half are entirely supported by their 
respective congregations. 

The diocese came into existence in the year 
1900. It was felt at the time very strongly 
that it was an unsatisfactory state of things 
for the organization of the church in a region 
promising such rapid developments to be con- 
trolled from a centre hundreds of miles away 
on the. coast. When once this wonderful re- 
gion has come to realize itself, as it were, its 
progress is likely to be phenomenally rapid. 
The magnificent scenery which we associate 
with such names as Mount Sir Donald and 
Mount Stephen and the great Glacier of the 




of Norwich in succession to Hills' own dio- 
cesan, Bishop Pelham. Kneeling before him 
the great Bishop of Columbia was now insti- 
tuted to the cure of souls in a little Suffolk 
village, and here, tended by those he loved, he 
continued to work, so far as strength was 
given him, until he was at length called home. 
Many there are today, both in England and 
in Canada, who, as they call to mind the 
striking personality and the fearless upright- 
ness of this good man, will be heard to ex- 
claim, "Verily the memory of the just is 
blessed." 

The Growth of the Church 

The structure, the foundations of which 
were so well laid by Bishop Hills, is year by 
year coming to assume more and more im- 
posing dimensions. The one diocese is to- 
day represented by four. The Bishop of Col- 
umbia is entrusted with the spiritual over- 
sight of Vancouver Island, and a number of 
adjoining islands. The original See City of 
Victoria, the provincial capital, with its many 
beautiful buildings, lends to the diocese a 
special distinction. The glorious scenery, 
with its great panorama of mountains and the 
perfect climate, attract, year by year, large 
numbers both of tourists and residents. The 



progress of the diocese, though substantial, 
organization, and his unbounded industry, has been slow, but it is on the eve of railway

seemed to carry all before them, while, the ma 
terial prosperity which all had united in 
prophesying for British Columbia seemed to 
be within an ace of realization. The state- 
ment made at the great ,"send-off" meeting at 
the Mansion House the day before Bishop 
Hills' sailed from England in November, 1859, 



Indians, of Archdeacon Small are well known 
to many. The excellent educational work, 
too, conducted by Sisters- from the Community 
of All Hallows, Ditchingham, has been an im- 
mense boon to the whole province. Although 
the church in the diocese of New Westmin- 
ster has been confronted with no small amount 
of difficulties in recent years, yet it has never 
slackened in its progress. Fifteen years ago 
there were only 18 clergy in the diocese, 
which at: thai time embraced Kootcnay also. 
Today there are 18 clergy in Kootcnay and 33 
in New Westminster. Then, there was not, 
properly speaking, one single self-supporting 
church; today there arc [8, The endowment 
of the bishopric, too, which for many years 
has been a fruitful cause of anxiety, owing to 
the serious depreciation of the' property in 
which the funds were invested, has now been 
placed on a stable foundation once more, 
partly by reason of the excellent management 
of the property in question; partly by reason 
of a supplementary endowment fund of 
£5,000, raised mainly in England. With wise 
leadership and consistent support from out- 
side, the church in the diocese of New West- 
minster, which owes so much to the mission- 
ary zeal of Bishop Sillitoe and the gentle rule 
of Bishop Dart, will be assured of a future no 
less full of promise than that of the mother 
diocese of Columbia. 

The Youngest Diocese 
From New Westminster we pass to Kootc- 
nay, the youngest of the quartette of dioceses 
which now cover the vast field over which 
Bishop Hills was called to preside single- 
handed. Kootcnay lias been described as the 



Selkirlcs, with Okanagan Lake, Kicking Horse 
I 'ass, and Albert Canyon, attract year by year 
an increasing number of tourists. The ma- 
terial wealth of the diocese, too is colossal. 
The. cattle ranches of the Nicola Valley, the 
fruit ranches of Vernon, Summcrland and 
Peachland ; the mills of Cranbrook and the 
coke ovens of Fernie; the gold mines of Ross- 
land and the coal mines of Michel, the smelters 
of Trail and Grand Forks, with the enormous 
pastoral and agricultural wealth of the smil- 
ing Boundary country — assure to this magni- 
fio.'ni diocese at no distant time a vast, and 
wealthy population, where church life should 
find one of its strongest centres anywhere in 
Canada. 

The crying need of the diocese of Kootc- 
nay at the present lime is a bishop of its own, 
for until the needful sum required, £10,000, 
for the endowment of the 'bishopric is secured, 
it remains under the oversight of the 
Bishop of New Westminster. Vigorous efforts 
have been going on for some time past, espe- 
cially in England, for the attainment of this 
end, and at (he present moment barely 
£3,500 remain still to be collected. 

Diocese of Caledonia 

From the fastnesses of the Rockies and the 
Selkirk's we pass away northward to the im- 
mense diocese of Caledonia, Avhich will always 
be associated with the name of Bishop Ridley. 
Iii its physical features, the diocese of Cale- 
donia is largely a reproduction of that of New 
Westminster, with ils indented coast, its ex- 
cellent harbors, its heavily-timbered valleys 
and hillsides, and its glorious scenery. Up to 
'-the present time, the bulk of the church's 
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work in this diocese has been conducted 
among the Indian tribes, and in the course of 
the last thirty years (for the diocese came into 
being in the year 1879) a bounteous harvest 
has been reaped. But Caledonia, like its sisters, 
is also on the eve of startling developments. 
Within its boundaries is Prince' Rupert, the 
terminus of the new transcontinental railway, 
the Grand Trunk Pacific. Everything points 
to Prince Rupert becoming, at 'no short- dis- 
tance of time, a great commercial centre; sec- 
ond only to Vancouver. The vest area today, 
sparsely inhabited by Indians, miners, and 
fishermen, will then become a land of thriv- 
ing and populous towns. ■' ' 

There are other features, too, displayed by 
this great region where the foundations were 
so well and- truly laid 'by the first Bishop of 
Columbia, upon which space forbids us to 
dwell. We must not omit, however, some 
reference to that spirited and romantic ven- 
ture,' entitled "The Columbia Coast Mission," 
in which a work is now being carried on by 
the Rev. John Antic, among the numerous 
logging camps on the islands and bays of the 
Gulf of Georgia, which sounds almost like a 
reproduction in miniature of the work of the 
Melanesian Mission and the "Southern Cross." 

Important ecclesiastical developments af- 
fecting the province of British Columbia as a 
whole would also appear to be pending. At 
the recent General Synod of the Canadian 
church, held at Ottawa last September, per- 
mission was given for the formation of a third 
ecclesiastical province, to consist of the dio- 
ceses lying to the west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, provided that the various constituent 
portions are willing. Such a development as 
this would indeed gladden the heart of good 
Bishop Hills, were he with us today. This 
and the other grand possibilities lying ahead 
of the beautiful country which he loved so 
well, and where he worked so faithfully, would 
have seemed to' him fifty years ago one of the 
wildest dreams of the imagination. 

The Church in British Columbia 

Thus, for the time being, it is incumbent 
upon church people in the Mother Country to 
strengthen the hands of our brethren out there 
in the Far West to the very fullest extent, un- 
til the time comes, which will probably be not 
so very far distant, when the church in British 
Columbia will have become* one of the strong- 
est portions to be found in the great Domin- 
ion. There is, however, one great, and crying 
need, for lack of 'which the .church in the 
West is sadly hampered. At vhe present mo- 
ment there' is no institution of any sort or 
kind - in- the province in which a young man 
who feels called to the sacred ministry may 
receive the needful training. The opportunity 
has, however, now at length arrived. The 
machinery has already been provided by the 
provincial legislature for the establishment of 
a great university for the whole province, 
while they have further set apart no less than 
2,000,000 acres of land for the purpose of en- 
dowment. The University of British Colum- 
bia, when once it is started, seems likely to 
become one of the strongest educational cen- 
tres anywhere in the North American contin- 
ent. The leaders of the. church have wisely 
decided to throw in their lot with the prov- 
ince and to establish an institution, which will 
be known as St. Mark's College, the main ob- 
ject of which will be the training of British 
Columbia's future clergy. It will be attached 
to the university as a self-governing hostel, 
and its students, though possessing their own 
chapel, and under the guidance of their own 
officer, will nevertheless be enabled to- partici- 
pate in all the many advantages derivable from 
a great centre of higher education. 

The establishment of St. Mark's College is 
the object which those in England who are 
responsible for the celebration of the fiftieth 
anniversary of the consecration of Bishop Hills 
and the consequent founding of the church in 
British Columbia have set before themselves. 
The foundation of an institution, which cannot 
fail at no short distance of lime to become one 
of the church's strategic outposts, is a magni- 
ficent goal at which to aim. it "would be in- 
deed difficult to find any object which should 
at once be a truer memorial or a nobler thank- 
offering for God's mercies during the past 
fifty years than this, ft would be but the 
logical development, after all, of the magni- 
ficent pioneer work carried on at the cost of 
such labor and self-sacrifice by one who has 
been justly designated as "England's Apostle 
to distant Columbia."

REPUTATION AND CHARACTER 

"My reputation is what men say of me; my char- 
acter Is what I am." So said Theodore Tllton in his 
essay on "The Problem of Life," which lie declared 
to be the development or character. The distinction 
between character and reputation is well taken, and 
ought not to 'be lost sight of. If the existence of the 
individual man is not confined to the present life, 
if when the door at the end of his corridor of years 
is opened and lie steps out Into the unknown region 
beyond, he takes with him the qualities which lie has 
developed here, character is of immeasurably greater 
importance than reputation, for it is inconceivable 
that the latter can follow him through the portal 
Which wo call death. To a certain extent one's repu- 
tation is not of his own making. We are all too much 
given to "measuring other people's corn in our own 
half bushel." We are prone to judge of the acts of 
others, not as we ourselves would like to be judged, 
but according to our knowledge of how we ourselves 
would bo likely to act or bo inllueneed under similar 
circumstances. We see a man who is earnest in 
endeavoring to promotp the public welfare as ho 
understands it, and because we ourselves would not 
bo willing to do as ho is doing without being assured 
of some direct advantage, we suspect him of some 
hidden "graft" and refuse our assistance, although 
wo know that what ho is doing would be for our own 
advantage. We see a lady, who is always, bright, 
kindly and cheerful, one who refuses to notice petty 
slights, and we say of her that she is pushing herself 
forward for social notoriety. Many a man has had a 
reputation for a desire to forward his own ends, when 
lie has only been endeavoring to promote the public 
welfare as he sees it: many a woman has had a repu- 
tation for callous forwardness, when she lias only 
been full of kindness and possessed of a mind that 
refused to think evil of others. And so it conies about 
very often that "virtue is its own reward" for the 
very excellent reason that society refuses to recog- 
nize it, and therefore permits it to go unrewarded. 
As a matter of fact the world is always willing to 
reward virtue, when it thinks it has discovered it, 
and the result is that honors are often misplaced. 
The poseur gets in the limelight and the world applauds 
Mm, while the real man is hidden in the darkness of 
the wings. Half the fame which men have depends 
upon their reputation and their character has nothing 
whatever to do with it. Mankind is a god-creating 
race, it peoples the unseen with full-fledged gods 
and the seen with demi-gods. We arc always on tin; 
look out for people whom we can set up on a pedestal 
and worship from near at hand. The desire of the 
Israelites for a Golden Calf was the most natural 
thing in the world. They wanted a god that they 
could see; and ever since their time, and doubtless 
long before, humans have been busy making demi- 
gods. They are made out of reputations, and the 
reputations may or may not be a true indication of 
the character of the persons to whom we give them. 
Tilton, in his Essay, expressed his indifference to 
reputation, but he made a great mistake. When the 
Latin poet wrote: 

"The evil that men do lives after them; 
The good is often interred with them." 

ho realized how true it is that we are always watch- 
ful for the wrong things a man does and are careful 
to remember them; while we are careless about their 
good acts and soon forget them. It follows from what 
has been said that we cannot wholly create our own 
reputations, for these depend very largely upon tho 
manner in Which our acts are understood by others. 

Tho development of character is quite another 
matter. This is wholly dependent upon ourselves. 
Someone has written: 

"My mind to me a kingdom is," 

and there is nothing more true than that our real 
selves may become a realm wherein we are supreme 
and in which we can live, serene and content, no mat- 
ter what outside conditions may be. "Mens conscla 
sibi recti," a mind that knows Itself to be right is 
the most valuable of all human possessions. The poet 
Horace told us that, when the arrows of misfortune 
were hard to be borne, when poisonous Slander 
struck at him with her envenomed tongue, he could 
wrap himself in the cloak of his virtue, and seek 
poverty unashamed. Reputation may be lost through 
no fault of our own, for no man is strong enough at 
nil times to be able to overcome his environment; but 
character need never be lost. We can always main- 
tain it unimpaired, if we are honest with ourselves. 
Self-respect is a priceless possession. Perhaps if one 
should say that the preservation of self-respect should 
•be our chief aim, he would not be very far astray, for 
our ideals would advance with our efforts to attain 
to them. Perfection must always be beyond us, but 
we can always advance towards it, and as we ascend 
the heights of nobility of character the field of view 
broadens. As one who, emerging from the shadows 
.at the base of a mountain peak and climbing upwards, 
sees his horizon growing wider and wider, until at 
length the summit being reached, the view is limited 
only by his powers of vision, so as we advance to- 
wards the development of character we see from day 
to day how much more it means. We may never hope 
to reach the pinnacle of our aspirations and see In- 
finite Good as it really is, but there is a happiness In 
tho expanding outlook as we ascend that those who 
live in the lower shadows cannot hope to know. 

It is unfortunately not always true that if we are 
careful to build up our characters aright our reputa- 
tions may be trusted to take care of themselves, for 
jealousy and malice rarely find difficulty In impugning 
the motives inspiring our actions; but as a general 
proposition it is true that a man's reputation is the 
reflection of his character. If the former lias (laws In 
it, something corresponding to them can generally bo 
discovered in the latter on careful Inspection. This 
is not always true, because, as was said at the outset, 
our reputations are what others say about us, and 
the thoughts and utterances of others are beyond our 
control. Yet in tlie end character triumphs over rep- 
utation, if it is of the kind that really rings true, so 
that if we value popular applause more than our 
honest approval of ourselves, we may even hope to 
gain that if we deal with real honesty and fairness 
to ourselves. But at the best, our reputation Is 
ephemeral. An accident may destroy it. We may 
find ourselves compelled to bear the responsibility 
ifor the wrongs of others because loyalty to our own 
ideals prevents us from laying blame where it belongs. 
Character, if it Is built upon a good foundation, is so 
far as can be judged by our finite senses eternal. 
If the individuality of man extends beyond this life, 
it is an achievement worthy of effort to build up a 
character which, when It drops the rags of reputa- 
tion as the Veil is lifted, can stand serene and un- 
ashamed in tho Presence beyond.

PHILIPPI 



_No matter how our sympathies may be aroused 
by' the story of the murder of Julius Caesar, the 
fact cannot be disguised that Brutus was the leader 
of the Democratic party in Rome and that the fam- 
ous crime was committed as a measure of political 
reform. Tho deeds of men in those days cannot be 
jmlged by the standards which prevail now. Brutus 
was a reformer, but unfortunately ror the future 
history of Rome tho people wore too much in love 
with their chains to appreciate his efforts to set them 
free. That he felt compelled to resort to murder in 
order to prevent the establishment of a tyranny 
shows to how low a plane popular sentiment in Rome 



had fallen. After the historic events referred to 
confusion rolgnod In Rome. The Ingenuity of Mark 
Antony restored order after a few days and a de- 
cree was passed by the Senate on his motion grant- 
ing a general amnesty to all who had taken part In 
the murder. Shakespeare In his play has given the 
substance of what occurred, although ho has not fol- 
lowed the exact sequence of events and has taken 
some liberties with them. Thus he represents An- 
tony as exhibiting tho body of Caesar at the climax 
of his funeral oration, whereas it was a wax figure 
that was exhibited. The effect of his oration was as 
represented by the dramatist, only even more in- 
tense. It loft Antony master of Rome. Brutus and 
his fellow conspirators lied. Shortly after young 
Octavius appeared on the scene. There was a strug- 
gle between him and Antony for supremacy and the 
struggle extended over all Northern Italy, but in the 
end an agreement was readied and Antony, Octavius 
and Lepidus, the latter much tho older of the three 
and at one time in supreme command of the army, 
formed what is known as tho Second Triumvirate. 

Brutus and Cassilis had left Italy not long after 
Caesar's death, that is in the autumn of 44 B.C., for 
the eastern provinces that had been assigned to 
them by tho Senate. Antony sought to weaken their 
influence by authorizing Dolabella, Caesar's son-in- 
law, to take over the government of Syria, and his 
own brother Caius to assume control of Macedonia, 
but Brutus and Ca3slus prevailed over them and in 
tlie summer of 43 B.C. were supremo all over the 
East. They failed to realize that a conflict with 
Antony must come about sooner or later and wasted 
that year and the next in petty raids and needless 
plunderlngs of the cities of Asia Minor. It was at 
tliis time that Brutus had his celebrated vision. 
Here is the story as Plutarch relates it: 

"Brutus was on tlie point of transporting his 
army from Abydos to the opposite continent, and the 
night before he lay awake In his tent, according to 
he custom and in deep thought as to what he should 
do in the war; for it was natural for him to watch 
a good part of tlie night and no general ever required 
so little sleep. With his senses all about him, ho 
heard a noise at the door of his tent, and looking to- 
wards tlie light, which now burned very low, 
he saw a terrible appearance in tho human form, 
but of prodigious stature and the most hideous as- 
pect. At first he was struck with astonishment, but 
when he saw it neither did nor spoke anything to 
him but stood in silence by his bed, ho asked who it 
was. The spectre answered, "I am thy evil genius, 
Brutus; thou shalt see me again at Philippi.' Brutus 
answered boldly, 'I'll meet thee there,' and the spec- 
tre Immediately vanished." 

It was to meet an invasion of Thrace by the forces 
of Antony that Brutus returned from Asia Minor. 
The opposing armies met at Philippi. Brutus and 
Casslus had 80,000 infantry and 20,000 cavalry. An- 
tony's forces were at first inferior in numbers but 
were reinforced so that they exceeded his opponents. 
Neither force was well provided with food, and a 
battle was precipitated by Brutus against the advice 
of Casslus. The latter led the attack against the 
troops led by Octavius, the former that against An- 
tony. The result of the day was indecisive, chiefly 
through the failure of Brutus and Casslus to keep 
informed of each other's movements. Lack of knowl- 
edge on this point led the former to send a detach- 
ment of cavalry to tho latter's camp. When Casslus 
saw them coming lie thought they were the enemy, 
and he retired to his tent, where ho afterwards was 
found dead, pierced through the heart with the dag- 
ger with which he had stabbed Caesar. Wbether his 
death was a suicide, or whether ho was slain by his 
freedman Plndarus, who was alone with him at tho 
time, was never known. Plndarus disappeared ut- 
terly from sight. 

The position of Antony and Octavius was now 
such that if Brutus had remained Inactive, they 
would have been compelled to withdraw to Italy, but 
ho failed to keep himself informed of tho unfortun- 
ate condition of his opponents and twenty days after 
the death of Casslus led his troops out to a second 
attack. The lighting which ensued was simply an 
exhibition of brute force and when night came neither 
side had greatly the advantage, although Brutus 
was forced to retire. Tlie next day lie urged his 
troops to renew tlie attack, but they refused, and lie 
thereupon retired to the depths of a little forest witli 
a few close friends, whom he besought to slay him. 
They refused with horror, until at length his freed- 
man Strabo hold the sword for him and lie threw 
himself upon It. Others of tho party followed his 
example. Thus perished the man of whom Shake-' 
gpeare lias taught us to think as "the noblest Roman 
of them all," and with him fell the Roman Democ- 
racy as exemplified In the rule of the Senate. He 
was a man of many excellent parts, studious and , 
affectionate. His ingratitude to Caesar Is tho one 
inexplicable act in his career. How he was esteemed 
in his domestic relations Is shown by tho fact that 
his wife refused to survive him. Closely watched 
so that she might do herself no harm, she took oc- 
casion, under the pretext of warming herself, to fill 
her mouth witli burning charcoal, arid died a horrible 
death. 

in his description of the battle of Philippi, Plu- 
tarch speaks of remarkable incidents following tlie 
death of Caesar. 'Part of what he says Is as follows: 

"The most signal phenomenon in the heavens was 
Ithat of a great comet, which shone very bright for 
seven nights ofter Caesar's death and then disap- 
peared; to which we may add the fading of tho Sun's 
lustre; for his orb looked pale all that year; he roso 
not with a sparkling radiance, nor had the heat he 
afforded Its usual strength. The air, of course, was 
dark and heavy for want of that vigorous beat which 
clears and rarifles it; and the fruits were so crude 
and unconeoctod that they pined away and decayed 
through the chilliness of the atmosphere." 

Such were the material conditions prevailing at 
this time of terrible political stress In Rome, and 
there was little wonder that the people saw in It a 
proof of the anger of the gods against those who bad 
slain Caesar, and were ready to acclaim Octavius 
as "Augustus" and make him supreme in the state.

THE PERUVIANS 

One of the most eminent of Peruvian rulers, Tupac 
Inca YupanquI, had a favorite maxim that ran as 
follows: "Science was not Intended for the people, 
but for those of generous blood. Persons of low de- 
gree are only puffed up by it, and rendered vain and 
arrogant. Neither should such meddle with the af- 
fairs of government; for this would bring high of- 
fices into disrepute, and cause detriment to the state." 
This maxim fairly describes tlie attitude of the 
Peruvian monarchy towards the people. It watched 
over them zealously, and eared for their physical 
and moral welfare, displaying always towards them a 
parental affection, but It treated them as children. 
They were the pupils, tin; Incas were the teachers, 
and they expected implicit obedience at all times. 
Only members of the royal family were instructed 
by tho wise men or "Aamautas." There was but one 
sclonco which the people were required to master, 
and that was the science of husbandry. 

To a certain extent tlie national history of the 
Peruvians was handed down from one generation to 
the other through tlie ballads of the minstrels. The 



people were versed in dramatic art and the more 
tulentcd among them performed plays, serious, tragic, 
and comic. In fact they were proficient In most of 
the gentler arts, rather neglecting the study of war- 
fare. Indeed they battled only to spread the en- 
lightenment of their own religion and civilization, 
feeling morally bound to do so. They had some little 
knowledge of astronomy and geography, and a certain 
rude equivalent to our alphabet, though they pro- 
duced nothing as decipherable to us as the picture- 
writing of their contemporaries the Aztecs. The 
science of husbandry, however, was one in which all 
were proficient, from the Inca himself, who at a cer- 
tain season of the year turned up the sods with a 
golden plough, down to the meanest of his subjects. 
In their knowledge of agriculture the Peruvians are 
said to have surpassed every other American race. 
The country in some places was very difficult to cul- 
tivate, but no obstacle proved insurmountable to tho 
race of the Incas. When the soli was sandy and 
sterile, irrigation was accomplished through the aid 
of aqueducts or canals which brought the water from 
some elevated lake to the barren land, causing it to 
produce in abundance. In some cases these aqueducts 
woro four or five hundred miles long and laid over 
almost impassable mountains. In parts where the 
country was too precipitous to be tilled, the land was 
cut into terraces faced with rock, which terraces de- 
creased In widtli from being many acres in extent 
at the base of the mountain, to become a mere strip 
at the top. Tlie Peruvians were skilled in all 
methods for enriching and working the soli, and the 
Whole of the country may be said to have been a 
paradise of bloom from tlie smiling valleys to the 
terraced hills. Of mechanical arts they had some 
knowledge, and it Is true of them, as It Is true of tho 
Mexicans, that they used tools of some metallic com- 
position which were as strong as steel, though of 
what the composition was we are quite ignorant. 

These people had a characteristic architecture 
which rose to its highest state of perfection in their 
temples. The most renowned of these religious edi- 
fices was in Cuzco, and of such rich workmanship was 
it and decorated in such a- costly manner that It was 
known as the "Place of Gold." The outside walls of 
this temple were composed of porphyry and granite, 
with a broad belt of gold let into the stone and form- 
ing a sort of frieze encompassing the whole exterior. 
Within it was ablaze with precious metals and gems. 
On the western wall was an effigy representing the 
sun. Here the life-size figure of a man was engraved 
on an enormous plate of gold, and ornamented with 
gleaming Jewels. From this golden plate emerged 
slender shafts of the same metal representing the 
sun's rays. The rising sun each morning fell upon 
the wonderful piece of workmanship, making It blaze 
most brilliantly and reflect back again tho light of 
heaven upon the golden plate and studs and orna- 
ments of every kind with which the Interior of the 
temple was decorated. The Palace of the Moon ad- 
joined the Temple of the Sun. It was similarly built 
without and within, except that Instead of gold, silver 
was used as being more appropriate. There were 
temples to tho Stars, to the Thunder, to the Lightning, 
and to the Rainbow, all decorated characteristically 
with gold, silver, and precious stones. "All of the 
utensils of every description appropriated to the use 
of religion were of gold and sliver. Twelve immense 
vases of the latter metal stood on the floor of the. 
great saloon in the temples filled with the grain of 
the Indian corn; tho censors for the perfume, the 
ewers which held the water for sacrifices, the pipes 
which conducted it through subterranean pipes into 
tho buildings, the reservoirs that received It, even 
the agricultural implements used in the gardens of 
the temples were all of tho same rich materials. The 
gardens like those described belonging to tlie royal 
palaces, sparkled with flowers of gold and silver, and 
various imitations of the vegetable kingdom. Animals 
also were to be found there— among which the llama 
with Its golden fleece was most conspicuous— executed 
in the same style and with a degree of skill which, in 
this instance probably, did not surpass the excellence 
of the material." 

The Incas and the great nobles of Peru were 
allowed a plurality of wives, the humbler classes of 
men were content and probably happier with one. 
The brides of the Inca were chosen from among the 
"Virgins of the Sun." These were young maidens 
who as little children had been dedicated to the deity, 
placed in convents and tenderly cared for, and in- 
structed in religious and household duties. They 
were allowed no communication with the outside 
world, and if. as sometimes happened, one of them 
was discovered in an "affaire d'amour," she was 
burled alive and her lover strangled, the town or 
village to which he belonged was burned to tho 
ground, and the spot whereon it stood declared unholy 
ground. At a marriageable age the most beautiful 
among tlie Virgins were chosen for the Inca. His 
concubines numbered hundreds, sometimes thousands. 

Tlie marriage ceremony consisted of the Joining 
of tlie couple's hands by the Inca or some one in 
authority, and no marriage was lawful without the 
consent of the parents. At the conclusion of the 
ceremony the bride and bridegroom were conducted 
to their house with its allotment of land which the 
state had presented to them. All murriages took 
place on the same day of the year, and it was natur- 
ally a time of great feasting and joy throughout tho 
entire kingdom. 

We are told by Spanish chroniclers that no better 
system of government could have boen devised for 
tho Peruvians than that of the Incas. Under their 
gentle yot dominant rule the people were content and 
free from vice, and pursuing a course which was con- 
stantly leading to their further enlightenment. "Had 
the love of conversion and not the love of gold ani- 
mated the breasts of tho conquerors," writes Prescott, 
"they would have found the Peruvians well fitted to 
receive the teachings of Christianity." 



THREE MONTHS' NIGHT 

A writer in the London Magazine describes a 
visit ho paid last year t the Esquimaux of Baffin's 
Bay. 

Tlie winter "igloos" or snow houses, are much 
more pretentious erections than the summer "tupecs " 
or tents of skins, and are made to resist the ex- 
treme cold of the Arctic winter, and to serve as a 
comfortable hibernating place for the months dur- 
ing which the sun never rises above the horizon The 
foundation is usually made of stones, upon whl<m 
cleverly shaped blocks of snow are built up to form 
a dome-shaped hut. After these have frozen togeth- 
er the Interior Is lined with skins. 

A long tunnel is then constructed to serve as a 
porch, this being built very low and narrow, necessi- 
tating an entrance being made on hands and knees 
closing the. first skin door before opening the second' 
so as to admit as little of tlie icy atmosphere as 
possible. 

Heat is supplied by an "ikomar," or oil stove, 
made from a kind of soapstoh'e in the shape of an 
oval saucer. It Is filled with seal or walrus oil, never 
very sweet-smelling, and usually very rank. 

In this floats the wick, which is made of moss 
This stove not only serves for heating, but also for 
cooking purposes, though 1 believe the greater part 
of their food is eaten raw, or at any rato not more 
than warmed through. 

I saw one man oat quite four pounds of raw 
bear-meat, which was frozen as hard as a rock, only 
waiting for a second for it to thaw in his capacious 
mouth. 

At the back of the "igloo." at the end remote from 
the door, Is a raised bench covered with skins 
which serves as a sleeping chamber. Hero tho whole 
family turn in, taking off every vestige of clothing, 
(Hiding quite sufficient warmth In the thick bear and 
deer skins which serve ua blankets.

i OME of us seem destined by nature to 
be lookers-on at the big events o£ life. 
The great crises pass us by. We 
havo never plumbed the height or 
depths of human passion, or taken a 
leading part in the drama of the world. 
We watch the principal figures in many 
a thrilling story. We seo further ' Into 
their hearts sometimes than the actors 
havo any idea. But to bo the hero or heroine our- 
selves — ah no! such a foremost role is out of the 
question. 

It Is not always to be understood why some peo- 
ple should be fated to take this secondary place. A 
girl grows up pretty and clever, and all her friends 
predict marriage as a certainty. But the year roils 
on, In which she has "come out," and yet another 
and another year, and one by one her contemporaries 
find new homes and become Immersed in now Inter- 
ests and she remains where she was. It may be that 
she expected too much of life; she could not be con- 
tented with anything but the best, and looked for an 
impossible ideal. 

But a day comes at last, when sho realizes that 
she is young no longer, and there is nothing to show 
for the golden years of her life. , 

Other lookers-on nro found among the middle- 
aged: kindly, sympathetic men and women,, who 
have not forgotten the days when they too had all 
•tho world before them, and who take a lively Inter- 
est in the doings of another generation. 

They remember the intolerance and egoism of

There is a certain typo of man who rather prides 
himself on keeping out of public affairs and in cul- 
tivating a detached, impersonal attitude towards life 
in general.

There is another saying, that it is better to be a 
Ibusy fool than a lazy one and I think the part of 
onlooker is often an excuse for lack of energy and 
want of ambition. 

HABIT 

We hear a great deal about the "chains of 
lhabit," or how "habits are hard to break," and so 
forth. 

. All this is true enough, but why assume that 
.habits must be bad, and that we need, or desire to 
break them? 

Even a chain is a good thing If it holds an an- 
chor, or if by it we hitch our wagon to a star. 

The power of habit is one of the most useful of 
natural forces, and we should learn to enjoy Its ser- 
vice and not fear it. 

Wise old Mother Nature, proceeding along the 
line of least resistance, had in view an economy of 
life-force when the power of habit was formed. 

The whole business of Nature may be described 
as the transmission of force. 

We may observe that^such and such a business is 
going on, and that we are In tho game whether wo 
like it or not. 

Being in It, we wish to play well, for no better 
reason than that success Is. pleasure. 

In this great game of forces the human mechan- 
ism finds itself possessed of a little private battery 
called the will. 

Wo are not all-powerful creators; we must rec- 
ognize the supremacy of the great underlying law; 
but though moved by wind and current, we are no 
logs of driftwood, we have still within us a propeller, 
a little engine that can push and steer. 

Tills power of ours Is a most precious posses- 
sion. By its use wo can manage natural forces as 
no other creature can; wo may to a certan extent 
manage even our own Instincts and impulses — yes, 
oven our own habits. 

But it is a costly power, slowly accumulated 
through long ages of evolution; and Nature gives us 
tho vehicle of habit, that we may he saving our 
steps withal. t 

Do a tiling but twice, and the discharge of ner- 
vous force along the channels becomes easier. 

Do it a hundred times, and it is easier than not. 
Do It every day, and you can do it in your sleep. 

When you learn a new process, be it in the art of 
walking, so difficult to the baby, or that of riding 
a bicycle or playing the piano, at first you must use 
your will. 

You havo to push, to "put your mind on It," to 
send voluntarily the power Into your feet or fingers 
or wherever it is wanted. 

But this uphill work Is soon replaced by tho 
smooth-running wheels of habit; and then instead of 
pushing you may ride. 

Even the initial act of governing one's habits may 
in itself become a habit, and so be easy to us. 

It is no harder for a king to be a king than It Is 
for a slave to be a slave — and it Is not hurd for 
either, it is a habit and ho is accustomed to It, 

In view of these facts — good, solid, provable facts 
— is it not a pity that we should cry out ugalnst our 
horses because now and again one of them runs 
away with us? 

"My habits are wormed," some tell us, as solemnly 
as if Nature made them out of rock. 

Of course they aro formed, a baby forms habits 
before It is weaned, and goes on forming and re- 
forming them as long as it lives. The point Is, that 
at any ago wo may consider our habits, examine 
them and change them at will, change them all, If 
we so desire. It is easier in youth, to be sure, but it 
may bo done as long as any consciousness and any 
will power remains. 

"I have no will power," some will say. Even 
here habit is tho main question. If one uses the 
will, never so little, but regularly, It soon becomes 
a habit, and then Is easy. 

Tho 
habit of command is easily developed. 

There are plenty to teach physical culture and 
cause our biceps to bulge and our chests to expand;

"It is so difficult to get up In the morning," says 
one. Make it a habit, and In a little while it will be 
difficult to. stay in bed late.

To form habits we must mako up our minds to 
stick to what we mean to do.

GOWNS AND GOSSIP 

The modified Dlrectolre modes Beeni likely to pre- 
vail during the spring and summer, but in Paris and 
Vienna they talk of lorrg waists, pointed deeply in 
front, and panniers. The tight sleeves and close 
fitting bodices undoubtedly favor tills fashion, but I 
do not expect any sudden change in the fashion of 
dress, and doubt whether Englishwomen will ever 
accept such a pronounced style as the pouffed pan- 
niers and the long Elizabethan bodice. 

The high waisted skirt is certainly loss exaggerated 
and in front is now very little higher than the ortho- 
dox length. It is only moderately raised at the back, 
where it is round, or fastens up on to the bodice, 
but the point is rarely seen. Ono very welcome re- 
vival is the bolero, which, very short, with a broken 
edge, and the neck open in some fashion, is shown 
much braided, or inlet with strips of soutache on net. 
This abbreviated bolero will be worn with the high 
waisted skirts, the sleeves of barely half length, with 
turned up cuffs, showing a long close-fitting under- 
sleevo of contrasting material, such as tucked silk, 
net or lace. One such model Included in a smart 
trousseau was of smoke grey drape de sole, a silky 
supple cloth without much face. The sheath skirt 
fastened up tho left side with several dozen crochet 
buttons and connecting loops of cord, and the rather 
high -waist, was simply finished with folds of dull 
grey satin and an old silver button. Tho bodice sug- 
gested a short scalloped bolero of the. cloth, covered 
with soutache braiding, and close litting sleeves, 
reaching half way up to the elbow, also covered with 
the tiny raised braid, and a turn-up cuff of cloth 
with small silver buttons. Beneath were long rucked 
sleeves of soft grey satin, and the square Opening in 
the bolero was filled In with ■ a deep yoke of fine 
tucked net applique, witli motifs of guipure, and ono 
little band of exquisite pink and silver embroidery. 

A smart modiste declares that beads will appear 
on summer gowns, and some exquisite models of tho 
high-necked domt-tolletto and afternoon variety aro 
already shown, with beads intermixed in the em- 
broideries. Lovely, trimmings of tho .insertion type, 
or hefthe, and bretolle arrangements aro of net, 
matching the cloth, and worked In soutache of a 
lighter or darker tone. This makes an exquisite 
trimming in grey, or golden brown,' the gown lined 
with coior to show through tho braided net. 

Tho now high crowned and almost brlmloss hats 
are so now and so entirely 'In keeping with Dlrcc- 
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/ toiro gowns, that they will undoubtedly he ac- 
cepted, and moreover, 'they add materially to 
tho height, and aro ' smart and becoming to 
those who can wear them, though to some peoplo 
.they are- anything but becoming.. But after all, fash- 
Ion matters very little tu a good-looking woman -who 
'lias preserved her complexion and who Is fortunate 
enough to possess white or grey hair. An indescrib- 
able charm will pervade her, which never belongs to 
tho klressed-up old lady who likes to be as smart as 

• her grand-daughter. Old age Is always more beauti- 
ful when It retires from competition as regards fash- 
ion and is content to be very simply dressed. The 
softening Influence is most Important. The jabot, for 
example, is never out of fashion for the elderly lady, 
for what is more becoming than a pleated net cravat 
edged with lovely old lace and a soft tucker of the 
same delicate lace nt tho nock? I know one old lady 
who has always worn wrist ruffles. Fashion may 
como and fashion may go,, but she knows that old 
diamond rings look much more effective when they 
aro worn on hands which are veiled with delicate 
meshes of old valenclonnes or Mechlin.

STOCKINGS 

This is a dainty subject, and one full of Interest. 
It might not seem to bo so, from the title, and also 
from an ordinary, necessary, and even uninteresting 
article of feminine attire, that at first glance It 
might seem that there is very little to be said on 
tho subject. 

Let me, however, give you an extract from past 
records. On the 30th of April, 15G0, SJr Thomas 
Gresham writes from Antwerp to Sir William Cecil, 
Elizabeth's great minister, "I have written Into Spain 
for silk hose both for you and my lady your wife, to 
whom it may please you I may be remembered." 

These silk hose, of black, we learn, were accord- 
ingly soon after sent by Gresham to Cecil, and 
created quite a Stir, 

It is generally believed, however, that stockings 
of silk were first worn by Henry II. of Franco in 1517. 

Hose, It should bo noted, were, up to the time of 
Henry VIII. made, out of ordinary cloth, and tho com- 
moner sort were buttoned down flu- miter sldp. "tid 
worn by both men and women.. The King himself 
had ills formed, a yard wide, out of tafteta. it i,as 
purely by chance tlint ho could obtain a silken pair 
from Spain. His son Edward received as a present 
from Sir Thomas Gresham — "a very great present," 
according to Stow— a pair of long Spanish silk stock- 
ings. For many years afterwards these silk stock- 
ings were all the vogue among those who could af- 
ford to pay for them. They were quite a rarity un- 
less tlie purse were full. 

To go to Stow again. "In the second year of Queen 
Elizabeth, her silk woman, Mistress Montague, pre- 
sented Her Majesty with a pair of black knit silk 
stockings for a Now Year's gift; tho which, after 
a few day's wearing, pleased Her Highness so well, 
that she sent for Mistress Page, and asked her whore 
sho had them, and If she- could help her' to any 
more; who answered, saying "I made them very 
carefully, of purpose only lor Your Majesty, anil 




seeing these please you so well, 1 will presently set 
more in hand." 

"Do so," quoth the Queon, "for indeed I like silk 
stockings so well, because they are pleasant, line and 
delicate, that henceforth I will wear no more cloth 
stockings." And from that time to her death, tho 
Queen never wore cloth hose, but silk stockings." 

Now, hose, or hosen, were originally a covering 
for the legs, or closo-fiitlng trousers, or breeches, 
as formerly worn, reaching up to the knoe. 

"His youthful hose, well-saved, a world too wide 
For his shrunk shank." 

As a matter of fact, "stocking" means a knitted 
web covering for tho whole body, and stockinet is 
an elastic knit textile fabric of which stockings and 
undergarments are made. I speak by tho card, and 
not by perversions of tho modern manufacturer. 

One account, declares that William Rider, a Bon- 
don apprentice, seeing at tho house of an Italian 
merchant a pair of knit worsted stockings from 
Mantua, made a pair like them, tho first made in 
England, which lie presented to tho Earl of Pem- 
broke In 1661. And in 15S9, twonty-flvo years later, 
just after the attempted Spanish invasion, and when 
tho Spanish Armada, which was to launch upon the 
shores of Great Britain was absolutely routed, a 
certain William Lee, a clergyman of Combrldge, was 
refused a patent tor making knitted stockings on a 
frame. Why — goodness only knows! However, 
finding he had no encouragement in his native land 
he emigrated with his family to Rouen, and thoro 
set up his machinery and did a thriving trade. In 
conjunction with his brother, the stocking trade was 
afterwards Introduced into Nottingham, where it 




GEORGE MURRAY, writting in tho Can- 
adian Magazine for March on "A Notable 
Journalistic Career," sayfl: — 

Sir Hugh Graham, the first Canadian 
journalist to be knighted, has had ono of 
the careers of magic success which are tho 
real romance of this Now World, a career 
that should be an encourgament to young 
men to persevere under difficulties. He 
carried to Montreal, as a country bov, nothing but 
a common school and academy education and an 
alert brain. Today he is a milli onaire newspaper 
owner, a much besought lender in philanthropic fin- 
ancial enterprises, and a Knight Bachelor. Probab- 
ly no other Canadian can show greater achievement 
from extremely modest beginnings. 

On acquaintance Sir Hugh impresses you as a 
man of reflection and Ideas, though there is an en- 
tire absence of assertlveness in his manner. He Is 
retiring to a fault, and excessively modest about his 
work, never going further with any undertaking 
than to admit that It was a "moderate success and 
more due to the splendid men with whom I have 
boon surrounded than to myself." But you' soon re- 
alize that there is a powerful human dynamo be- 
hind It all. Sir Hugh had excellent training, to bo- 
gin with, from a shrewd and far-sighted father Mr, 
R. W. Graham, of Huntingdon; and his early ex- 
periences as a fighting journalist, endeavoring to es- 
tablish a paper on nothing but sheer merit and 
pluck, brought his father's teachings into play, and 
gave ills mind a finer edge and a truer temper His 
constant readiness to acknowledge the debt to his 
lather is one of many likeable characteristics. 

It need hardly be said that a man who founded 
a paper in a much smaller,. Montreal than we now 
know—with throe successful rivals already in pos- 
session of the English-speaking field, and with less 
than a hundred dollars of capital— and made of that 
paper tho most succcK«ful In Canada, Is a master of 
methods and resources. Today people seek his ad- 
vice on all sorts of enterprises; and it is -more val- 
ued than his cheques, which, fot good works, are 
never small nor grudged. . One. would think that he 
could have made a success of any business to which 
he might have turned his hand. . It- is merely by ac- 
cident that he Is a big newspaper man. If he bad 
begun as office hoy in a big wholesale house or a 
manufacturer's office, it Is more than likely that he 
would havo worked out ills career in those lines of 
endeavor just as surely. 

As it was, the record stands thus:- Office-boy in 
the Montreal Evening Telegraph at the ago of fif- 
teen, under Ills undo, the lato Edmund Henry Par- 
sons; one month later, assistant bookkeeper; five 
months later still, bookkeeper; four months later 
business manager. Three years later, ho went to 
the Montreal Gazette, where he met Lanlgan, a bril- 
liant writer, to whom lie proposed the next year that 
they should start a paper of their own. In ISO!) 
they launched the Dally Star, with less than a hun- 
dred dollars in the treasury — but with George 'I'. 
Lanlgan's telling pen, and -an unlimited amount of 
pluck. 

Tho light to sot that paper on Its feet would af- 
ford material for a Journalistic epic. Before very 
long, the two partners differed. Lanigan, backed by 
a local capitalist, . wanted ' to advocate annexation 
with the United States, presumably in order to draw 
attention to tho paper. But Graham objected ; his 
father had taught him better than that. So Lanigan 
withdrew, and Graham went on alone. An offer 
from his principal creditors to give him, as solo pro- 
prietor, a clean sheet was refused; and the young 
proprietor announced his determination to pay ev- 
ory cent of tho overwhelming debt of his paper with 
interest. And tills lie did, but not until ho had 
tasted every experience that comes to tho man who 
Insists upon making bricks without straw. He had 
no working ■capital, and the concern was ■ staggering 
under a huge load of debt, while lie was increasing- 
ly harrassed by lawsuits,, writs of attachment, and 
all sorts of litigious processes. During his struggles 
he had some ninety-three libel suits on his hands, 
and he lost only three, which is a fair indication that 
his papers were generally engaged in righteous 
causes. His credit became so low at one time that 
ho had to buy his coal by the basketful, and send 
the office-boy for It. He had to pay for his paper 
day by day with the street sales of the day before. 
What seemed like the last straw on his load of 
trouble was tho refusal of his neighbor to continue 
the supply of steam power that was furnished by 
means of a shaft through the wall, unless arrears 
were paid up— a proceeding that would have meant 
suspension. Grahum wired to . the, country for a 



horse, power and a horse. These arrived during tho 
night and for several days a big white horse was 
on the pay-roll. The horse treads were erected in 
the press-room and tho motive power walked into 
the ofticc every morning, through the little counting 
house, to the press-room, which was equipped with 
a flat machine capable of printing only one sido of 
a sheet. The irregularity of the animal power cre- 
ated a pcrrect pandemonium. When the press was 
stopped every few minutes to get relays of white 
m ts '.,M 1 ! u anl:ll£l1 start galloping on tho 

mill. llils became unendurable, a caloric engine 
was installed, but proved inadequate. It needed 
help, and every afternoon the bookkeeper a clerk 
and two reporters, the bulk, of the staff, could bo 
seen helping the Erricson motor by tugging at the 
piston rods— a spectacle as near to that of absolute 
despair as It was possible to see. But Graham 
never despaired, tolled early and late, and with 
wonderful resourcefulness, contrived means for at- 
tracting attention to his little paper, pushing it 
steadily up the hill past its competitors, until many 
years ago it became the mostly widely read journal 
not only in Montreal, but in Canada. The King 
however, does not often knight men for business 
success. Tills distinction implies that Sir Hugh 
did more than build up a great newspaper property 
and a fortune, and herein lies the secret of his lm- 
perla honor. He at once began to use his newspa- 
per, his fortune, and his own splendid abilities in 
the public service. The list of projects that he has 
undertaken and carried through Is formidable. You 
can hardly mention a striking public need of the 
last three decades which did not find Hugh Graham 
endeavoring to the best of his ability to meet it 
When the famine broke out In India, for instance 
that was far -enough away, but Its horrors appealed 
to Sir Hugh, and he set on foot a movement to 
raise a relief fund -in Canada, to which finally one 
hundred thousand people sent in- contributions Tho 
Boer War aroused his patriotic fervor in like fashion 
When it .seemed doubtful whether Canada would 
rush to the assistance' ot the Mother Country, as 
tin; rest of the Empire was spontaneously doing, Sir 
Hugh stood amazed at the hesitation shown In high 
quarters. To feel indignation at such paltering was 
to act; and he lit t upon the Ingenious journalistic 
device of repeating the cablegram, telling of the action 
of New Zealand In sending troops to aid the Mother- 
land, to every mayor and prominent militia < flieer 
hi Canada, and to loading public men throughout 
the Dominion, asking If they thought Canada should 
do ns New Zealand had done, or should stand aloof. 
I he response was overwhelming, and swept tho 
doubters off their feet. There came a perfect out- 
burst of indignation rroni every province. The des- 
patches filled several pages of the Star newspaper, 
and within forty-eight hours the first contingent was 
being assembled for embarkation, 

In order to encourage enlistment, Sir Hugh 
insured every man in the contingent against death 
and accident, tho policies totalling a million dollars. 
It was not known at the time that the citizen who 
paid for this Insurance w:is Sir Hugh, but the fact 
has, transpired. It was known to certain people, 
however, In official circles, and tho lato Queen Vic- 
toria expressed her admiration, with the result that 
there came nt that time a suggestion from London 
that Mr, Graham should bo honored with some dis- 
tinction. As an active journalist, Ik; discouraged tile 
Idea, and has only now consented to accept knight- 
hood as coincidental with his practical retirement 
from active Journalistic direction. His services dur- 
In the Boer War, however, did not stop thero. Ho 
also appealed through his powerful papers for a 
Children's Patriotic Fund for the families of British 
soldiers stricken In the struggle; and to this one 
hundred and fifty thousand children subscribed. His 
Imperial services of this character— as distinguished 
from ills more local labors — havo been very numer- 
ous. Not the least among thorn was the help he 
gave towards making a success of the tercentenary 
celebration of the landing of Champlaln, to which 
the Prince of! Wales came, and -which served to show 
tho French-Canadians how loyally English-Canadi- 
ans honor their great men and their anniversaries. 

Of local services the list is too long to bo even ' 
Intelligently summarized for the reading of stran- 
gers. The best we can do Is to cite a few eases. 
Just now, Sir Hugh is raising through the Star a 
fund for a new Children's Memorial Hospital. A few 
years ago he • saved one of the most prominent 
churches in Montreal from going under "the ham- 
mer." He Initiated, organized, and for nearly twenty 
years gave strong financial support to the Fresh Air 
Fund, by which over one hundred working mothers 



and children have been greatly benefited. Lately 
he presented them with a large summer home and 
grounds. His campaigns for civic betterment havo 
been endless. He has gone so far as to organize a 
company of judges, business magnates, and citizens 
genurally, to clean the streets, with tho assistance of 
the Star, when the aldermen conspicuously fulled to 
do their duty; and he succeeded in shaming tho au- 
thorities into action. 

On ono occasion his zeal, energy, and courage 
Played a leading part in saving Montreal from tho 
greatest disaster that ever threatened her. This 
was in lSSf,, when the drend smallpox seemed to 
hold the city hopelessly in its grasp. Tho city au- 
thorities were paralyzed and helpless. Peoplo were 
reruslng to be vaccinated, and there was no adequate 
place to isolate victims. Moreover, in many cases, 
the frightened relatives would not permit their sick 
to be removed from their homes. Mr. Graham per- 
sonally organized an Influential demonstration at 
the City Hall, composed of the leading men In all 
branches of commerce, with the result that he him- 
self, and six of his associates were Immediately 
named on a civic health committee, which then and 
there entered upon a vigorous campaign of vaccin- 
ation and isolation. An army of vaccinators and iso- 
lators was employed and did duty for several months 
Sir Hugh did not hesitate to go himself Into houses 
where the sick lay, and to explain to their relatives 
how necessary isolation and vaccination were, and 
thus to encourage tho vaccinators and isolators in 
their dangerous work. (This I have on the authority 
of men who worked with him). But thero was still 
an adequate place Of isolation to provide. Mr. 
Graham perceived that the Exhibition buildings 
wore the only available structures. Unyielding op- 
position to their use was offered by tho Exhibition 
authorities. This, however, did not daunt Mr. Gra- 
ham. He secured a requisition to call out the troops, 
and marched at their head to the Exhibition grounds 
Here ho found the gates barred against tliem, but he 
climbed the high fence, and himself wrenched the 
fastenings from the gates, when the troops marched 
In. -Within twenty-four hours the great building was 
turned into an isolation hospital, with a corps of 
nursing nuns in charge, and a procession of smallpox 
patients going into it. It Is not too much to say that 
Mr. Graham's promptness and courage on tills oc- 
casion helped greatly to save' Montreal from a most 
costly set-back from which it would have taken 
years to recover, for the opening of those great Is6 3 
lation buildings was the beginning of tho end of tho 
memorable smallpox epidemic. 

Sir Hugh Graham while keen In business, and a 
man of conspicuous discernment in the selection of 
his employes, Is most considerate to those who have 
helped him to build up his papers. Ho lias in his 
employ several men who havo been with him a quar- 
ter of a century. He is extremely fond of golf and 
billiards, both of which games ho plays only fairly 
well, but enthusiastically— all tho time admitting that 
lie Is a "duffer" at them. Ho lias repeatedly been 
asked to become a member of joint stock director- 
ates, but has Invariably declined. Those who are in- 
timately associated with him say Sir Hugh's forto 
In business is planning, controlling and directing, 
and that he abhors detail. 

Sir Hugh has tils own view of titles. I wrote 
congratulating him, and in his reply he said: "It 
would be. the merest affectation to say I am not 
proud of tho honor received from His Majesty; but 
It is one thing to appear to be deserving, and an- 
other to prove It by one's after life. I incline to the 
belief that this is not always so easy as it might 
appear." 

He has been In scores of political fights, local, 
provincial, and federal, making onemios, of courec; 
but it is truly said of him that he maintains no 
personal animosity towards even his bitterest op- 
ponent, being as singularly free from vlndlctiveness 
us any man 1 have ever known. 

At school, I am credibly Informed, he excelled In 
only two branches— arithmetic and ' grammer, but in 
these he was nearly always either "dux" or second 
in his class. 

When the news camo to Canada on tho King's 
birthday, that Mr. Hugh Graham was knighted, thero 
was a universal chorus of approval. His fellow jour- 
nalists were especially enthusiastic, seeing In tho 
decoration of their admittedly most successful con- 
frere an honor to tho craft. In Montreal citizens 
talked of tho many public enterprises in which ho 
had been engaged, and agreed that seldom had a 
title boon more honorably deserved. Tho rest that 
he now proposes to take, after his forty years of 
strenuous endeavor, hus surely -boon well earned. 



flourishes to this day, and black lioso became tho 
vogue and lasted for both sexes until the reign of 
Queen Victoria, when for some reason, never ex- 
plained or justified, white stockings became tho 
fashion. The fact that tho youthful Queen woro 
white silk stockings at her Coronation, as my grand- 
mother once informed me, may have had an In- 
fluence on tho mode that sot in at onco and lasted 
well on into the sixties and seventies. Any way 
white socks and stockings were not only "do rigueur" 
but popular with all classes. 

It should bo noted that white cotton stockings 
were first made In 17110, and were chosen chiefly on 
account of their cheapness. Except in tho country 
where amongst the farming fraternity, a kind of 
woven-woollen yellow-white sock is still tho ortho- 
dox wear, and, tell it not In London Town, women 
still don white cotton stockings, white log-gear is 
unknown. At tho period, however, everybody woro 
white stockings, in the house, on the street, on tho 
stage. All, or nearly all, tho female characters in 
Dickens' novels woro them. 

Then a strange thing happened. A certain 
Manchester manufacturer, during tho cotton famine, 
found himself on the verge of bankruptcy, with an 
Immense amount of raw cotton material designed 
entirely for socks and stockings on hand, when an 
accident occured in the dyeing department, which 
caused a great quantity of his stock to become black 
Instead of white. According to apparently authen- 
tic accounts, an Idea struck the man in despair in- 
stantly. Why not black stockings, made of some 
other material', instead of white? Thus was dis- 
covered the use of lisle-thread, and from that day 
to this, black stockings have held sway. 

With reference to tho blue-stocking of long ago, 
Boswell says: "About this tinio it was tho fashion 
of several ladies to have evening assemblies where 
tho fair sex might participate in conversation with 
literary and Ingenious men animated by a desire 
to please." These societies were denominated 
"Blue Stocking Clubs," the origin of which title, 
being little known, it may be well to relate it. 

Ono of tho most eminent members of these so- 
cieties, when they first commenced, was a Mr. Stlll- 
ingflcet, whoso dress was remarkably grave, and in 
particular it was observed that ho wore blue stock- 
ings. Such was the excellence of his conversation 
that his absence was felt so groat a loss that It 
used to be said, "Wo can do nothing without tho 
Blue Stockings," and thus by degrees tho titlo was 
established. 

Miss Hannah More has excellently described a 
"Blue Stocking Club" in her "Bas Blue," a poem 
in which many of the persons who woro most con- 
spicuous wero mentioned. 

But for the origin of the "blue stocking," a 
"female pedant," we must go back to 1400, when a 
society of ladies and gentlemen, according to Dr. 
Brewer, was formed at Venice, distinguished by the 
color of their stocking, and called the "dclla calza." 
It lasted until 1500, when it appeared in Paris and 
was tho rage among the lady savantes. From 
Franco It came to England in 17S0, when Mrs. Mon- 
tague displayed the badge of the Bas-blOU club, at 
her evenings assemblies. All the wits used to gather at 
these assemblies. The last of the cllquo was Miss 
Monckton, afterwards Countess of Cork, who died 
in 1810. 

Wo havo many "blue-stockings" at tho present 
time, though their hose may be of different colors. 

"At one period," says Garmmont, in his "Memoirs," 
published in 1713, "green stockings wero worn by 
one of the greatest beauties of tho English court." 
According to a writer In "Chambers Journal," "In 
somo country parts, when a younger sister is mar- 
ried first, tho elder is said to wear the green stock- 
ings." And years ago in Scotland, It was actually a 
common joke when such an event happened, to send 
a pair of these undesirable stockings to the elder 
sister, to be worn at the dance, which in the evening 
brought the wedding to a close.

Firemen and machinists and em- 
ployees of tho clinics are also Included, the, first two 
paying $1.10 and tho last seventy-one cents premium, 
Tho prdicy lapses us soon ns the holder's connection 
with the university is severed. The company pays 
$71-1 in case of death, $3,570, payable in annuities, for 
total disability, corresponding smaller amounts for 
partial disability, and severity-one cents a day (not 
exceeding ono year) if cured. This insuranco is op- 
tional with students of the other branches. 
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The accompanying cut shows the general arrangement of Paper Machine,

The Sydney Daily Post, describing the 
flight, says: 

The Aerial Experiment Association, with 
headquarters at Dr. Alexander Graham Bell's 
estate, Bcinn Breagh, Baddeck, continued their 
experiments yesterday morning on the ice sur- 
face, of Bras d'Or Lake, opposite the summer 
watering place. 

Aerodrome No. .4, Douglas McCurdy s 
Silver Dart, with Mr. McCurdy as aviator, was 
sent up and made a magnificent flight of four 
miles and a half at the rate of forty miles an 
hour. The machine was wheeled out from the 
laboratory at about 10 o'clock and attached to 
the ice wheels. After a few preliminary ar- 
rangements, Mr. McCurdy stepped aboard 
and began the most sensational flight that has 
ever been attempted by a hcavicr-than-air 
machine within the confines of the Dominion 
of Canada. 

Immediately the Silver Dart was released 
the ship shot up into the air at a graceful 
angle to a height of between forty and fifty 
feet. The aviator had absolute control of his 
machine and with perfect case succeeded in 
his attempt of circumnavigating, or rather, 
circumdroning, Baddeck Bay. At one point 
the airship crossed a neck of land studded 
with trees, but the machine was at such a 
height there was no danger of a collision. 

Reaching 'the lower end of the bay, and 
finding himself too close inshore for a safe 
turn, the. aviator shut off the power and came 
down on the ice. 

In making the landing one of the wings 
was broken, and a wheel was injured through 
the machine skidding on the ice. 

It will take a day or two to repair the dam- 
ages, after which the experiments will be con- 
tinued. 

The world's record for a heavier-than-air 
flying machine was made by Wilbur Wright, 
the American acroplanist, at Le Mans, France, 
December 31, 1908. 

The distance traveled was 77>< miles in 2 
hours 23 1-5 seconds. 

The Problem of Invasion 

Considerable attention is now being given 
in France to the question of aerial invasion, 



nave by no means 
been settled yet ; 
they also do not take 
fully into considera- 
tion the special diffi- 
culties which sea 
passages might en- 
tail. 

The idea is yet 
held by some French 
critics that an inva- 
sion is possible by 
aerial vessels, but a 
little practical in- 
quiry would show 
that another word 
must be chosen to 
describe the opera- 
tions which could be 
most successfully ac-' 
complished. by such 
instruments. By "in-' 
vasion" is implied 
the landing of a large 
armed force on our 
shores, made up of 
infantry, cavalry and 
artillery, and com- 
plete w i 1 1\ guns, 
stores, ammunition, 
and horses. As the 
largest dirigible has 
but a carrying power 
of a few tons avail- 
able for transport 
purposes, and has a 
space far too cramp- 
ed to take even a sin- 
gle horse or field 
gun, the scheme of 
invasion by airship 
must remain imprac- 
ticable until the lift- 
ing powers of the 
vessel be improved 

beyond all our present day estimates. This 
is not very probable, as the air, being such a 
light medium, will never be well suited for the 
carriage of heavy and bulky objects. 

Aerial attack is therefore narrowed to 
raids, demonstrations, and secret service ex-

No naval raid by a foreign Power could crip- 
ple one or more sections of the British fleets 
in Home waters and yet maintain a sufficient 
number of ships in reserve to cover the sub- 
sequent transport of troops from the enemy's 
shores. Yet this must bo the object of any 



the general situation 
just about as much 
as if a troop of mad 
dogs had been let 
loose. In fact it 
would not be war, 
as no expeditionary 
force of the propor- 
tions that could be 
landed by a-surprise 
raid on our shores 
could be self-sup- 
porting or successful 
if cut off completely 
from their ships and 
from their country. 

The aim of an 
aerial fleet would be 
to alter these condi- 
tions entirely, which 
at present arc all to 
the advantage of 
England. It would 
be quite feasible for 
airships to make a 
sudden raid on sev- 
eral of our important 
naval bases, do im- 
mense damage there, 
possibly "bottle up" 
a portion of the fleet, 
and in various other 
ways cripple for a 
time our sea forces. 
Twenty large dirig- 
ibles and a hundred 
auxiliary aeroplanes, 
for instance, might 
wreak terrific de- 
struction, and, even 
if they were all de- 
stroyed eventually, 
they might possibly 
have made an open- 
ing whereby the full 
naval fleet of the enemy might push home a 
real invading force that would be sufficient to 
overrun, the country. The brunt of the first 
attack would be borne by the aerial fleet, and 
the enemy's sea fleet would remain quite in- 
tact. The aerial raid would not be very cost- 



ly in lives or vessels, as compared \vith a naval 
raid, and the damage done might be infinitely 
greater. 

Against these arguments we must place 
the fact that . oversea expeditions' would 
severely tax the best, airships, and indeed very 
few of those now in existence could make the 
journey to England with reasonable safety. 
The winds in the Channel and North Sea are 
generally troublesome 
and unless the ships 
had a high speed of 
their own, they could 
only be sent out when 
the aerial currents 
were feeble, or were 
blowing behind them. 
But rapid strides are 
being made in aerial 
engines and in more 
efficient propellors, 
and the new vessels 
now building will 
mark a. great advance 
over their predeces- 
sors. Speed is the 
main governing fac- 
tor, and when the 
ships can run 40 or 50 
miles an hour in still 
air it can be assumed 
that they will be able 
to make oversea trips 
on most days and 
nights of the year. 
With speed will come 
increased range of ac- 
tion, better systems of 
navigation, and improvements along the Zep- 
pelin lines, which will permit the' airships to 
float on the water if for any reason they, wish 
to come down. The whole problem is v one 
of fascinating interest, and the factors in it 
are constantly changing. 

It is much to be regretted that the forth- 
coming visit of the Wright Brothers to Eng- 
land will be too short to allow them to give 
any demonstrations here, as, if these were 
witnessed by the heads of the Government 
and by the naval and military authorities; a 
more^accurate opinion could be formed of the 
utility of the aeroplane. Unfortunately, too, 
We have no really successful machine to show 
to the Wrights — nothing more, in fact, than 
a bare patch of trial ground over which no 
machine has yet 'flown.' It is something of a 
humiliation not to be able to exhibit a ma- 
chine which has flown as far as various, aero- 
planes in France, Germany, Italy, America, 
and Belgium, for example. Many promising 
machines are now under construction, how- 
ever, and if only wc.had trained aviators to 
handle them we might be able to make a 
rapid advance, but in this respect also we ' 
are backward. — The Times.

JAPANESE IN PERU 

News comes from Tokio that the restless 
workers of the Emperor's domain have dis- 
covered a new outlet from over-crowded Ja- 
pan, this time in Peru. The Meiji Sno«:umin 
Goshi Kaisha, Avhich is nothing but an emi- 
gration company, despite its name, has sent 
800 laborers to Peru within the last six 
months, and is now canvassing for 500 more. 

A Japanese in Peru must be a new spec- 
tacle. The Chinese have been there for 3'ears, 
but the eastward tide of Japanese to America 
had not found anything to attract numbers 
to the South American republics. Labor is 
so cheap there that it hardly appears possible 
that any number of Japanese could be found 
to compete with the half-breed peon of the 
Andean country. • 

The news from Japanese sources has it 
that the laborers bound for Peru are going to 
work on sugar plantations and in the • rub- 
ber forests. J' 



Under the direction of a distinguished 
medical and lay council, a four dafys' national 
conference on tuberculos- 
TUBERCULOSIS is was opened at the Cax- 
CONFERENCE ton Hail, Westminster, 
London. The object of 
the conference is to arouse the nation to a 
sense of its duty in the eradication of a dis- 
ease which is prevcntible, and which yet car- 
ries off far more victims than all other dis- 
eases combined. 

The conference was formally opened by 
Sir William Treloar 111 the absence of the Lord 
Mayor. The Archdeacon oi London presided. 

Sir William Treloar, after formally declar- 
ing the conference open, said that his pleasure 
in being there was greatly enhanced by the 
knowledge that he had in some small way en- 
deavored to grapple with this great evil. In 
Hampshire he had opened a home for the 
treatment of crippled children suffering from 
tuberculosis. All the children were benefit- 
ing, and he was hopeful that they might be 
able to accomplish what was achieved at 
Berck-sur-Mer, namely an enormous percent- 
age of complete cures. (Cheers.) 

Sir F. Channing, M.P., said that tubercu- 
losis ought to be made compulsorily notifi- 
able. 

Prebendary Russell Wakefield said that a 
great deal of the good that was effected in 
sanatoria was rendered nugatory by the con- 
ditions in which patients lived on returning to 
their homes. He suggested the advisability, 
especially in the case of patients who entered 
any institution connected with the Poor Law, 
of seeing that the patients were cared for for 



some time after they left the institutions. The 
report of the Royal Commis'sion on the Poor 
Law would show how impressed every Com- 
missioner was with the gravity of this particu- 
lar matter. 

Dr. Langdon-Down presided at the after- 
noon session, during the reading of a paper 
on "Tuberculosis in Deficient Children," by 
Dr. G. E. Shuttlcworth, hon. consulting physi- 
cian to the Royal Albert Asylum, Lancaster, 
and to the National Association for the Fceble- 
Minded. He alluded to the establishment in 
several of the larger towns of special schools 
for physically defective children, and said that 
the most common cause which incapacitated 
children from attendance at ordinary^ schools 
was tuberculosis. A" analysis of 1,050 chil- 
dren attending such schools showeYl that 486, 
or over 45 per cent, were suffering from some 
form of tubercular disease. The establish- 
ment of more outdoor schools would do much 
to prevent the extension of tuberculosis. 

Dr. Jane Walker, in a paper on "The Com- 
municability of Consumption," said that if an 
individual exposed to tubercle bacilli was pre- 
disposed to consumption by hereditary in- 
fluences, build, and all that was meant by 
"delicacy of constitution," if he was debilitated 
by all the various influences that lessened the 
power of resistance — poverty in its widest 
sense, intemperance, and recklessness of life — • 
then he was likely to fall a prey to this dis- 
ease. But if the resistance to the disease was 
great, the individual would receive his share 
of the disease — assuming Professor Uargele to 
be right — without its showing any apparent 
trace, until it Was discovered post mortem. 



The individual who. had tubercle could be 
made non-contagious through his or her efforts 
without isolation, while, the individual suffer- 
ing from the acute infectious diseases could 
only be made non-contagious by isolation. In 
practice that was of great importance. An 
eminent expert on the subject had said that in 
a few years' time it might be a matter of ex- 
treme difficulty, if not an impossibility, for a 
consumptive to find employment. Compulsory 
notification was in some ways very attractive, 
and seemed an eminently satisfactory step to 
take from the point of view of administrators, 
but it pressed hflrd upon the workers and, in 
view of the widespread distribution of tuber- 
culosis, by itself it could effect little good. By 
trying to raise the status of the very poor and 
to improve their housing, by helping them to 
understand something of foods and proper 
cooking, to realize that milk was of far greater 
value than beer, they would have made efforts 
to prevent the spread of tuberculosis by in- 
creasing the resisting power of the individual. 

Several other papers were read, including 
one by Sir John Kirk on "Social Work among 
Children and Tuberculosis." 

The report of the British Royal Commis- 
sion to inquire into social conditions in the 
British Isles, devotes to 
PROBLEM OF the subject of the ablc- 
UNEMPLOYED bodied and unemploy- 
ment over 150 pages, 
many of which deal with the development of 
social and industrial influences on the prob- 
lems of distress. There are, in fact, a series 
of weighty economic essays on the chief causes 



of unemployment, which are too long to re- 
produce and yet difficult to illustrate by ex- 
tracts. A brief summary and paraphrase may, 
however, be attempted. 

The bright side of the picture is that 
wealth, wages, and trade have increased, while 
the cost of living lias diminished and the con- 
ditions of the workshop have improved. The 
dark side of the picture is that the stress of 
machinery and of competition on the one hand 
demands a higher ski!) than our system of 
education produces, and on the other hand 
rejects or ejects, the Avorkmen with increasing 
frequency and at an increasingly early age. 

In modern industry the middle-aged arc 
senile and the senile are not employed. Skilled 
men in .their prime are at a premium, but. 
many of our boys reach their prime unskilled, 
and others, degenerates, never reach any prime 
at all. There results a steady flow of the 
young and the middle-aged into the morass 
of casual labor, which, like anv physical 
morass, is both retentive and defiling. Once 
absorbed in it, a man can with difficulty,"" if 
at all, move out of it or move at all, and 
whether he struggles or whether he throws 
'•_/ his hands, the tendency is to sink lower. 

"Moreover, so long as there exists this 
huge army of laborers who are never regular- 
ly employed, every attempt to provide for the 
comparatively few skilled workmen displaced 
•by machinery or other causes is doomed to 
failure. The practically inexhaustible flood of 
casual laborers flows in and swamps the re- 
gister and the relief works and apparently 
these stagnant pools of casual labor are get- 
ting larger and still more casual." 



But in addition to the casual laborer there 
is the problem of the men ousted when 
fashions or firms fail, or when new machin- 
ery is introduced. 

"Changes in method of production follow 
one another more rapidly than heretofore, and 
as specialization becomes more marked and 
definite those habituated and trained to the 
processes that are superseded find it more 
and more difficult to obtain occupation else- 
where." 

Nor is there any adequate machinery to 
enable a man to find and be moved to fresh 
employment, even though such be waiting for 
him in another part of the country. 

"There is at present a. great lack of ma- 
chinery for assisting the mobility of labor, and 
this at a time when such machinery is par- 
ticularly needed, and when, through the in- 
crease of traveling, postal, telephonic, and 
telegraphic facilities, physical mobility should 
not be a difficult matter." 

An even more serious feature in the pre- 
sent situation is the extraordinary lack of in- 
formation as to the extent and charatcer of 
unemployment. 

"It is at best a happy chance to find a 
remedy for a disease as to which there is no 
possibility of accurate diagnosis. But this 
is the position which we, as a great industrial 
country, occupy as regards the unemployment 
of our people. There are no data which give 
any accurate idea of who, and how many, the 
unemployed are, and what is the duration of 
their unemployment. Yet the ascertainment 
of these particulars is essential to the success- 
ful treatment of distress from unemployment."

A BIG GAME HUNT IN THE ROCKIES 

E had been trailing for six clays 
over the roughest kind of coun- 
try, that had tried both men and 
horses severely, so, it was with a 
sense of great physical relief that 
on the afternoon of the sixth day 
we made permanent camp in a valley between 
high mountains, where there -was a certainty 
of abundant grass for our animals and a 
promise of abundant game for ourselves — two 
very important considerations where twenty- 
five horses would have to be fed every day for 
a month and two hunters provided with live 
things to shoot or to shoot at. That this 
promise would be abundantly fulfilled Ave had 
no doubt. A more isolated spot could not be 
found if one searched the length of the Rockies, 
and only the most imaginative sportsman 
could conceive of a more ideal hunting local- 
ity. There was but one trail leading into the 
valley, and that a hard one, so steep in places 
that if man or beast had lost footing and fallen 
straight down the trail he or :t would not have 
touched ground again for half a mile or more. 
So, at least, it seemed to us then, though the 
present comfort of an armchair makes the 
statement appear somewhat exaggerated. 
However that may be, it is certain — no white 
man had visited the valley for a dozen years, 
and in consequence bird and beast alike had 
been able to follow the Biblical injunction to 
be fruitful and multiply and replenish the 
earth. 

We feasted that evening on mountain 
sheep, killed whilegvve were packing over the 
divide, and on mountain trout fried in elk tal- 
low. Hungry men may have eaten better 
viands, but they have, never given the world 
the recipe. Later we added elk and deer and 
bear meat to our larder, and our cook, an old- 




time, round-up caterer, must have lain awake 
at night thinking up new, and sometimes novel, 
dishes, even as on one or two occasions we 
lay awake in consequence of them. It seems 
almost an insidious affront to Nature to sug- 
gest that indigestion could ever find its way 
to such a remote, locality, but if men will 
over-eat of rich meat dishes before going to 
bed they must expect Little Mary to go occa- 
sionally on the rampage. 

While trailing in, from the railway we had 
hunted a little, mostly in the late afternoons 
after making camp, but on the morning fol- 
lowing our arrival in the valley we began 
hunting in - earnest. Leaving camp at day- 
break, sunrise found us climbing the moun- 
tain. At first in the thick timber the ascent 
was fairly easy,- but as the growth began to 
thin out the climbing became very wearisome. 
We were glad enough, therefore, after three 
hours' rough work, to throw ourselves clown 
on a ledge to rest. • Lying there in the warm 
sunshine we could look . straight down the 
canon into the valley, where our tent gleamed 
white, and a few glistening patches showed 
where the river broke through the green of 
the timber. Up the canon the view was cut 
off at a distance of one hundred yards by a 
sharp bend and a huge overhanging promon- 
tory of naked rock. 

As we lay resting on our elbows, idly gaz- 
ing clown into the valley, the sound of a fall- 
ing stone attracted our attention. In a- coun- 
try largely made up of precipitous slopes and 
ledges, weather-beaten by the sun and frost 
of countless ages, a falling stone is a common 
enough occurrence; but the wise hunter never 
lets such a sound pass his notice, and we 
looked around to see if perchance an animal 
had loosened the pebble. As we did so the 
sound of another falling stone guided our eyes 
to the rock promontory, and we saw, standing 
nobly outlined against the sky, the form of a 
ram, that at that distance seemed to be the 
record for size of all the sheep family. For- 
tunately he had not seen or winded us, but 
was standing in a belligerent attitude, gazing 
intently across the canon. Almost uncon- 
sciously we followed the direction of his gaze, 
and there on the opposite side of the canon 
stood an old she-bear, scraggy and hungry- 
looking, evidently the grandmother of all the 
bears in the country. So weak she seemed, 
either from age or starvation, that I 'doubt if 
she could have killed the sheep, even if she 
could have got at him — a fact which he seemed 
to understand, for he had an air of saying, 
"Well, old bones, if you'll come over here 1*11 
butt you into the canon." 

At this little picture of wild life at home 
we gazed for a minute or two before it oc- 
curred to us that if -we were going to shoot 
we had better be about it. So we got care- 
fully to a kneeling posture and brought our 
rifles to bear on that noble-looking figure so 
clearly outlined in the brilliant mountain sun- 
shine. "One, two, three — fire!" was to be the 
signal, and I had got. as far as "two" when 
into view beside the first sheep stepped another 
ram, slightly smaller, but with an even better 
head. It was the work of an instant to pick 
out our animals, and at the word "fire" two 
shots rang out as one, and both sheep bounded 
upward and forward, falling over the sheer 
cliff into the canon, where we could see them 



lying on a shelving bank of shingle at the 
bottom. , 

Where the bear went we did not try to 
discover. It took us all the rest of the day 
to pack the carcases out of the canon and 
down to where we could get horses to them, 
and it was long after sunset when we reached 
camp. The. last two miles we did by moon- 
light. Fortunately it was full moon, but the 
timber was heavy, the walking desperately 
tiresome, and, though the sheep heads were 
more than usually fine, we felt when we 
crawled into our blankets that they had been 
well earned. 

The next three or four days we drew blank, 
as one frequently does even in the very best 
game country. The tyro, of course, expects 
to be besieged in his camp every day by legions 
of bear, elk, and every other known kind of 
animal, but the old hunter knows better. £ 
have hunted for ten days on end without see- 
ing anything worth shooting, and that, too, in 
regions where game was abundant. But there 
is this difference between hunting in a good 
game district and hunting in a poor one — in 
the latter you may hunt for ever without get- 
ting a shot, in the former you are sure in time 
to have your innings. It was so, in our case. 
On the fifth morning, while "still-hunting" elk 
in heavy timber, I came unexpectedly on a 
very large brown bear that was industriously 
tearing up brush and rotten logs in search of 
pinyon nuts. I was going very slowly and 
carefully up into the wind, so he neither saw 
nor scented me, and I managed to get in a 
shot at short range that put him down and out 
without his knowing what had struck him. 
Only once before had I walked on to a beat- 
like that, and I felt that Providence was indeed 
looking my way that morning, at all events. 
Usually a pack of good dogs is necessary if 
one wishes for success in bear shooting, and 
we had brought a few good ones along to use 
in running bears and mountain lions, but 
had not taken them out as yet, as it was our 
intention to reserve that branch of sport till 
we had got all the other game we wanted. 

As it was still early in the morning, and 
the. bear not more than three miles from camp, 
so that it would be an easy matter to pack 
him in later, I decided to go forward and see 
if luck had any other good things in store for 
me that day. So I pushed on over a "hog- 
back," crossed a gulch, and started to work 
up and around a hillside to reach a little open 
place, or park, in the -thick timber, where on 
the previous day I had heard ..an elk bugle, 
but had been obliged to leave him, as it was 
then growing dark in the woods,, and I was 
several miles from camp. Though I had not 
been fortunate enough to get a glimpse of 
him in the gathering gloom, I had seen his 
tracks, and, though the size of an elk's antlers 
is not by any means always in proportion to 
the size of his tracks, I had judged from these 
that the animal making them was not less than 
a twelve-pointer. 

Of course, I hardly expected to find that 
particular elk in exactly the same place as 
yesterday, for he was probably roaming wildly 
in search of a mate ; but the park was a con- 
venient point to start from, and I felt sure 
there would be plenty of other elk somewhere 
in that vicinity. I therefore' worked in that 
direction as cautiously as possible, and as there' 



was a sort of natural aisle or path — not an 
elk trail — leading the way I was 'going I fol- 
lowed it, my boots making not the slightest 
sound on the thick carpet of decayed matter 
underfoot. In this way I covered several hun- 
dred yards. Then the aisle ended abruptly 
in impenetrable undergrowth. I paused a 
moment to pick a path, and was on the point 
of starting on, when I was almost lifted off 
my feet by the sudden bugle of an elk not 
twenty yards above me on the hillside. 

Silently as the ghost of an Indian I stole 
in the direction of the sound, peeping and 
peering in a vain endeavor to see through the 
tangle of underbrush. But I reached the place 
where the elk had bugled without catching 
so much as a glimpse of his form. He had 
vanished, but he had left, his tracks,- and by 
them I saw that it was. the same elk I. -had 
heard the day before, for I had noticed then' 
that a piece had been broken from the point, 
of the near hind hoof, and. these tracks showed, 
the same characteristic. Finding from the 
nature of the tracks that the elk had not heard, 
or winded me, I started after him; but before 
1 had gone a hundred yards I heard him wind 
his horn again, this time from a point a little 
in front and below me, and looking over the 
top of a low bush I distinctly made out the 
tips of his antlers, the rest of his body being 
completely hidden. There was nothing for it, 
therefore, but to get into a better position, 
and I proceeded to work down • to a point 
below him, where I could see the growth was 
more open. When I reached there the elk 
had moved on. He had not gone far, how- 
ever, and a moment later 1 heard a stick snap 
off to my right. Then for the first time [ 
sighted my quarry fairly. That was as it 
should be. What was quite improper and 
inconsiderate was that at the same instant the 
quarry sighted me. It was now or never. I 
threw up my rifle, and, though I was too late 
for his shoulder, I managed by a snap-shot 
to cripple his hindquarters before he could get 
that part of him out of sight. He ran a couple 
of hundred yards, however, before I got in 
another shot as he dashed across an opening 
in the thicket ; but that shot went through the 
heart, and brought him down with a crash and 
a tremendous clatter of horns against a tree 
trunk. I went and stood looking down at him, 
rather proudly, I will admit, for he was by 
far the biggest and finest elk I had ever killed, 
and certainly quite as large as any I had seen 
killed by others. His head was a grand one. 
Actual measurement gave the length of the 
main beam as four feet nine inches', and there 
were sixteen points, the. whole making a head 
of almost perfect symmetry. 

. On my return to camp I met my friend 
just coming in with the clogs and the head 
of a mountain lion the dogs had treed about 
four miles from the tent. It appeared that 
soon after starting out to look for elk he had 
come, on the lion feeding on the body of a 
deer it had killed, but the animal had got 
away without a shot being fired. As the camp 
was only about half a mile distant my friend 
went back for the dogs, and, returning with 
them and . one of the men, the lion was pur- 
sued for four miles before it took refuge in a 
loity tree. When i my friend came up the lion 
was crouching in a fork about forty feet from 
the ground, and the clogs were trying their 



best to see which could throw barks at him 
fastest. One shot from a .35 Winchester 
brought him down, apparently dead as a nail, 
and, thinking him so, the dogs closed in and 
began worrying the body. But the lion was 
only stunned by the shock of the bullet and 
the fall, and in about half a minute he was 
making dogs fly in every direction. One dog's 
light went out permanently, and two others' 
burned dim . for several days as the result of 
that few seconds', scrimmage. Then, another 
shot taking effect in the lion's neck finished 
him off, and after . a' few convulsive stretch- 
ings of his legs he lay still. It was rather 
an old lion, and had evidently acted the part 
of huntee before, for while skinning it the man 
found just under the hide of the shoulder a 
.45-405 Government bullet, which appeared to 
have been there many years. Anyone laying 
claim to the bullet and proving property may 
nave it, but the Hon skin remains ours. 

During the next two weeks we hunted 
diligently. The weather continued glorious, 
the 'mountain air was stimulating, and the 
scenery i such as to gladden the heart of the 
sportsman. Nor was the game one whit be- 
hind the scenery in gladdening effect. We 
secured three more elk, two grizzlies, another 
pair of rams, and on the last clay of our stay 
in the valley two more lions, Avhich the dogs 
treed in quick succession and held till we came 
up. The first one, a rather small female, we 
despatched at the first shot; the second, a 
large old male, gave us a good deal of lively 
trouble before he knew, he was dead. I have 
shot a good many mountain lions, and have 
seen many more shot by others, but I never 
saw one that wanted so much killing. Finally 
a shot from my friend's rifle shattered its 
spine, and he gave up the ghost, with nine 
bullets in various important parts of his an- 
atomy. 

So ended one of the most pleasant and, 
from the game point of view, profitable hunt- 
ing trips I have made. We left the valley 
early the next morning, and, traveling by easy 
stages, reached the railway late in the after- 
noon of the seventh day. There we paid off 
the men, and after a couple of clays' rest at 
the comfortable hotel we took train for the 
cast, arriving in England early in November. — 
Lincoln AVilbar, in the Field.' 



DOGS FOR THE GUN 

To those who know better, it is amusing 
to be told periodically that shooting over dogs 
is a thing of the past (in England) ; that no 
one cares for anything but driven partridges 
or grouse, or high-flying pheasants, and that 
the only dogs that can be required nowadays 
for shooting are well-broken retrievers. This 
is constantly asserted and is easily refuted. 
We have only to read the reports of the doings 
of the Gundog League, the Field Spaniel Club, 
the field trials in various parts of the country, 
and note the high prices paid for well-bred 
pointers, setters, and retrievers at Aldridge's, 
to see at once that this is a pleasant fiction. 

Those who have ever seen good dogs at 
work will know well in what the fascination 
consists, and will understand the enthusiasm 
of the man who has reared and trained his own 
clogs. — Field. 



Boston's Great Revival — City Ringing With Hymns 




OLLOW1NG in the wake of the great 
Welsh, revival, in which thousands 
of people were converted, comes the 
news that the city of Boston has 
been for a month in the grip of a 
great revival through which many 
have come to acknowledge Christ as their 
Saviour. 

Practically all the churches in Boston unit- 
ed in a supreme effort to stem the tide of 
drifting sinful humanity, and under proper 
organization the movement is spreading and 
people in all walks of life have come to recog- 
nize that the city is being moved by the power 
of God in a marvelous manner. The churches 
are now filled to overflowing and it is ex- 
pected that adjacent cities and towns will fall 
into line and, like Boston, will spring up before 
the public eye as the scene of revival gather- 
ings. 

The movement was under the leadership of 
Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman and Mr. Charles M. 
Alexander, assisted by about sixty evangelists, 
ministers, and Gospel singers. The chairman 
of the committee which called the evangelists 
is Dr. A. Z. Conrad, the pastor of the famous 
, Park Street Congregational Church. Me de- 
clared that he was amazed at the way in 
which God was working and that even the 
evangelists did not realize the depth and sweep 
of the revival. He said: "We are already in 
the midst of what is in many respects the 
greatest revival New England has ever known, 
and before we get through we will see, I firm- 
ly believe one of the greatest revivals Ameri- 
ca has ever known." 

Reminiscent of Welsh Revival 

Mr. George T. B. Davis, in an article in 
the New York Weekly Witness, of Feb. 17, 
states : "The crowds which flock to the meet- 
ings remind me. of the scenes in Swansea dur- 
ing the Welsh revival four years ago. It is 
estimated that fully 25,000 people attend the 
meetings nightly, while thirty thousand were 
present on Sunday, although the regular ser- 
vices were continued in most of the churches. 

On Sunday afternoon, February 14, a thril- 



ling scene was witnessed in the Trcmont 
Temple, when, at the close of Dr. Chapman's 
powerful address, about 200 men went to the 
front to signify their desire to begin the 
Christian life. 

No feature of the movement is more im- 
pressive than to see 3,000 people, over half 
of them men, pack Trcmont Temple at noon 
daily to get a touch of the revival spirit. The 
throngs arc so great that two extra meetings 
clown town are now held daily. 

The singing of the Gospel songs forms 
one of the chief features of the awakening and 
the city is now ringing with revival melodies. 
A number of revival hymns have been pub- 
lished in the newspapers, and a few days ago 
two drummers were seated in a train going 
out of Boston, holding a newspaper before 
them and singing from it lustily, "Don't Stop 
Praying." A gentleman who happened to be 
in the same car, which was filled with people, 
said that he finally approached them and asked 
them if they were ministers. "Oh., no," was 
the reply, "We are just drummers." In one 
of the hotels some theatrical women were 
singing, "He Will Hold Me Fast," instead of 
their own songs. These are simply indications 
of the way in which the Gospel songs have 
permeated the entire city. 

New England Shaken 

The Rev. Dr. J. W. Chapman said that he 
considered the Boston evangelical campaign 
the greatest he had ever known in connection 
with his own ministry, and he believed it to be 
one of the greatest if not the greatest, in a 
generation. The whole of New England had 
been shaken by the Boston meetings, and he 
believed that not until eternity would they 
understand and appreciate the depths and the 
breadth of this great work for Christ. After 
praising the press, whom he referred to as 
the white-winged messengers of peace in 
spreading the news of the revival ' the Rev. 
Dr. Chapman said he would remember Boston 
all his life, and he would consider it a pleasure 
to turn his face that way again. 

The Rev. A. Z., 'Conrad summed up his 



opinion briefly but comprehensively as fol- 
lows: The results of the revival could not be 
more satisfactory as there were hundreds of 
conversions; a city with higher ideals of ser- 
vice.; redeemed homes, renewed church mem- 
bers, reinvigorated churches; hundreds of pas- 
tors transformed in purpose, and power; a 
happier life for thousands ; a New England 
turned toward God ; a great revival. He added 
that the revival had swept far beyond all ex- 
pectations and would live for years. 

Ministers Were Strengthened 

.Mr. Charles Alexander gave it as his 
opinion that from the first God had set his seal 
upon their work. He considered that the most 
remarkable part of the whole mission had been 
the large number of ministers who had frankly 
confessed that they had been led to closer 
touch with Christ, and a firmer belief in the 
Bible as the word of God and the power of 
Jesus Christ. 

The Rev. Dr. H. S. Johnson said: "The 
revival surpasses all my expectations. Thou- 
sands of cards have been signed and a great 
many of the signers will unite with the 
churches. The revival is only begun. There 
will be hundreds of revivals throughout New 
England as a result of it. for ministers have 
come here from Maine, Vermont and New 
Hampshire. The business men have gone to 
work to find employment for the unemployed. 
Individuals who have not shown interest be- 
fore, have taken on one or two people, have 
given them employment and are watching over 
them. The result throughout New England 
will be greater even than anything accomplish- 
ed here, and the benefits have only begun 
here." 

Dramatic Farewell Service 
On Sunday night between it,ooo and 12,000 
persons assembled in the Mechanics' Hall, 
Boston, on the occasion of Dr. Chapman de- 
livering his farewell address to the people of 
the city. The service was a memorable one 
in many ways, and in the utter absence of 
the emotional and hysterical the farewell of 
Boston to the evangelists was dramatic. When 
it came time for the valedictory to be spoken, 



the farewell to be said, and the curtain to be 
rung clown upon the revival, it seemed as 
though nobody was prepared to realize that it 
must come to a close. The thousands who 
comprised that great congregation, were ap- 
parently stunned and dazed as by some un- 
known blow — and had not recovered when Dr. 
Chapman, quietly and quickly, his face stream- 
ing with tears, had gone out into the night 
before, his converts could stretch out the hand 
of friendship. 

Every seat in the hall was filled and even 
then three thousand were clamoring for ad- 
mittance. Their only consolation was to hear 
thousands of voices raised in sacred song. 

Besides that grand chorus, a striking feat- 
ure in the closing meeting was when the vast 
assembly rose to its feet at the word of Dr. 
Chapman and pledged itself to live for the bet- 
terment of the city, the church, for God and 
humanity. He called upon all the personal 
workers, who wished to consecrate themselves 
to Christ to come forward, and 85 men, women 
and youths presented themselves at the plat- 
form and pledged themselves to live for Jesus 
and fight the battles of Christ daily in the 
fortresses of sin and iniquity. 

After this, Dr. Conrad stepped towards the 
platform and said: "We have come to the 
closing service of a series of meetings, which 
will never be forgotten in Boston. But this 
meeting tonight does not mean that we are to 
conclude our evangelistic work. The work 
which has begun is a glorious one, and the 
heart of every Christian man and woman in 
Boston is filled with joy, and if there is one 
Christian soul in Boston that is not rejoicing 
for this revival we should get together and 
pray for that soul whoever it may be. To Dr. 
Chapman and Mr. Alexander, I want to say 
that we follow them with our prayers across 
to Australia. 

Dr. Chapman's Appeal 

Dr. Chapman's sermon on Sunday night 
was taken from St. Luke, xviii, 37, "Jesus of 
Nazareth passeth by." Jesus of Nazareth, he 
.,'pld his audience was still passing by, and he 
added that it was a pity if they let Him pass 



them. "I want everyone here," he said, "who 
•wants to be prayed for, to say so in their 
hearts, as we bow our heads in prayer." The 
multitude prayed and after a few moments the 
silence was broken as a soloist, with a fine 
baritone voice, took tip the words, "You must 
do something with Jesus." The whole con- 
gregation joined in the sweet refrain and then 
the hall was hushed to. silence again, as Dr. 
Chapman surveyed his audience, and slowiy 
advanced to the edge of the platform. "To- 
night I am not going to ask you to come for- 
ward," he said, "but I want to tell you that to 
become Christians you must repent, confess, 
believe and obey." 

Mr. Alexander then stepped forward and 
briefly addressed the audience. "I want to say 
good-bye to you just this way." he said. "May 
you all live the happy life, and may we meet in 
eternity." 

With these words and the concluding sen- 
tence of Dr. Chapman's utterance ringing in 
their ears, the people slowly wended their way 
out of the hall, but in the'erush which ensued 
many women were carried into the open in 
an unconscious state. However, they quickly 
recovered. 

The returns of the- revival in Boston show 
that it lasted from January 26 to February 21, 
inclusive; that there were 390 day meetings;' 
600 evening meetings; smallest attendance,- 
January 26, 15,450; largest attendance, Febru-'. 
ary 14, 61,501; converts at day meetings, 1,1,- 
350; converts at evening meetings, 19,184 ; total- 
attendance during revival, 720,953.

There has been an offer of many thousand 
dollars, standing for over a hundred and fifty 
years, in the name of a great company in Lon- 
don, for anything that will dissolve fogs by 
the penetration of a created light. The 
money has never been earned by any inventor 
yet. Fog still persists, increasing the tax of 
commerce in proportion as the*'' volume of 
commerce multiplies. The man who 1 ' can 
clear, the ship channel of New York .harbor 
from fog, even for a few hours at a time, will 
be hailed as the wonder of the age. 
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NTEREST centres just now in the trip 
of ex-President Roosevelt to Africa. 
At the head of a scientific expedition 
outfitted by the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion of Washington he will/with his 
son Kermit and three American nat- 
uralists of note— Major Edgar A. Mearns, J. 
Coring Alden, and Edmund Heller — make a 
collection of mammals, birds, reptiles, insects, 
and botanical specimens' of Central Africa, 
which will be deposited in the United States 
National Museum at Washington. 

The party will in all probability leave New 
York City on the' North-German Lloyd steam- 
er Koenig Albert, on March 13, for Naples, 
where they will arrive on March 25. At 
Naples the members of the expedition will 
board a steamer of the German East African 
Line on April 5 for Kilindini. Harbour, Mom- 
basa. They will arrive at the East African 
port on April 21, proceed by the Uganda rail- 
way to Nairobi, spend six months with that 
place as a base, then continue by rail to Port 
Florence, Lake Victoria Nyanza, making a 
total distance of 584 miles by rail. The ex- 
pedition will cross Uganda by caravan, and, 
finally pass down the whole length of the Nile 
reaching Khartoum about April 1910. Much 
of the hunting and specimen collecting will 
be done in British East Africa, where the 
Uganda railway will be used as a means of 
ready transportation from Nairobi, which will 
he the basis of supplies. 

At Khartoum, it is expected, the ex-Presi- 
dent and his son will be joined by Mrs. Roose- 
velt, who will accompany them on their trip 
to Europe. The naturalists of the party will 
proceed direct to. the United States from 
Egypt. Mr. Roosevelt will probably remain 
in Continental Europe and Great Britain about 
one year, having accepted invitations to de- 
liver the Romanes lecture at Oxford Univer- 
sity, an address at the Sorbonne in Paris, and 
a lecture before the students of the University 
of Berlin. , , 

It was to Secretary Walcott, of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, that Mr. Roosevelt first 
unfolded the tentative plans for his African 
trip. In a letter. to the Secretary he, made 
known his project of going, after his term of 
office expired, to Africa for the purpose of 
hunting and travelling in British and German 
East Africa, crossing Uganda and working 
down the Nile with side trips after animals 
and birds. He declared then that he is "not 
in the least a game butcher," saying: "I like 
to do a certain, amount of hunting, but my 
real and main interest is the interest of a faun- 
al naturalist." „ 



In his letter he expressed the opinion that 
this trip opened the best chance for the Unit- 
ed States National Museum to get a fine col- 
lection, not only of the big game beasts, but 
of the smaller mammals and birds of Africa, 
and ought not to be neglected. 

Naturalists to Accompany Party 

The President offered to take with him 
several professional field naturalists and taxi- 
dermists, who should prepare and send back 
the specimens he is to collect, the collection to 
go to the National Museum. The President 
said that as ex-President he should feel that 
that institution is the museum to which his 
collection should go. While he would pay the 
expenses of himself and his sou, he felt that 
he had not the means that would enable him 
to pay for the naturalists and their kit and the 
curing and transport of the specimens for the 
museum. All he desired to keep would be a 
few personal trophies of little scientific value, 
which for some reason he might like to keep. 
He said the actual hunting of the big game he 
would want to do himself or to have his son 
do. 

Seeing the value of the President's propo- 
sition Secretary Walcott immediately set to 
work selecting men to form the party. He 
decided that three men should form the Smith- 
sonian Institution's portion of the party. The 
necessary funds for the Smithsonian's share 
of the expense were secured from a source 
which has not been revealed. It is stated that 
no part of these funds was derived from any 
Government appropriation or the income of 
the Smithsonian Institution. That the money 
was advanced by someone interested in sci- 
ence there is no doubt, and there have been 
reports that it was given by Mr. Andrew Car- 
negie. 

Four of the best naturalists of the country 
have been selected to accompany Mr. Roose- 
velt. 

Mr. Roosevelt's Second Son 

Kermit Roosevelt, the President's second 
son, a young man of nineteen years, is to be 
the official photographer of the expedition. 
His collection of photographs of animals and 
scenes will be made use of in a scientific way 
and as illustrations for books and articles 
which his father will write. Young Mr. 
Roosevelt is a student at Harvard University 
and a great favorite of his father. He Fas 
spent coniderable time preparing himself for 
the work he is to undertake. During his sum- 
mer vacation he made a study of the camera 
and photographic methods. He also experi- 
mente'd in taking pictures of the animals at the 
zoological gardens in New York. It is his 



• first trip aboard, and he looks forward to it 
with the keenest interest. He is tall and slen- 
der, a good horseman, and a splendid rifle 
shot. Much of the shooting of the big game 
he hopes to share with his father. 

To complete the personnel of the expedi- 
tion Mr. R. Cuhihghame, an Englishman, 
was chosen. He is a noted field • naturalist 
and big game hunter, and has guided numer- 
ous hunting parties in Africa. 

Upon reaching Kilindini on April 21, the 
party will spend a short time in Mombasa, 
and then proceed by train on the Uganda rail- 
way to Nairobi, the capital of Ukamba prov- 
ince, and headquarters of the Administration 
of British East Africa Protectorate, a town of 
13,514 inhabitants, of whom 579 are Euro- 
peans, Nairobi will be used as the headquar- 
ters and base of supplies, and from there trips 
will be made into the country thereabouts, 
which abounds with animals of all kinds. It 
is in this section that Mr. Roosevelt hopes to 
do most of his huntidg and collecting. Trips 
extending from a week to a month in length 
will be made in all directions. 

Supplies and camping outfit will be carried 
by natives and camps established at various 
points on the trips. It has been decided that 
snow-capped Mount Kenia, 18,000 feet high, 
an extinct volcano near Ndoro, to the north of 
Nairobi, will be the objective point of one of 
these trips. On Mount Kenia, at a point part 
of the way up, one of the naturalists probably 
will be stationed for some time in order to 
collect specimens of all kinds there. The 
smaller mammals will be caught in traps, an 
elaborate outfit of which is being taken by the 
expedition. The supplies of the party are 
packed in tin-lined boxes. These boxes, when 
they have been emptied, will be used as pack- 
ing cases for the various specimens. Many 
valuable natural history specimens have been 
spoiled by ants and other insects, it has been 
found from experience on' other expeditions 
and it is to guard against this that the tin- 
lined boxes are being taken. When the speci- 
mens have been prepared they will be care- 
fully packed in the boxes and shipped to the 
United States. One of the taxidermists will 
always be with Mr. Roosevelt, and as soon as 
any big game is shot by him it will be skinned 
and prepared on the spot. 

Outfit for] Expedition 

The outfit-which Mfy Cuninghame has"sc- 
lccted in Loudon consists of rot-proof tents, 
green in color, a good supply of mosquito net- 
ting, camp stools, and cooking utensils. Mr. 
Roosevelt and the other members of the par- 
ty will sleep on the simplest kind of light cots. 



A luxury that will be taken is folding baths; 
A large quantity of preservatives and. materi- 
als for curing skins and preparing them for 
shipment home is being taken, Nairobi, be- 
ing the central station on the Uganda railway, 
it will be easy to reach quickly the remote 
parts of the country where the party can strike 
off into the wilds. All the specimens will be 
taken care of at Nairobi before shipment to 
the National Museum. 

Formidable Rifles 

Of the greatest importance is the battery 
of guns which Mr. Roosevelt will carry along 
with him. Since it became known that he in- 
tended to make a hunting expedition into 
Africa, many , of his friends have presented 
him with guns. But he did not select any of 
these to take with him on his trip. Instead 
he had made specially for him by one of the 
best American gun manufacturers four differ- 
ent types of rifle, each having a special use. 
The .first of these is a powerful rifle of .405 
calibre, carrying a 300-grain bullet, and is in- 
tended for the very largest type of African, 
game, such as the rhinoceros, hippopotamus, 
and elephant. Smokeless powder is used and 
its power can be measured by the fact that 
the bullet at the time of impact has an energy 
of 3,500 .foot pounds. The second rifle is- 
known as the new United States Government 
rimless cartridge type, carrying a 220-grain 
bullet, and is fitted to kill very large game at 
a range of from 500 to 1,000 yards. This will 
be the lion gun. The third rifle is an extra 
light weapon, carrying a 45.70 cartridge, with 
its most effective range at 50 yards. It is of 
.405 calibre. This is the weapon Mr. Roose- 
velt has. used a great deal in his excursions 
for big game in the Western United States. 
The. iourth rifle is a .400 gun for moderate- 
sized game; carrying a smokeless powder 
cartridge with a bullet of 170 grains. It also 
is of a very high-power type, and has been 
used by the President on some of his trips. 
The other members of the party also will be 
armed with similar guns, and will carry re- 
volvers. The principal weapon which will be 
carried by the naturalists will be a 12-bore 
gun. There is not a member of the part)' 
who is not an excellent rifle shot, and assur- 
ances have been given that not the least fear 
need be entertained for Mr. Roosevelt's safety 
whilo lie is away. 

Mr. Roosevelt's Book on the Tour 

One of the objects of Mr. Roosevelt in 
taking this trip is for the purpose of collect- 
ing material for writing several books regard- 
ing his experiences. During last summer he 
contracted with Messrs. Charles Scribner's 



Sons, of New York, giving that firm all the 
rights for the serial and book form publica- 
tion of whatever he might write on his visit 
to Africa. It is said that the contract price 
agreed upon is $1 per word, but this never has 
been verified. The President's stories will be 
read with deep interest by the many people 
of this and other countries who admire his 
brilliant style. His contract with the Scrib- 
ner firm will in no way interfere with a con- 
tract he signed last October to become an as- 
sociate editor of the "Outlook" Magazine. For 
that publication he will write on other mat- 
ters which he may become interested in while 
abroad. From time to time that magazine will 
print articles under his name. 

Regarding the second year of Mr. Roose- 
velt's tour abroad little of his plans is known, 
in fact, he has not definitely decided on them. 
After he has finished his hunting tour he will 
be joined by Mrs. Roosevelt at Khartoum, and 
proceed down the Nile to Cairo, making visits 
to. places of interest while on the way, and 
then proceeding to Europe. At Berlin he will 
deliver an address upon the one hundredth 
anniversary of the founding of the Universary 
of Berlin. It is reported that he will go to 
Berlin upon the special invitation of the Ger- 
man Emperor, and while there will be a guest 
at different times of the Kaiser. From Ger- 
many he will go to Franco, and deliver an ad- 
dress at the Sorbonne, probably taking as his 
subject the life of the Marquis de Lafayette. 
It has not been learned how long Mr. Roose- 
velt intends to stay in Berlin and Paris. After 
his visit to France Mr. Roosevelt will go to 
England, wheVc a reception of great warmth 
undoubtedly will be accorded him. He has 
accepted an invitation to, deliver the Romanes 
lecture at Oxford University, and in all prob- 
ability the honorary degree of D.C.L., which 
Oxford has conferred on the Emperor William 
will be bestowed on Mr. Roosevelt. 

The versatility of Mr. Roosevelt will be 
shown by the fact that he will speak German 
in his address before the students of the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, French in his lecture at the 
Sorbonne, and of course English in delivering 
the Romanes lecture at Oxford. Holland be- 
ing the home of his ancestors in Europe, it is 
considered not improbable that he will go 
there for a short visit, when, he undoubtedly 
would speak in the tongue of his forefathers. 

One point of particular interest in, London 
which no doubt Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt will 
- visit is St. George's Church, where they were 
'married in 1886. It is likely that they will he 
in London on the twenty-fourth anniversary, 
of the wedding. < 



Question of Lord Charles Beresford's Sudden 





, HE naval correspondent of the Lou- 
don Standard writes : Statements 
have recently appeared in those or- 
gans of the Press, which, during the 
last three of four years, have con- 
stituted themselves the exponents 
and defenders of Admiralty policy, insinuating 
that there is nothing unusual in the fact that 
the First Lord has ordered the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Channel fleet to haul down his 
flag while a year of the customary tenure of 
that command remained unexpired. On Feb- 
ruary 6, there appeared in a contemporary a 
direct statement to the effect that the com- 
mand of the Channel Fleet has usually been 
of two years' duration, together with an argu- 
ment directed to prove that the new scheme 
of Fleet distribution was merely the natural 
development of the repeated and violent ex- 
periments in organization of the last five 
years. But the combination of the two state- 
ments tends to confuse the issue. In point of 
tact, the intended reorganization of the fleet 
brings the arrangement back to what it was 
in 1903, and the intervening changes have 
merely served as a continuous process of dis- 
organization. But the disposal of the ships of 
the Fleet has nothing whatever to do with the 
supersession of the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Channel Fleet. In order to make the mat- 
ter perfectly clear, the following fact should 
be distinctly understood! 

Never before has a Commander-in-Chief 
been ordered to haul down his flag, before the 
expiration of three years, except under one or 
other of the following conditions: 

1. That he was promoted to a more import- 
ant position. 

2. That his time for supersession under the 
age limit had arrived. 

3. That he wished to retire. 

With regard to the first condition Lord 
Charles Bcrcsford has of course been offered 
no position of any kind. With regard to the 
second— Lord Charles Beresford's age limit is 
two years distant. With regard to the third 
condition, it is only reasonable to suppose that, 
if Lord Charles Beresford had signified his 
wish to retire, the First Lord, in replying to a 
question on the subject in the House on 
Thursday, would have said so. But Mr. Mc- 
Kenna, in fact, evaded the point. • 
Unsatisfactory Answers 

An examination of the . First Lord's ans- 
swers is singularly unsatisfactory. He declin- 
ed to give any reason for Lord Charles Beres- 
ford's supersession, alleging that it was "isi- 
desirable" to discuss the matter "by means of 
question and answer."' No doubt Mr, Mc- 
Kenna would prefer any method which did not 
subject him to interrogaticfti; but unfortunate- 



ly it happens to be still a part of his duty to 
account for the actions of his department to 
Parliament. Mr. Bellairs then asked the First 
Lord whether it is not customary for the chief 
commands to be given for a period of three 
years. Mr. McKenna replied in the negative. 
He is mistaken. 

The chief commands, nominally held at 
the King's pleasure, are invariably given for 
a period of three years, subject to the condi- 
tions already cited. The disadvantage of the 
system of questions in the House is not, as 
Mr. McKenna thinks, that a Minister may be 
called to account, but that, when he makes a 
statement obviously open to contradiction, 
custom too often permits it to pass unchal- 
lenged. 

Mr. Bellairs then asked the First Lord 
whether he had received any protest from 
Lord Charles Bcrcsford. The question o was 
perhaps indiscreetly worded; But Mr. Mc- 
Kenna, had he honestly desired to put himself 
right with the House and with the country 
might have used the opportunity. He did 
nothing of the kind. He said "he was fairly 
certain it was not so." What did the First 
Lord mean? Did he really intend the House 
to believe that, in a matter affecting the rep- 
utation of one of the most distinguished offi- 
cers in the Service, Mr. McKenna could not 
remember the terms of their correspondence? 
Or did he mean to convey that he had re- 
ceived no protest? If so, why did not Mr. 
McKenna say so? Or, again, did he mean. that 
he had received a protest? 

The First Lord's official explanation of the 
absolutely unprecedented supersession of a 
Commander-in-Chief in the Senior Service, 
stands as follows : — 

The First Lord thinks it "undesirable" to 
discuss the matter. 



He states that chief- commands are not us- 
ually given for three years. 

The First Lord cannot say whether or 
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not he received any protest from the Com- 
mander-in-Chief.

content to accept this kind of explanation, is 
a matter for the House to decide. But be- 
yond the House is a wider tribunal, which is 
somewhat less sophisticated and more exact- 
ing. 

What Lord Charles Stands For 
So far as the country is concerned, the 
position may be briefly stated. After five years 
of progressive disorganization in the fleet, the 
Admiralty announce their return to what in 
principle is the distribution of 1903. They 
state that they are about to form one large and 
powerful sea-going fleet in Home waters, un- 
der one supreme command. All the changes 
which have been made since 1903 have pro- 
ceeded on precisely the opposite principle, 
that of splitting up the fleet into separate 
commands, and keeping the ships in harbor. 
Under this fatal and retrograde system, which 
could only have been introduced by men es- 
sentially ignorant of the first principles of-war, 
Lord Charles Beresford has, during the two 
years of his command, striven to maintain his 
own fleet ready for action, in so far as he was 
permitted to do so. 

He stands for the policy of having one pow- 
erful fleet ready at a moment's notice. The 
Admiralty, after three years' vacillation, now 
announce that they are going to form such a 
fleet. At the same time, they dismiss Lord 
Charles Beresford. 

There are two things for the country to 
consider. First, the unprecedented and arbi- 
trary action of the Government with regard 
to their treatment of the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Channel Fleet. That is the personal 
side of the matter. It is for the nation to sec 
that if injustice has been clone, it is punished. 
Second, that there are only two or three Ad- 
mirals who arc capable of handling a fleet of 
the size indicated in the Admiralty announce- 



Servia May Yet Cause Very Serious Trouble 



The well known French Radical Deputy, 
Joseph Reinach, who recently returned to 
Paris after political visits in Vienna, Con- 
stantinople, and the Balkans, pays a warm 
tribute to the national progress achieved by 
Bulgaria. He sympathizes, says the New 
York Post, with the Servians in their disap- 
pointment and despair. He explains the at- 
titude of the party in Servia which considers 
that even a hopeless war with Austria-Hun- 
gary, followed by the absorption of Servia iiy 
the dual monarchy, would be preferable to 



the renunciation of pan-Serb dreams. He 
quotes a saying of Joseph le Maistre's to the 
effect that "if an aspiration of the Slavs were 
buried beneath a fortress it would blow the 
fortress up." A great Slav inspiration, he 
says, has just been buried by Austria-Hun- 
gary, but it is not destined to perish. Even 
if Servia herself were conquered and annexed, 
this might only be the precursor of a union or 
the southern Slavs, the ultimate conversion 
of the dual into a triple monarchy, embracing 
an autonomous Serbo-Croatian state. M. 
Reinach, hwever, does not fail to perceive the 



danger of wider international complications 
which a prospect of this kind would create. 
Even as it is, the situation, in his opinion, in- 
spires the greatest apprehensions, and he 
notes that the financial world, as was the case 
on the eve of the Russo-Japanese war, does 
not share the optimism which now is enter- 
tained by some governments.

Lord Charles Beresford happens to be 
one of them ; and he is to be set aside, together 
with other distinguished officers of whose ser- 
vices the country is being deprived. That is 
the public side o'f the matter, as distinguished 
from the personal. 

It is the fashion today — set by the Board 
of Admiralty—to concentrate attention upon 
the size of ships, irrespective of every other 
consideration. But there is an old and a true 
saying that battles are won by men. It is 
quite possible to fill the North Sea with 
Dreadnoughts, and to have them all sunk. 
Given a defective war organization, the more 
ships there are, the better for the enemy.

ANTI-MILITARISM IN FRANCE 

The anti-militarist propaganda in Franco 
has s not touched the mass of the sober and in- 
dustrious working classes, but it has infected 
a section of the floating population of the 
towns, and particularly that section which 
gravitates from the provinces towards Paris. 
It is through the instrumentality of ,thc Pre- 
fecture of Police that the War Minister en- 
deavors to trace persons who evade the obli- 
gation of military service. The statistics em- 
bodied in M. Achillc's report show that, where- 
as in the year 18SS there were only 2,654 such 
persons on the books of the police, their num- 
ber had increased' during the years . 1907 and 
1908 to 16,582." For two of the intervening 
years the numbers were 7,942 in 1898, and 9,- \ 
400 in the years 1906 and 1907. 

It would further appear that, according" to 
a decision of the Cour de Cassation, proceed- 
ings initiated in consequence of evasion of 
military service lapse after a period of three 
years from the original offence. In each casa 
of continued evasion these proceedings have, * 
therefore, to be renewed every three years until 
the defaulter reachs the age of* exemption— 1. 
53. The result is that there arc at present no 
fewer than 35,000 dossiers of cases of evasion 
and desertion at the Prefecture of Police, and 
of these 1,500 dossiers deal with cases of 
young men who are liable to military service 
or who have .deserted and have, not yet been 
brought to book. M. Achille says that "the 
anti-militarist propaganda and the distribu- 
tion of leaflets at the railway station's help;. 
. . . ' to increase the number of the delin- 
quents." He adds that, "besides the Parisians 
there arc numbers of young men from the pro- 
vinces who escape from their regiments and 
try to hide themselves in the capital, where 
they think they have a better chance of evad- 
ing punishment and also of gaining a- liveli- 
hood." This, he concludes, is the great evil of 
tlic day.

Westminster Junction, which for nearly twenty- 
flvo years has been a little country station, is to be- 
come, so it is reported, a centre for turning the wood 
\ and Iron of British Columbia into cars to carry grain 
and passengers from the East to. this province, it is 
hoped before long to build locomotives at this centre. 

Winnipeg is already a largo and handsome city. 
But it is hoped that before this year is over many 
splendid new buildings will be erected and that it 
will extend in every direction. We In the west, may 
hope that this will be so, for no prosperity can come 
to: the prairie capital in which the cities of the Pacific 
do not share. 

News conies from Vancouver that an elevator is to 
be built on Dcadman's Island, near Stanley Park. 
Grain elevators are not beautiful, but they are very 
profitable structures. Vancouver Is becoming such a 
busy place and land is in such demand that it will be 
well if the magnificent park Itself does not fall into 
the hands of railroad companies or manufacturers. 

The government at Ottawa has decided to estab- 
lish an experimental farm on Vancouver Island. Such 
a farm ought to be of great value to the farmers and 
fruit growers of this Island. Mr. Palmer's line or- 
chard has perhaps, done more than anything else to 
encourage people to grow fruit near Victoria. A large 
farm, managed in the best way, would be an object 
lesson of great value to young and old. 

The harm a few dishonest men can do to the trade 
of a whole country Is very great. A shipload of meat 
from the United States was last month received in 
London, much of which was found to be diseased. It 
is not likely that many butchers were concerned in 
this fraud, but it will be a long time before the 
people of London will forget it. None but the very 
best of its kind should he sent to a foreign market. 
In this case dishonesty Is punished severely, and the 
innocent must suffer with the guilty. 

The government of Canada ia to have a new de- 
partment. It has been thought host that some minis- 
ter should give all his time and thought to the busi- 
ness that Is done with the governments of other coun- 
tries. This does not mean that England will give 
Canada the power to make treaties with other coun- 
tries, but where this country is concerned the advice 
of this department will be asked and Its officials will 
gather all possible Information concerning boundaries 
or anything in which other countries are concerned. 
England, when she goes to make a treaty with the 
United States or any other country which has had 
dealings with Canada, will find this Information of 
great value. 

A fine strong big man told the editor something 
the other day, that If it is true, all the boys should 
know. He said that the reason boys should not 
smoke was because the nicotine in the tobacco pre- 
vented their growth. You know, of course, that much 
of the food that a 'boy eats goes to make muscle, 
nerve and bone. When a man is full grown, all that 
is needed is enough to supply the waste. For this 
reason, the tobacco does men little, If any harm. This 
gentleman said that when a boy smoked the body 
could not make what he called "tissue" enough to 
supply the waste and lo make healthy flesh and 
bone as well as brain and nerve. Perhaps If the 
boys were to ask Dr. Wasson about this he would 
explain it finite plainly. 

A very sad story conies from the north of Lake 
Superior. At Good Lake, the Lake Superior branch of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific crosses the main line. At a 
graveyard on the shores of the lake torty-one men 
have been burled. No one knows their names. These 
poor fellows left their homes to work upon the road, 
and 'when they were killed toy a blast or some other 
accident, there was nothing to tell who they wore or 
where they came from. In far away homes mothers, 
sisters and wives a.re waiting anxiously for news of 
these loved ones which will never come. If this could 
happen in one section of the' road, how many graves 
must be found along the whole track? The company 
was to blame that did not take the name of each man 
who entered Into its employ. It Is sad to think that 
most of these untimely deaths were caused by the 
greed of bad men who broke the law by selling strong 
drink to thoso engaged In building the road, and the 
weakness and folly of the poor fellows themselves. 

There was a report last week that Captain Tatlow 
intended to resign his position as minister of finance. 
The story was not true. British Columbia could ill 
spare the services of the Hon. It. G. Tatlow. He Is, 
as all men who have charge of public money should 
be, perfectly honest. Since he became minister the 
wholo world has learned that this province is not 



only a mining, but a great fruit growing country. In 
every way in his power this minister has advanced 
the interests of the farmers and the fruit growers. It 
is to be hoped that the province will long have the 
benefit of his faithful work. 

The United States has undertaken the very difficult 
task of tariff reform. This, It is said, England must 
do soon. How best to raise the money needed to 
carry on the government of the country is a Ques- 
tion on which the wisest or men differ, but some dav 
every boy must study it. 

After the war between Russia and Japan the 
President of the United States helped to draw up the 
Treaty of Portsmouth. By this treaty it was declared 
that Manchuria should remain with its rightful 
owner, China. Certain rights, however, were given 
the railroad companies over the towns and land along 
the line. Ever since there has been jealousy among 
the foreigners who live in this belt, and many quar- 
rels between the Japanese, the Russians, the Chinese, 
and the Americans have been reported. Now, how- 
ever, a dispatch from Washington states that all the 
powers have determined that the rights of China are 
not to be interefered with. Harbin is the largest city 
along his route, and the one which seems to be the 
centre of the disturbances. 

Wonderful things are happening in Canada in 
these days. Twenty years ago no one dreamed that 
there would be a city at the mouth of the Skeena 
river and that another would take the place of the 
little Hudson's Bay posts of Port Churchill or Port 
NeUon would have been thought the wildest of 
dreams. Yet Prince Rupert is already begun, and a 
railroad from Winnipeg to Hudson's Bay has been 
surveyed. There is no longer any doubt that this rail- 
road will bo built, but whether the terminus will be 
at Port Churchill or Port Nelson has not yet been de- 
cided. For a short season ships can ball In and out 
of Hudson's Bay, but it Is thought that this will help 
greatly in sending the wheat of Manitoba to Europe. 
King Frost does not reign on the west coast of Canada 
as he does over the east. Nova Scotia and the south- 
ern shore of New Brunswick have open harbors, but 
north of Nova Scotia the ports are closed every win- 
ter. This will give the western route for grain a 
great advantage. 

A very sad state of affairs is reported from East- 
ern Canada. Crimes of violence have become so com- 
mon that a law making their punishment more severe 
has been introduced Into parliament. Some of these 
crimes have been committed by tramps who wander 
about the country frightening the farmer's wives and 
daughters, oven when they do not rob or injure inno- 
cent people. Laziness is at the bottom of much of 
this evil-doing. Those men have never learned any 
userul trade or employment, and when they grow (o 
lie men are good lor nothing. Many boys, for the 
sake ot earning a little money while they are young, 
leave school and do not learn a trade. Boys should 
remember that they will some day bo men, and that 
a man's living tan only be earned by steady hard 
work. Whether lie digs a ditch, runs a locomotive, oi- 
ls director or a company, a man must work during 
working hours. He who cannot do this becomes a 
disgrace to his family and must depend on strangers 
for Ills livelihood. No one becomes that most useless . 
and often the most dangerous of human beings — a 
tramp — all at once. 

Some one has said that it would be a good plan 
to arrest all wandering vagabonds and set them to 
work on a prison farm. They would be safe there, 
and could he forced to earn a livelihood for them- 
selves. This is perhaps the best use to which those 
spoiled lives could be put. But oil, the pity of It!

Every day is proving that the wonderful discovery 
of wireless telegraphy will be a greater benefit to the 
world. A short time ago we saw how, in the case of 
the sinking ship Republic, messages were received by 
many ships who afterwards went to the rescue of her 
passengers and crew. On Friday, the 4th of March, 
there was such a terrible storm that all the telegraph 
wires leading from Baltimore were useless and many 
of the lines leading to other cities were broken. It is 
now proposed to build wireless stations, so that even 
during a storm communication can bo kept up. 

Perhaps there are no children and there are not 
a great many grown-up people in Victoria who have 
ever seen the king of England, much less talked with 
him. Yet if something should happen to His Majesty 
everyone would be sorry. Since ho came to the 
throne Edward VII. has shown himself to be a man 
Who not only loves his own people but who Is a friend 
of all tnankind. He has worked hard to keep the 
nations at peace. No word that he has spoken could 
offend the most jealous of nations. On Wednesday 
a report reached Victoria that the king was dead, but 
we are all thankful that we can still sing, "God Save 
the King," and that the King for whom we pray is 
Edward the Seventh. Long may he reign. 

Boys and girls cannot be too careful about visiting 
houses where there is sickness of any kind. Indeed, 
they should never go into any house except when 
they have had permission from their parents. There 
are many diseases which can be carried from one 
person to another. Some of these are only very dis- 
agreeable. Others are dangerous. Chicken pox is 
catching, but unless cold Is taken no bad results fol- 
low. Small pox, on the other hand, though the patient 
may not be very 111, usually loaves ugly scars. In 
any case of skin disease it is always best to be on 
the safe side. There have been several cases of 
smallpox In Nanaimo and, though no one has been 
very sick, care is taken that the patients are kept 
apart from other people. It should not be necessary 
to force people to be careful. Children are not always 
as particular as they should be tq keep away from 
had smells. Our noses wore given us to warn us 
when the air Is foul, and so dangerous. If all children 
avoided a street corner or other place where their 
noses tell them there Is danger, sore throats, head- 
aches, diphtheria, and scarlet fever would not be so 
common. Though the health ofllcer cannot always 
find a bad sewer or a dirty drain most of the children 
In the neighborhood know where It Is. 

On Friday, March 4th, President Roosevelt and 
William H. Taft drove from the White House to the 
Capitol and after a short ceremony President Taft 
and Mr. Theodore Roosevelt left the building. The 
president went back to the White House, which for 
the next four years will bo his home. Mr. Roosevelt 
left Washington to return to his life as a private 
citizen of the United States. 

A terrible storm kept thousands of visitors from 
witnessing the inauguration ceremonies and seeing 
the men wdio have In turn received the highest honor 
which their countrymen could bestow. The multitude 
who had thronged Into the city the day before were 
perhaps even more disappointed, for the storm pro- 
vented the splendid parade that would have taken 
place had the day been fine. 

Still thousands of people, were at tho station to bid 
good-bye to the man who has stood for seven years 
at tho head of the nation, and to show him that he 
carries with him their esteem and goodwill. He de- 
servos both, for he Is not afraid to say and do what 
he believes to he right.

R. SVEN IIEDIN, the renowned 
Swedish explorer, addressed a spe- 
cial meeting of the Royal Geogra- 
phical Society in London on Feb- 
ruary 9, on his recent journeys in, 
Thibet. The audience included 
Lord Morley of Blackburn, Secretary of State 
for India. Major Leonard Darwin, president 
of the society, presided. The lecture is re- 
ported as follows in the London Times: 

Dr. Sven Hedin, who was loudly cheered, 
said that to cross the whole of Thibet from 
north to south looked awfully nice and com- 
fortable on the map, but in reality it was a 
very serious and difficult thing. He left Lch 
on August 17, 1906, with the strongest cara- 
van he had ever had — twenty-five men, La- 
dakis, and ninety-seven ponies and mules, and 
thirty ponies hired for the first month. With 
him also were a young Babu, Robert, a favor- 
ite with both Ladakis and Thibetans, and Mo- 
hammed Isa, the best caravan-bashi that could 
be got, who had been with Younghusband to 
Mus-tagh and Lhasa, and was at the side of 
De Rhius when he was murdered in Eastern 
Thibet, in 1897. They went northeast over 
Marsimik-la, crossed Deasy's, Rawling's, and 
Wcllby's routes, and turned southeast be- 
tween the routes of Bower and De Rhius. 
They reached Ngantse-tso on December 28, 
and here appeared his old friend, Hladje Tscr- 
ing, with a little escort, to stop him. The 
first day Hladje Tsering told him he could 
i^cvcr proceed in this direction, that he must 
leave Nantsang territory at once, and go north 
or west; but the next day he gave him permis- 
sion to continue towards Shigatse. He had 
never been able, to understand why 
Hladje Tsering changed his mind, but he had 
heard that it cost him his place and rank. 
Perhaps it was wrong of him to have exposed 
Hladje Tsering to such a great risk, but he be- 
lieved Hladje Tsering had got some secret 
order to permit him to visit Shigatse; and 
then, his geographical moral was quite a dif- 
ferent thing from his ordinary moral, and if 
he could possibly make any geographical dis- 
coveries he went on. (Laughter and cheers.) 
And on they went southeast, crossing six 
passes. He really did not know why he hur- 
ried on this time much quicker than usually — 
it was as if some invisible force had pushed 
him on — but he did not stop, and entered the 
city of Shigatse late in the evening of Febru- 
ary 9, 1907. On the nth one Lama and one 
official arrived from Devashung, and told him 
that no news reaching Lhasa from Hladje 
Tsering, they were sent to Ngangtse-tso with 
a little force to stop him and force him to re- 
turn. When they heard he had gone they 
hurried on in his footsteps, and reached Shiga- 
tse a day and a half after him. If he had 
traveled just a little slower he should never 
have reached the city. 

The Mystery of the Mountain Range 

He stayed a month and a half at Shigatse. 
As to the ambassadors from Lhasa, who had 
to arrange with him which way to return, he 
decided not to tell them that his wish was to 
take some northern road where he could study 
the great range of Nien-chcn-tang-la further 
to the west. He thought they would be sus- 
picious and stop him altogether. But he man- 
aged to get permission to take the Ragatsanpo 
road, and from there the escort took him over 
the head range again, which he crossed in 
the pass Chang-la-Pod-la, and thus he got 
some fifty miles more of the western continu- 
ation of the range. The next problem that 
interested him specially was to find the source 
of the Brahmaputra. He had described in a 
short note how this - trip was successfully car- 
ried out, so he would not take up time with it 
now. It was a proud feeling to stand at the 
very three-headed source of the magnificent 
river that went out in the ocean near Calcutta, 
Brahma's son, famous from the ancient history 
of India. But perhaps it was still more won- 
derful some time later on to camp over a night 
at the little rock from which the Indus comes 
out as an abundant spring, growing bigger and 
bigger by-and-by on its adventurous way down 
through the mountains, singing- its eternal 
songs between the rocks, the same melodies 
as in the Macedonian's time. He had a feel- 
ing as if the fate of his own life through this 
river in some little way got connected with 
his, although two thousand two hundred years 
lay between them. (Cheers.) Ultimately he 
reached Gartoh. It had never been proved that 
this western range of mountains was uninter- 
ruptedly one and the same as the eastern one 
south of Tcngrinor, and when he had come so 
far he would give his life for solving this 
problem, which could certainly be called the 
most important and magnificent geographi- 
cal problem still left to solve on earth 
(Cheers.) But when he reached Gartoh he 
was far frcMn the definite solution. Between 
Angden-la and Lachen-la lie had left a gap 
some three hundred miles long, and of this gap 
he knew nothing. Moreover, sonly he and 
Nairi Sing- were the single explorers who had 
gone round it. Only step by step he should 
be able to understand and to penetrate into 
the very soul of this gigantic world of moun- 
tains. (Cheers.) In Gartoh he felt he could 
not leave Thibet without having crossed the 
unknown country at least once. If he suc- 
ceeded in this, it was his plan to reach India 
via Nepal. And so he began to try a'rid de- 
moralize the younger Garpun (the other was 
sick) in the most horrible way. The great La- 
dak merchant, Gularii Razoul, to whom the 
Garpun was in debt with big sums, tried all 
possible ways to get a permission for him to 
go eastwards into the unknown. He said that 



when their animals died they had been obliged 
to dig down some precious boxes somewhere 
to the east, and had to go and fetch them now, 
which was, of course, a formidable lie, as they 
had not lost so much as a box of matches 
(laughter), but the Garpun replied that he did 
not care a bit for the lost boxes, and that it 
was more important for him not to lose his 
own head, which he was sure of if he let the 
Europeans go into the forbidden country. 
Then Gulam Razoul told him the explorer 
should give him two thousand rupees if he 
let him go, but he answered dramatically: "If 
this house were of solid gold, and he gave it to 
me, I should not take it; if he tries to slip over 
to the east without permission I will send 
armed men to catch him." So the Garpun was 
too strong for him, and he had to think over a 
quite different scheme. He decided to go 
round again and to enter the Chang-tang from 
the north and cross the whole of Thibet diag- 
onally once more. He knew it was a matter of 
half a year to reach regions which were only 
one month from Gartoh, and this half-year 
was the winter. But now, of course, the Gar- 
pun was suspicious, so much the more as he 
saw him buy twenty-one Thibetan mules from 
Gulam Razoul. From the Gartoh they sent 
couriers to Gulam Razoul's father in Leh, old 
Haji Naser Shah, to arrange a quite new, 
complete caravan. Not a single man of the 
first set should follow him, as they might 
have been recognized later on. When he 
reached Durguk, November 30, 1907, the new 
caravan had arrived the very same day, and 
everything was ready. While in Gartoh he 
had told everybody that he was going tc 
Khotan and Pekin. Even Haji Naser Shah 
and the new eleven men believed this was the 
plan. He went so far as to send a telegram 
to Renter about Khotan. It was quite neces- 
sary that nobody should suspect anything else, 
because Roduk-Bong had spies in Ladak, espe- 
cially one in Durguk, and if he should have 
got the slightest suspicion about the real plan 
they would have been stopped somewhere 
north of Dudok. The new caravan-bashi, Ab- 
dul Kerim, was a perfectly honest man, but 



the greatest ass he had ever met. He ordered 
him to take corn for the animals for three 
months, but as he- was sure they would go 
to Khotan he took corn only for twenty-one 
days. For the men, fortunately, he took five 
months' provisions as ordered. He had one 
little tent, the men two bigger tents. His 
luggage was three boxes only, and amongst 
their contents there were two complete La- 
daki dresses, as it was his intention to travel 
hi disguise as a Ladaki merchant as soon as 
they came across natives. Only three ponies, 
two mules, and one dog, were veterans from 
the first journey. Perhaps somebody would 
recognize them ! But they were all dead long 
before the first Thibetans were met with on 
the journey. All the rest, men and forty ani- 
mals, were new. 

In the Heart of the Altitudes 
They left Durguk on December 7. It was 
a hard journey that now began, the hardest 
he had ever made. They penetrated deeper 
and deeper into the heart of Asia ; also into the 
heart of a new winter and a winter on these 
enormous altitudes. From Shcyok they took 
on a new man to look after their 26 sheep. 
This addition to the caravan made them thir- 
teen — but they were not superstitious. ( Laugh- 
ter.) They met several caravans from Yar- 
kand. One of them was a perfect wreck and 
had lost 52 ponies on the road. Most of the 
Yarkandis advised him to wait till spring, 
as the Kara-gorum Pass was very bad. The 
whole way was full of dead ponies. At one 
place, during two hours' ride, he reckoned 63. 
Some of them looked as if they were taking a 
rest only, some were half-buried in snow. At 
several places they passed heaps of boxes and 
big packets of silk left by caravans that had 
lost all their animals. It was like ships hav- 
ing to throw ali their cargo overboard when 
they began to sink. It was a real Via Dolor- 
osa, for those grey granite rocks could tell no 
end of sufferings they had witnessed. In the 
night one thought one could hear the sighs 
and heavy breathing of an endless carnage of 
animals, the veterans that were not able to 
walk any further. At Burtse, where the cold 



already went down to — 35 degrees C, he made 
the discovery that only eight days' corn was 
left. To return to get more would be to spoil 
the whof.e plan. He was epiite prepared that 
all the animals should die and his party have 
to go on foot as far as they possibly could. 
As they pressed on their sheep and ponies be- 
gan to die of cold, height and fatigue. On 
the. evening of December 23, in the ravine 
Kisil-unkur, the men, eight of whom were Mo- 
hammedans, began to sing a rhythmic and 
melodious hymn to Allah, praying him to let 
them cross the Dapsang without snowstorm. 
And still nobody knew the real plan ; so they 
were rather astonished when he, the next day, 
gave order upon the heights of Dapsang to 
turn straight east. They left the Kara-korum 
Pass to the north, went over the range in an- 
other pass, and the whole xlay they plowed up 
a track through deep snow. The night came 
down over the enormous snowfields, biting 
cold, the temperature went down to the freez- 
ing point of mercury ( — 38. degrees C). He 
had two caudles and a nice fire in his tent, as 
it was Christmas Eve. And now their real dif- 
ficulties began. Every time the Mohama 
medans were singing prayers to Allah, with 
their eternal "Allahu Ekber and Allhamdulil- 
1 ali rabel alahmin, errahman, errahim," he un- 
derstood they were , afraid and regarded the 
situation as specially serious. The ordinary 
profane songs of Ladak had long ago frozen 
away on their lips. Over comparatively open 
land" they kept cast. No grass at all, but 
wdiere burtse and yapchan plants grew they 
used to camp. Not a drop of water, the ani- 
mals had to eat snow. The corn was fin- 
ished, and rice and flour of the men's pro- 
visions given to the animals — they only took 
care that a supply for 50 clays should be kept 
aside. In the beginning of January they lost 
themselves in a labyrinth of mountains, passes 
and deep valleys, all belonging to the Upper 
Kara-kash-darya, going down to Eastern 
Turkestan. 

On January 11 they camped at the very 
same point as last year, at the shore of the 
Aksai-chion Lake. It was like a funeral pro- 



The Newspaper — One Maker's Opinion 




ART LYMAN, editor of the New- 
York Tribune, has delivered the 
first of his Bromley lectures at 
Yale. As reported in the Hartford 
Courant, he said: — 
The newspaper is here to stay, 
for the sufficient reason that it is indispensable. 
Its merits, therefore, must far outweigh its 
defects. Probably no one is ready to dis- 
pute this general proposition, but yet a vast 
number, if not a majority, of intelligent per- 
sons seldom remember, perhaps have never 
realiz.ed, how dependent they arc upon the 
newspapers for whatever knowledge they 
possess of a great part of the affairs which 
largely occupy their thoughts. It is, of course, 
impossible to reckon accurately what private 
correspondence and oral communication might 
accomplish in the course of time by gradual 
percolation, but — to cite only a single event 
of the first magnitude — I do not believe it is 
an exaggeration to say that millions of voters 
would not know at this moment, except for 
the newspapers, that Mr. Taft will be presi- 
dent of the United States in a few weeks. 
The frequent expressions of irritation and 
disapproval which newspapers more or less 
justly provoke fail to take note of the fact 
that without the newspaper the very incidents 
which arouse that 'interest and hostility would 
be unknown. 

Inasmuch as newspapers are inevitably an 
important part of human existence, they must 
continue to supply an accessible occupation 
to a large number of persons. What sort of 
persons these shall be, how wise or foolish, 
how skilful or incompetent, it is in consider- 
able measure the privilege of young college 
men, just entering on the active stage of life, 
to determine. That the career of journalism 
is worthy of their deliberate attention, in the 
judgment of the university authorities, is at- 
tested, I assume, by the official arrangement 
for these annual lectures. 

In an article recently published, President 
Hadley, with characteristic clear-sightedness, 
made wise and profitable suggestions as to 
the public duty of newspapers. He said : — 

"If we want responsible government, we 
must have responsible newspapers. If we arc 
governed by public opinion our government 
will necessarily be good or bad according as 
the newspapers are good or bad. If we are 
to have responsible newspapers, the reform 
must begin with the readers themselves. Most 
of the men who edit newspapers will give the 
people the kind of newspapers they want. 
There will, of course, be exceptionally good 
editors, who will make their papers better 
than their readers demand, and try to edu- 
cate, the people up to a higher level just as 
there will be exceptionally bad editors who 
will make papers worse than the readers want, 
and be the instruments, whether they try or 
not, of educating .the public down to a lower 
level. But the average editor will work for 
the average reader." 

President Hadley said other things as per- 
tinent as these, which I wish there were time 
to quote, _ though you ought to be already 
'familiar with them. His article was generally 
read in newspaper offices. I hope it was at 



least as generally read by those for whom it 
was primarily written. There are few things 
less creditable than the pretentious denuncia- 
tion of a bad newspaper by those Avhose steady 
patronage helps to make its existence possible. 
How contemptible are the men or women who 
love to spread scandal and give currency to 
defamation by word of mouth, while they 
smugly profess horror of the journals which 
they eagerly purchase to gratify a depraved 
taste! Criticism of newspapers- ought to be 
free and fearless, and it ought to lead toward 
the suppression, not the promotion, of those 
which prove incorrigible. 

Dr. Johnson said that in lapidary inscrip- 
tions a man was not upon oath. Doubtless 
the same thing is true of the compliments 
which a guest may bestow upon his host. But 
the Earl of Crewe was right — and I hope he 
knew and felt that he was — -when he paid his 
respects to those who wrote for the news- 
papers at a recent dinner of the Press club in 
London. He was aware of the fact that un- 
kind things were sometimes said about jour- 
nalistic style, that writings in the papers 
were by superior persons contemptuously de- 
scribed as ''journalese." But he was bound to 
say, "without blarney or flattery," that hav- 
dng regard to the conditions under which 
newspapers had to be produced, he was 
amazed at the admirable manner in which 
excellent matter was presented for the con- 
sumption of the public. It is certain that the 
language in which newspapers arc printed is 
better than that of ordinary conversation 
among well-brought-up persons in England, 
where pretty nearly everything is described 
as "rotten," or in this country, where every- 
thing is "fierce." 

Every sensible editor is glad to receive 
communications of every sort and kind from 
his readers, for at least they betray interest 
and many of them are instructive. But it is 
not unfriendly to inform, or remind, voluntary 
critics that ninety-nine times out of a hundred 
the person who first detects and most griev- 
ously laments a mistake or a slovenly ex- 
pression in a generally well edited newspaper 
is the man who in theory, and frequently in 
law, is responsible for its contents, and that 
fault was suitably rebuked long before the 
outsider, rejoicing in his own perspicacity, 
sent in his complaint. 

What I have said by way of supporting 
the Earl of Crewe's estimate of the compar- 
ative accuracy and excellence of newspaper 
writing applies to the finished product, and I 
have said it less for the pleasure of praising 
my own craft than for the sake of prefacing 
an expression of regret. If, on the whole, the 
printed paper is creditable it is a rather 
melancholy exhibit in the stages of prepara- 
tion. And I must say frankly that tins fact 
is clue in no inconsiderable degree to the in- 
ability of young college graduates to write 
clearly and correctly. Incessant vigilance is 
the price of whatever measure of excellence 
the printed paper achieves. 

A few years ago I asked the head of a 
department in a great university — not Yale — 
how large in his judgment was the percentage 
of members of any class about to be gradu- 
ated who were able to write in creditable Eng- 



lish a clear account of a simple and familiar 
matter. "It is odd," he answered, "that you 
should have asked me, for I have just fin- 
ished a careful investigation o that very ques- 
tion. Not more than fifteen per cent." 

I know that in my time here there was 
no training in English worthy of the name, 
and little or no direct encouragement to read 
outside, of the text books. I hope and believe 
that there has been a great advance in that re- 
spect. But the question arises if the process 
does not begin too late. 

The observations which I have made are 
not, in general or in particular, intended as 
a defense of the newspaper business or pro- 
fession. It is not in need of defense. It is 
not inappropriate, however, to invite the at- 
tention of those who may be considering the 
advisability of engaging in newspaper work 
to the nature, status and obligations of that 
employment. For it is certain that if it is 
to be entered into it sliould not be entered 
into unadvisedly or lightly, but reverently, 
discreetly, advisedly, soberly and in the fear 
of God. Such deliberation is the duty of every 
young man who, emerging from academic se- 
clusion into the great world, is confronted 
with the gravest problem of his life. If 3'ou 
arc not resolved to take up the work of a 
newspaper with your whole heart, you had 
better not take it up at all. Doubtless there 
is a temptation to begin without any definite 
purpose of continuing, for it is one of the 
very few occupations in which the beginner 
has a reasonable chance of earning enough 
within a few months to pay his necessary ex- 
penses. That, to be sure, is a legitimate con- 
sideration if rightly estimated. It is often 
important, perhaps imperative, that the man 
just graduated should cease to be a burden 
and become a bearer of burdens — his own, if 
not those of others. When this is the case, 
and inclination coincides with opportunity, the 
fact that a livelihood may be gained at once 
is a proper and potent argument in favor of 
entering upon a fascinating if precarious pur- 
suit. But there ought to be no illusions about 
it. The hours are long, the vacations short; 
the work, however diversified, comes to be too 
often a wearisome routine. While your friends 
are planning the relaxations of the evenings, 
you are very likely looking forward to the 
labors of the night. You can rest assured 
that outside the narrow and lonely domain of 
miracles you are not to be a Delane and edi- 
tor of the London Times, at the age of twenty- 
three. But if you take up the work modestly, 
earnestly and with that elate and unsubduable 
spirit which carries a mountain like a feather, 
yon will secure promotions that are worth 
while, and will come to feel the keen joy of 
living in a larger world than many others 
know and of sustaining relations of intimacy 
with important events in their earliest and 
most alluring stage. Above all, you will have 
the pleasure, if you deserve it, of producing 
what is known as copy in clear and vigorous 
English, and of seeing what you have writ-- 
ten fairly printed the next day. A com- 
petent editor's blue pencil is the deadly foe of 
purple patches, but you can be as eloquent 
as you like, if only your particular style of 
eloquence is that of straightforward simplicity. 



cession, every day took a mule or a pony, 
sometimes two. All boxes, read books, and 
other unnecessary things were used as fire- 
wood. In the night of January 15 the cold 
was — 39.8 degrees, the lowest he had ever 
read. Ovis Ammon and Orongo antelopes 
were numerous now, and once their hunter 
killed two, and the last two sheep were spared 
some time more. On January 18 they had lost 
one-fourth of the caravan. The next day they 
found the first signs of Thibetan hunters. Now 
began a storm that went on for weeks with- 
out interruption and killed all their weaker 
animals. On January 26 they crossed Arpot- 
tso on the ice, which was covered with snow, 
green and clear as glass. Two days later they 
lost three animals and the last sheep was 
killed. The following days heaps of snow 
came down, and they proceeded hopelessly, 
slowly through two feet of snow, sometimes 
three. Nothing could be seen. The first 
ponies and mules in the caravan disappeared 
as phantoms in the snowdrifts. At the west- 
ern end of Shemen-tso he thought they would 
be snowed in for the rest of the winter. It 
snowed day and night, walls of snow gathered 
round the tents ; it was more like a Polar ex- 
pedition. They followed the northern shore 
of Shemen-tso. On February 5, 16 animals of 
40 were left. Once more everything that 
could be spared was burnt. They had no meat 
left, and almost all the rice was given to the 
last animals in order to make the loads lighter. 
On February 8 they passed a trap with an 
Orongo antelope in it, and all were happy to 
get meat. Of course this was a sign that 
hunters were near, and later in the day they 
found two tents, and could buy a couple of 
sheep, some milk and butter. During 67 days 
they had not seen a man. Now all his Euro- 
pean clothes were burnt; and he appeared in 
disguise, quite like the other Ladakis. On 
February 15 they crossed the Kara-korum 
range again, left Deasy's and Rawling's routes 
behind them and entered new country. The 
storm still raged. In this quarter they passed 
some gold mines. So they -eached the dis- 
trict of Nagrong. From here the ground was 
excellent, an open latitudinal valley, but there 
was still much snow and the storm continued. 
On March 16 they camped on the shore of 
Tong-tso, and as there were now tents every-' 
where they could buy sheep and a couple of 
yaks. He had to paint his face and hands 
black every morning, but he could never get 
so dirty as the Ladakis. (Laughter.) They 
then turned south, and in the following days 
went through a real labyrinth of mountain, 
stretching cast to west. Their caravan con- 
sisted now of two ponies, three mules, two 
yaks, and 25 sheep, all under loads. They en- 
countered the great merchant, Tsongpun Ta- 
shi, who stayed in these parts over the winter 
selling tea to the nomads on credit, and get- 
ting paid when the nomads sold their sheep 
wool in the summer. The merchant came to 
pay them a visit, and as he seemed very in- 
terested in the tents and their contents, the 
caravan leader, Abdul Kerim, cried out to 
Kutus (one of the Ladakis) and Flaji Baba 
("that was me," said the lecturer) to^go and 
catch a pony which had run away in the 
mountains. (Laughter.) Tsongpun Tashi 
was a powerful man from Lhasa, and it was 
nice to come away from him without any fur- 
ther adventures. (Laughter.) In three days 
they passed 32 tents, and so he had to go on 
foot and drive the sheep. (Laughter.) 

Still keeping straight south they duly 
passed Kinchen-la, and were, encamped in a 
valley going down to Raga-tasam on April 27, 
when they were visited by a party of Thibet- 
ans, who reported they had been sent from 
Saka-dsong, as the authorities there suspected 
that Hedin Sahib from the last year was hid- 
den in the caravan. If they were mistaken 
they had orders anyhow to look through all 
the luggage, and then Abdul Kerim, the car- 
avan leader, had only to write a statement 
that no European was hidden amongst them, 
and they could continue their journey. At 
once he had the whole situation and the way 
to take clear to him. To write such a state- 
ment was a little too strong even for his elas- 
tic geographical conscience (laughter), so he 
told his Ladakis he should tell the Thibetans 
the truth, happen what would afterwards. The 
honest men began to weep as children, be- 
lieving that he would be killed on the spot at 
least. But he rose and went down to the 
Thibetans and sat down between them at their 
fire. He put his hand on the shoulder of his 
old friend, Pcmba Tsering. from last year, and 
asked him if he did not recognize him at all. 
Pemba Tsering only opened his eyes as wide 
as he could and looked round at his comrades 
without saying a word, but his regards meant 
as much as — it is him ! (Laughter.) After a 
few minutes they were all friends, chattering 
and joking as if their meeting had been the 
most natural thing in the world. (Cheers.) 
He had a delicious feeling of freedom now 
since he was caught again by the Thibetans, 
and was no longer a prisoner in his own tent. 

If he had not been discovered here he 
should have continued eastwards. His dream 
now was to finish up definitely with the prob- 
lem of Trans-Himalaya. The- authorities of 
Saka fell in with his plan, and on May 6 he 
left Kamba Tscnam tent, with only five of 
his men, and went straight north to the most 
important and interesting of all his Trans- 
Himalayan crossings. His two years of wan- 
derings circulated around' and across Trans- 
Himala) a, and as the mountain system had 
been the chief object of his attention, he be- 
lieved he would call his next book — the dedi- 
cation of which the Viceroy of India had kind- 
ly accepted — "Trans-Himalaya." (Cheers.)
